Politics 101: Secure your base 


Cambridge mayor Anthony Galluccio and Somerville mayor Dorothy Kelly Gay 
are rising political talents. Kelly Gay has hit a bad patch. Can she recoup? 
Galluccio, meanwhile, is trying to woo — or neutralize — his foes.

HAT DOES ANTHONY Galluccio have in com- 

mon with astronaut John Glenn, President Paul 
Kagame of Rwanda, and former South African leader 
and Nobel Peace Prize winner F.W. de Klerk? Last 
Wednesday, the’ 33-year-old Cambridge mayor — the 
youngest in the city’s history — joined their ranks by 
giving a speech at Harvard’s Kennedy School of Gov- 
ernment. In delivering Cambridge’s first-ever State of 
the City address to a standing-room crowd of 700, he 
exhibited the passion and energy that have led political 
insiders to mark him as perhaps the most talented Cam- 
bridge politician in a generation. But his driving ambi- 
tion and smooth savvy — some would call it slickness 
— have liberal activists across the city cringing. 

The January 31 speech came at a time when many in

N MANY WAYS, Dorothy Kelly Gay is the image of 

that old cliché: the self-made politician. The Irish im- 
migrant turned nurse turned public servant rose to 
prominence while serving on the Massachusetts Gover- 
nor’s Council in the mid 1990s, when she launched a 
system to review state payments to contractors. The 
move effectively ended the council-as-rubber-stamp 
era. In 1998, she ran a gutsy campaign for lieutenant 
governor against the odds-on Democratic favorite, 
Warren Tolman. Although she lost in the Democratic 
primary, Kelly Gay stunned political insiders by win- 
ning 46.5 percent of the vote statewide. In Somerville, 
her home, she garnered 78 percent of the ballots — 
making her one of the city’s most popular politicians 
after then-mayor Michael Capuano.

Globe 


A new biography of the late 
House Speaker recalls the 
days when Boston pols and the 
press worked hand in hand

HE STORY HAS long been the stuff of 

half-forgotten media legend. In the 1950s, 
the then-mighty Boston Herald won a highly 
coveted license to operate a local television sta- 
tion thanks to the intervention of powerful 
friends, including Joseph Kennedy and the 
Eisenhower White House. The underdog 
Boston Globe — outmaneuvered and outpoli- 
ticked — struck back with some tough report- 
ing that showed the Herald’s owner had sought 
improperly to influence the chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commission. 

It took more than a decade of hearings and 
legal machinations, but in 1972 the Herald lost 
its TV station, and has been limping along in 
various incarnations ever since. The Globe, 
meanwhile, emerged as the dominant media in- 
stitution in New England — the largest daily 
newspaper and a powerful force not just in re- 
porting the news, but in defining the region’s 
political and business agenda as well. 

Now comes new evidence — previously hint- 
ed at but never fully revealed — that the Globe 
had a powerful secret ally. In his forthcoming 
biography, Tip O'Neill and the Democratic Cen- 
tury (Little, Brown, 768 pages, $27.95), Globe 
Washington-bureau editor John Aloysius Farrell 
reveals that the Globe was assisted by none 
other than US Representative Thomas P. 
O’Neill, the future Mister Speaker himself. 

According to Farrell (a 48-year-old Long Island 
native who is not related to retired Globe colum- 
nist David Farrell), O’Neill was worried about the 
political implications of a media landscape domi- 
nated by the Republican Herald and surreptitious- 
ly pulled the strings in an investigation of the 
FCC’s suspiciously partisan handling of televi- 
sion-station licenses. He also gave the Globe’s 
Washington correspondent, Robert Healy, full ac- 
cess to the details of that investigation. 

Thus it was O’Neill’s people who fed Healy 
the information he needed to show that the Her- 
ald had obtained the license to Channel 5 (then 
WHDH-TV) through corrupt means. It was an 
extraordinary story, almost too weird to be be- 
lieved, involving favor-trading over a Pulitzer 
Prize for John F. Kennedy’s Profiles in Courage 
and the fall of Sherman Adams, President 
Eisenhower’s chief of staff, who resigned after it 
was revealed that he had accepted an expensive 
coat for his wife from a New England textile 
manufacturer named Bernard Goldfine. When it

Davis-Mullen and Roache should run for mayor 


Looking for a fight 


T-LARGE CITY COUNCILORS 

Peggy Davis-Mullen and Francis 

“Mickey” Roache have signaled in re- 
cent weeks that they might run for mayor, 
but as of this writing, neither pol has de- 
clared. They should. 

The city needs it. The last time Boston’s 
mayoral race served as a referendum on city 
issues was in 1993. That’s when Tom Meni- 
no was first elected in the free-for-all that 
followed former mayor Ray Flynn’s an- 
nouncement that he would accept 
an ambassadorship to the Vati- 
can. That election — which saw 
eight candidates make a bid for 
the city’s highest office 
sparked fierce debate on a range 
of issues, including how to im- 
prove the public-school system, 
how to make neighborhoods safe, 
how to deal with the escalating 
AIDS epidemic, and the need for 
more funding for the arts. 

This is what we need in 2001. 
Menino has stumbled badly over the past 
year, and there are issues a challenger could 
— and should — raise in a citywide cam- 
paign. Rising rents have locked many mem- 
bers of the middle and working classes out 
of Boston. Development projects ranging 
from Millennium Place to the waterfront to 
a new Fenway Park threaten to alter the 
character of the neighborhoods for which 
they’re proposed — and not necessarily for 
the better. The crime rate is creeping up 
again. Statewide tax revenues are falling, 
which will affect how much money the city 
gets from the state. Meanwhile, the Fire 
Department has done little to change its 
culture — one that abides racism and sex- 
ism — since the scathing O’Toole Report 
came out in January 2000. We still don’t 
know what’s going to be built on the sur- 
face artery once the Big Dig is completed 
— or how it’s going to be paid for. Con- 
struction costs for the convention center, a 
project backed strongly by the mayor, are 
$100 million over budget. Boston lacks a 
coherent agenda for the arts. The city must 
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work better with Beacon Hill and the MBTA 
to address mass-transit needs, especially in 
minority communities. 

We need passionate debate on these issues 
— the sort of debate that’s been missing 
from the public realm throughout Menino’s 
unprecedented eight-year, opposition-free 
run. When Menino was re-elected in 1997, 
it marked the first time a Boston mayor had 
ever won the office without facing a chal- 
lenger. This must not happen again. 

Davis-Mullen has been a 
fierce critic of the mayor for 
years. In an era when the in- 
fluence of the city council as 
a bully pulpit has fallen dra- 
matically, Davis-Mullen can 
always be counted on to an 
offer independent-minded 
appraisal of the mayor’s per- 
formance. Roache, who was 
police commissioner under 
Flynn and ran for mayor in 
1993, has also shown quirky 
independence during his tenure on the 
council. If either candidate challenged Meni- 
no, it would inject some much-needed blood 
into the city’s anemic political scene. 

Make no mistake: Menino is a formidable 
candidate. His favorability ratings are high, 
he has $1.1 million in campaign funds, and 
he has the City Hall machine in his corner. 
But there’s simply no way to know for sure 
how such a challenge would turn out. As 
long as they’re testing the waters, Davis- 
Mullen and Roache should jump right in. 

Voters are waiting. 


Clean Elections ... again 

Two long years have passed since Mas- 
sachusetts voters overwhelmingly approved 
the Clean Elections Law. We thought we 
might get to see it go into effect this March 
(see “Hands Off,” Editorial, January 5), but 
trial balloons have been floated at the State 
House to test seriously gutting the measure. 
In the midst of the successful effort two 
weeks ago to repeal term limits on leader- 
ship posts in the Massachusetts House of 





Representatives — and thus crown Tom 
Finneran “Speaker for Life” — his trusted 
lieutenant, Representative Sal DiMasi (D— 
North End), reportedly paid a visit to Repre- 
sentative Douglas Petersen, then the chair of 
the Committee on Natural Resources and 
Agriculture, and delivered a warning. If Pe- 
tersen — who did, in fact, vote to abolish 
the term limit — wouldn’t budge on his sup- 
port for the Clean Elections Law, he’d better 
watch out. Days later, Petersen lost his 
chairmanship. 

Now reports are circulating at the State 
House that the leadership is touting two new 
and ingenious ways to flout the law. The 
first option exempts all state legislators, so 
that the law would apply only to those run- 
ning statewide. The second would allow un- 
limited fundraising until six months before 
the primary, at which point “Clean Elec- 
tions” would kick in. Lobbyists, unions, and 
fat cats could still fill incumbents’ coffers 
with impunity for over half of their terms in 
office. 

Charlie Rasmussen, a spokesman for 
Finneran, denies that these proposals were 
issued from the top. “The leadership is still 
trying to, in their conversations, figure out a 
set of proposals and figure out where they 
want to go with this,” he says. “Right now 
the Speaker has not taken a position on [ei- 
ther proposal].” Yep. Just like the move to 


abolish Finneran’s term limit, which was — 


as his office claimed — a popular uprising 
among legislators. 

To his credit, Governor Paul Cellucci has 
vowed to veto any such attempt to gut the 
law. But the House’s move to toy with Clean 
Elections will only delay its implementation. 
Tell your state representative you want the 
Clean Elections Law implemented as soon as 
possible. If you don’t know who your repre- 
sentative is, call (617) 722-2356.

Julie Harris returns as Emily Dickinson

RECLUSE MAKES an odd subject for 
a one-person play most of the best 

of which are built on court-holding 
personalities like Truman Capote and 
Gertrude Stein. Yet The Belle of Amherst, the 
solo work that William Luce wrote about 
Emily Dickinson for the actress Julie Harris 
25 years ago, brought the one-person play 
into fashion (a fashion that threatened to spi- 
ral out of control about the time we got Car] 
Betz as General Douglas MacArthur). Harris 
remains a treasure of the American stage, 
and once again she is spreading the wealth, 
touring as the white-clad, cake-dispensing, 
mischievous yet despairing, shy yet roiling 
Dickinson that she, Luce, and the director 
Charles Nelson Reilly crafted a quarter of a 
century ago. At 75, Harris is older by a cou- 
ple of decades than Dickinson was when 
death “kindly stopped” for her. But if the ac- 
tress would deign to revive the 12-year-old 
Frankie Addams of The Member of the Wed- 
ding, which brought her to fame in 1950, I 
would be there with bells on. 

What is humbling, though, is how much, 
for Julie Harris, this is not an evening about 
Julie Harris. The actress is a walking candle 
on the shrine of Dickinson; she was record- 
ing and performing the writer’s poems before 
The Belle of Amherst was cobbled into exis- 
tence. And at the end of her bravura yet mov- 
ing performance at the Shubert, having cut 
through a mountain of verse from peculiar to 


profound with the honeyed knife of her un- 
mistakable voice, Harris does not, like a diva 
or a ballerina, bend to receive flowers 
Rather, she hustles on for a second curtain 
call herself bearing a bouquet, which she lays 
across the prop chest that holds Dickinson’s 
legacy of more than 2000 poems, her “letter 
to the World/That never wrote to Me - 

in acknowledgment of the play’s inspiration. 

Well, Dickinson could do with a worse 
acolyte. Harris, bustling about the clutter of 
old furniture that with a backdrop of bare 
birches makes up the set, is well suited to this 
beloved role. Like Dickinson, she is “small, 
like the wren.” And she creates, within the 
jumbled yet wall-less confines of Dickinson’s 
on-stage world, a marvelously contradictory 
woman with a keen if quirky logic that’s all 
her own. 

Biddying on at the beginning, bearing tea 
and cake for us, the rare if collective guest at 
the Amherst homestead, Harris’s Dickinson 
is palpably nervous, even frightened. Clasp- 
ing hand to beating heart, she offers us her 
recipe for black cake (a confection you 
should hope not to drop on your foot). Yet 
this is a middle-aged woman who pines for 
childhood, a recluse who lusts for fame. 
When her long-distance mentor, Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson, quashes her dream of 
publication because her verse is too original, 
her repressed rage and disappointment 
threaten to bust the meter of “A great Hope

fell/You heard no noise/The Ruin was with- 
in”. (Only seven of Dickinson’s poems were 
published during her lifetime, and no thanks 
to Higginson.) 

Here as elsewhere, the transitions between 
the prose, which is culled from Dickinson’s 
letters or invented by Luce, and the poems, 
whimsical, eloquent, breathless yet as natural 
as breathing, are as smooth as the leap that 
increasingly occupied Emily Dickinson: from 
life to death. The second, better half of Th» 
Belle of Amherst is primarily concerned with 
sex, the road not taken, and death, which, 
following the demises of father, mother, 
nephew, and eminent clergyman Charles 
Wadsworth (here the focus of Dickinson’s 
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love poems), became 
almost a family 
friend 

After The Belle of 
Amherst, one-time 
poet Luce became the 
800 number for one- 
person plays — he 
has created vehicles 
based on the lives of 
Isak Dinesen (also for Harris), 
John Barrymore, and Lillian Hell- 
man, among others. The Belle is 
probably the most successful; it’s 
well crafted, if too long (Harris 
has an awful lot of deaths to dif- 
ferentiate). And it’s buoyed by 
the generous helping of the poet- 
ry and letters of Emily Dickinson, 
which reveal her to be not only 
brilliant but slyly acerb, a quality 
Harris puts across with edge-cut- 
ting understatement. 

But for my money, it’s the live- 
ly fortress, Harris, who supports 
the play. It’s even more notable in 
2001 than it was in 1976 that 
there is no “sound design” to 
abet The Belle of Amherst; Harris, 
with her thick, raspy timbre, is 
her own music. She captures the 
mousy Dickinson of “I was the 
slightest in the House — ” and 
the rapturous, sensual Dickinson (thinking of 
Wadsworth; The Belle only nods to the writ- 
er’s intense attachment to her sister-in-law) 
of “Wild Nights — Wild Nights!” Watch her 
take just the right time to view the “Mona 
Lisa,” perplexed, through her stereopticon, 
before confiding, “I don’t see what all the ex- 
citement is about.” Or listen to the little hoot 
she inserts in “Will there really be a ‘Morn- 
ing’?/Is there such a thing as ‘Day’?” This is 
an actress, as Dickinson says of “the chiefest 
words,” to lift your hat to. &

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Juggle heads 


The Karamazovs get theoretical

HE FLYING KARAMAZOV Brothers 

have nothing to do with Dostoyevsky, 

and they’re not related to one another 
or to the early 1970s fusion band the Flying 
Burrito Brothers. They’ve been around since 
1973, when they started juggling on the 
streets of San Francisco, but the current 
contingent includes only two original mem- 
bers. (I was crushed to learn this during in- 
termission, since | had figured that Roderick 
Kimball must have been an extraordinarily 
coordinated three-year-old.) L’Universe 
(think “loony verse”) has plenty of the 
Brothers’ customary tumbling objects and 
bad puns, but it’s also jazzed up — and 
weighed down — by high-tech gizmos from 
the Media Lab at MIT. The show does not 
include what is probably the most famous 
trick from the Brothers’ multiple Broadway 
shows, in which they juggle strange items 
(bowling balls, dead fish, and the like) sup- 
plied by audience members. Here the mo- 
ments of spontaneity are limited to “jazz 
juggling,” in which the Brothers improvise 
passing patterns and each of them occasion- 
ally misses a club thrown in his direction, 
The mistakes don’t seem deliberate, but they 
are essential to the show, stopping the blur 
of white plastic long enough for us to appre- 
ciate the dexterity behind it. 

In L’Universe, the Brothers use juggling to 

illustrate such scientific principles as gravita-

tional pull and the theory of relativity. They 
appear as Aristotle, Newten, Galileo, and 
Einstein, arguing over the cause of, well, ev- 
erything.

Some of the less complicated segments 
are far more enjoyable. Early in the show, 
the Brothers create a beautiful melody by 
swinging giant pendulum bells that hit each 
other but miraculously miss the performers 
weaving in and out of their paths. (This bit 
is meant to illustrate the rule that, as one 
brother puts it, “for every activist, there is 
an equal and opposite reactionary.”) Later, 
three of the brothers perform on simpler 
musical instruments — but with their arms 
entwined and their free hands working in 
some juggling. After intermission, we see 
the Brothers in lab coats sitting around a 
table, apparently exhausted after a long day 
of solving equations. Two of them start 
passing a rubber ball back and forth across 
the table, another starts bouncing a ball on 
the floor, and soon they’re all working in 
rhythm, both visually and musically. This 
welcome break from science class gets as 
much applause as the most technologically 
extravagant parts of L’Universe. 

“No matter what you’re doing at any mo- 
ment, you're really juggling,” says one 
Brother, trying to equate the antics on stage 
with the atoms constantly bouncing around 
in our bodies. Well, we don’t need to un- 
derstand physics to realize that life is one 
long juggling act. The MIT Media Lab may 
have brought the Flying Karamazov Broth 
ers into the 21st century, but the best parts 
of this show would seem to have been pre 
sent at the group’s creation. *

on the Web 


Word to media consultant Ken Swope: yo, Ken! When you 
send an off-the-record e-mail to a reporter, make sure you 
don't accidentally post it to a public Web site instead. 
Because that’s what you did on February 1, Buddy, when you 
dropped a note to Boston Herald columnist Wayne Woodlief 

— and didn’t send it to his private inbox, but uploaded it to a 
discussion board on BostonHerald.com. 

“YOWAYNE!” the Swopegram begins. “It’s me, Swope, your 
favorite media flak! | just discovered ‘Talkback.’ You're in for it 
now, Buddy. A couple of small (maybe big) off-the-record 
observations re your 1/30 education piece: MCAS is not a 
‘target for repeal’ in a tv ad campaign by the MTA [the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association, a Swope client], as 
Cellucci may have spun at you. What IS the target for repeal 
is the MCAS graduation requirement. And only that.” 

Well, thanks for sharing, Ken! Anything else? Actually, 
plenty — although Swope, professional that he is, doesn't 
offer up anything too embarrassing. Yes, he continues 
whacking Paul Cellucci (“The Guv owes you an apology for 
overspinning”), but hey, that’s his job. 

Mainly Swope offers his own spin on where the teachers’ 
union stands on MCAS, and suggests some really neat 
people for Woodlief to interview. Such as MTA 
communications director Andy Linebaugh (“He’s good people 
and he'll be straight with you”). Or the union's executive 
director, Ed Sullivan (“Bring lots of writing paper and a pen 
refill”). Swope adds, “I am not authorized to go on-the-record 
as a source for MTA, so please don’t quote me as anything 
other than a ‘reliable source.’ But these two guys are both 
very quotable, very good on-the-record sources.” 

They're also ever so much easier to work with than 
politicians, Swope adds, saying, “I like working for teachers’ 
unions: good, dedicated people, important issues, more 
money for production, and less pressure than candidates.”

Daly settles out of court 


Before feminist theology was standard fare at liberal 
seminaries, before a college education entailed learning 
the word “phallocentric,” before Wicca became almost as 
well-known as AA and disaffected middle-class teenagers 
flirted with neo-paganism, there was Mary Daly. Hell, 
before girls were allowed to wear pants to high school, 
there was Mary Daly — making the case over and over for 
pushing Christianity Beyond God the Father, as she titled 
her famous 1973 book. 

The 72-year-old Daly has been playing Madame 
Blavatsky to the Church Fathers at Boston College since 
1966, when, in the reforming spirit of Vatican Il, the Jesuit- 
run school hired her as an assistant professor — a 
decision it soon came to regret. In 1969, the still all-male 
student body protested and petitioned for her to receive 
tenure to the associate level. BC continued to dog the 
controversial teacher, threatening to fire her for 
“blasphemous” utterances, sending monitors to her 
classes, and (despite her multiple PhDs and authorship of 
more books than some entire departments had published) 
refusing to promote her to full professor. 

Now, after battling with Boston College 
for most of the 34 years she has been 
in its employ, the founding mother of 
modern feminist theology is 
severing formal ties, once and for 
ali, with the BC patriarchy. On 
Monday, Daly and Boston 
College officials finally settled the 
breach-of-tenure suit she brought 
against the school in 1999 for 
terminating her employment on 
dubious grounds related to her 
policy of barring male students 
from her group classes. The terms terms with an 
of the settlement are confidential, unjust world. 
according to Daly's attorney, bP RC 
Gretchen Van Ness, but she made 
clear that Daly “will not be returning.” Instead, she will 
maintain an active public-speaking schedule and complete 
work on her next book, Amazon Grace. On the whole, sa 
Van Ness, both client and attorney are “very, very pleaseu 
with the settlement. Unrepentant to the end, Daly herself 
concludes, “I know that | was right and the world is not just.” 

With all that over, it is hard to imagine Daly set free 
from her inquisitors. It's almost as difficult to imagine BC 
without its grand crone, its one-woman gyne-menacer — 
part scene-stealer, but part conscience, too.

Changes at the Brattle 


A chapter in local Boston film history closes on March 2 when 
the Brattle Theatre begins screening director Henri-Georges 
Clouzot's The Mystery of Picasso. Not because this 1956 French- 
language classic is a departure from the Brattle’s typically astute 
repertory programming, but because it marks the departure of 
booker-managers Marianne Lampke and Connie White.

Since their partnership, Running Arts, took over the lease 
in 1986, Lampke and White have weathered all the 
vicissitudes of the tumultuous movie business — from the 
beginning of the video age through the various “art film” 
revivals of Van Sant, Tarantino, and Miramax, through the 
breakthrough of Hong Kong and Chinese cinema and the 
ascent of female directors. Through it all, they've upheld a 
legacy at the Brattle that began in 1953, when it helped usher 
in the French New Wave and revived the films of Humphrey 
Bogart, especially Casablanca. 

“Having been such a part of the Brattle’s history is a big deal 
for us,” says Lampke, “because it is such a legacy.” Lampke and 
White were both Brattle employees when they took over 15 
years ago following the theater's bankruptcy under previous 
ownership. It wasn’t long before the two women were making 
their own significant contributions to that legacy. Continuing the 
tradition of booking live performances (started by previous 
owners Susan and J.D. Pollack with people like Ann Magnuson, 
Meredith Monk, and Spalding Gray), White began to invite her 
friends from the local music scene to perform. On opening 
night, stand-up comic Tamara Jenkins (who would later direct 
The Slums of Beverly Hills) MC'd a show that included a 
screening of Sudden Fear starring Joan Crawford, and 
performances by Roger Miller and Treat Her Right. “It had been 
a movie theater since 1953,” says White, “but Paul Robeson 
had been on stage there as Othello. As young and enthusiastic 
proprietors, we wanted to explore the possibilities.” 

Of course, the most important part of the Lampke/White 
legacy is film. The two launched the Boston International 
Festival of Women's Cinema at the Brattle in 1993 — an event 
that has brought to town directors like Allison Anders, Claire 
Denis, Mary Harron, and Kimberly Peirce. And they were 
instrumental in jump-starting touring repertory programs like 
“Universal Noir” in 1997, for which they consulted on film- 
restoration selection. Peter Langs, who was contracted by 
Universal to put together the “Noir” series, says, “They're two of 
the best people in the industry; they know more about film than 
most of the people who book films, and they are very 
conscientious about how they present it to their audience. They 
really know what the audience wants and they listen to them. 
While a chain theater may show first-run, they really can’t do the 
hands-on that Marianne and Connie did.” 

What next? Lampke and White will continue their consulting 
and publicity firm the Beacon Cinema Group, which grew from 
the Brattle ownership, and will continue to book the women’s 
film festival and the Provincetown International Film Festival 
(now in its third year). They will also continue to book for the 
Coolidge Corner Theatre and take on other projects as they 
arise. Meanwhile, Ned Hinkle, who has worked for the two as an 
assistant for three years, will take over the lease with former 
Brattle employee Ivy Moylan; together, they will run the theater 
as the nonprofit Brattle Film Foundation. Hinkle says that he and 
Moylan plan to continue the tradition — “we'll definitely be 
playing the old Brattle favorites and hopefully look for that 
exciting new genre that Marianne and Connie have been able to 
find in the past.” Lampke and White's curatorship concludes with 
the Bugs Bunny Festival, from February 16 through 22 and an 
Eric Rohmer festival from February 23 to March 1. But, clearly, 
that ain't all, folks — for Lampke and White, or the Brattle.

Easy listening 


After the surprising recent defeat of Boston city councilor Jimmy 
Kelly's bid for an unprecedented eighth consecutive term as 
council president, you'd think it would take a lot to faze his 
colleagues. But at last week’s meeting, they seemed almost as 
amazed by the new sound system that city technicians had just 
installed — complete with brick-size speakers on their desks. 
(Councilor Maura Hennigan of Jamaica Plain lovingly referred to it 
as “surround sound.”) 

The acoustics in the Spartan, 1960s-era council chamber are 
notoriously difficult. “| would always hear people saying, ‘I can't 
hear anything, so I’m going to leave,’” says Shirley Kressel, who 
has logged considerable hours there in her role as president of the 
Alliance of Boston Neighborhoods. “Four hours at a hearing with 
your hands cupped to your ears takes a commitment that not too 
many people have.” 

Even the councilors suffered from the muddle. As Councilor 
Maureen Feeney of Dorchester began to speak last week in favor 
of a hearing she had proposed on the health impact of cellular 
towers, council president Charles Yancey of Mattapan interjected. 
“Let me note,” he said from the podium, “this is the first time in 
many, many years that we can hear Councilor Feeney from her 
desk.” 

Of course, not all the kinks have been worked out. Throughout 
the meeting, councilors were still forced to raise their hands to 
speak, as they've been doing since the old communication system 
finally died last fall. (Yancey said he’d been promised that the 
councilors’ Jeopardy-style buttons, which allow them to get the 
president's attention more subtly, would be fixed by this week.) 
And when at-large councilor Mickey Roache took the mike, the 
system erupted into a huge burst of static. 











“That's the signal to curtail your remarks,” joked Yancey. Of 
course, given the loquacious reputations of some councilors — 
including Yancey — that may be a feature they want to keep.

Harvard enters 
the jazz age 


Last April, the Quincy Jones Professorship of African-American 
Music was established at Harvard University thanks to the largesse of 
media titan Time Warner. It was the first corporate endowment of a 
permanent Afro-American-studies professorship in the nation. 
Originally envisioned in 1996 as a three-year visiting professorship, 
the post — a joint appointment in the departments of Afro-American 
studies and music — was made permanent last year thanks to a 
$3 million bequest from the Time Warner Endowment. 

Now, after an intensive, almost year-long search, Harvard has 
found its professor: Ingrid T. Monson, an ethnomusicologist who is 
currently an associate professor of music at Washington University in 
St. Louis. Monson, a jazz trumpeter, is the author of esteemed books 
on jazz improvisation and music in the African diaspora. As a visiting 
professor at Harvard in 1999, she taught courses on jazz improv and 
the relationship between that genre and the civil-rights movement. 

“I'm excited. I’m very, very joyful” Monson says. “It’s a wonderful 
situation. What's particularly nice is that it joins Afro-Am studies [with] 
music. And that there is a tremendous amount of support for bringing 
the subject matter into the curriculum.” 

The professorship is a high-profile one, thanks in part to the name 
recognition of Harvard, Quincy Jones, and Time Warner. It may rankle 
some observers, then, that Monson is white. Nonetheless, she is not 
concerned. 

“My demographic variables aren't going to be what people expect 
to see,” she concedes, “but they'll find that my work is in the spirit of 
placing jazz in the context of Afro-Am studies. And I’m coming [to 
Harvard] with much support from that department.” 

Monson selected Harvard over other high-profile suitors especially 
because of “the fact that they're developing a PhD program in Afro- 
American studies.” The first graduate students start this fall. Monson 
does, too. And she looks forward to tackling the rigors of both her 
departments. Because, she says, “you cannot look at this music 
without dealing with the complexities of race.”

At Community Newspapers, hopes of upsizing 


Kevin Convey, the new editor-in-chief of Community 
Newspaper Company, is already saying things that will be 
music to the ears of his employees and readers alike. 

Following a February 1 news conference to mark the 
transfer of ownership from Fidelity to Boston Herald 
publisher Pat Purcell, Convey told the Phoenix that one of 
his long-term goals is to reverse some of Fidelity's most 
unpopular downsizing moves, which included closing a 
number of local offices and putting editors who had run one 
weekly paper each in charge of two or three. 

“Do | recognize it as a problem to have editors running 
several publications? Yes, | do,” Convey said. And though he 
Cautioned that reopening offices and hiring more editors 
“depends on how well we do,” he added, “In time, yes, | 
think we will be able to do that.” 

Trouble is, Convey's words came on a day when the 
talk was not of new hires, but rather of departures. At 
CNC’s Needham headquarters, Purcell announced that 
the chain of approximately 100 newspapers in Greater 
Boston and on Cape Cod was eliminating 36 of more 
than 1000 jobs. The most prominent departures were 
those of editor-in-chief Mary Jo Meisner and her top two 
lieutenants, Vicki Ogden (who supervised the chain's 
metro papers, such as the Cambridge Chronicle and the 
Somerville Journal) and David Trueblood (who was in 
charge of arts coverage chainwide). By putting Convey, 
the Herald's long-time managing editor for features, in 
charge of CNC, Purcell has ensured that a trusted 
lieutenant of his own will oversee the editorial product of 
his new company. 


QUALITY OF MERCY 
Courtroom theatrics 


Local law luminaries — plus Tom Finneran, a lawyer 
better known as the Speaker of the Massachusetts House 
— donned period dress and brushed up on their 
Shakespeare for a production of the trial scene from The 
Merchant of Venice February 6 at Suffolk University Law 
School. Part amateur theatrical, part The People’s Court, 
the event, presented by the Federalist Society and the 
Boston Lawyers Chapter, drew a standing-room-only 
crowd of law professors, students, and the curious. 

Finneran played the Duke of Venice and acquitted 
himself well, despite the local color in his opening line, “Is 
Antonio he-ya?” The rest of the cast also rose to the 
demands of the text. Judge Nancy Gertner, in particular, 
seemed to relish her substantial role as Portia, a rich 
heiress who disguises herself as a (male) judge in order to 
preside over a dispute between Shylock, a Jewish 
moneylender played with gusto by her former law partner 
Harvey Silverglate, and Antonio, played by Ronald Cass, 
dean of Boston University Law School. The peppery 
exchanges between Portia and Shylock — Portia delivers 
the famous “it blesseth him that gives and him that takes” 
speech; Shylock enthuses over her jurisprudence until she 
rules against him — drew appreciative laughs from the 
audience. 

David Yas, publisher of Massachusetts Lawyers 
Weekly, played Gratiano; Maura Doyle, clerk of the 
Supreme Judicial Court for Suffolk County, portrayed 
Portia’s maid Merissa; lawyers Gregory Cote and Daniel 
Kelly played, respectively, Antonio's friends Salario and 
Bassanio. Steven Maler of the Commonwealth 
Shakespeare Company directed the performance and 
Troy Siegfreid of Emerson Stage at Emerson College 
designed the costumes. 

Maler acknowledged at the start of the show that The

Harvard students may be more famous for their 
brains than for their bold fashion choices, but one 
ambitious senior aims to change all that. 

Pushing aside her pesky English thesis for Pucci 
prints and polyester, senior Laura Mehlinger has been 
hard at work coordinating her debut fashion show, 
which will take place this Saturday in a Harvard dorm. 
Mehlinger has somehow coerced more than 40 fellow 
undergrads into volunteering for the awesome effort to 
assemble a runway, sew nearly 60 garments, and 
sweet-talk local businesses into donating services and 
cash.

Mehlinger, a native of Arlington, Virginia, claims that 
back in the day before retro rebounded, she was already 
“tripping to school in bell-bottoms” — although nowadays 
her bell-bottoms are refashioned in green mohair with an 
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Seven positions at the Herald were eliminated as well, 
including that of Bill Weber, who ran BostonHerald.com 
The Herald's Web sites and CNC’s TownOnline.com will 
be merged under the direction of Purcell’s daughter, Erin 
Purcell. 

The most prominent holdover is CNC president and 
publisher Kirk Davis, who oversaw much of the 
downsizing during the past few years — downsizing that 
transformed the company from a multimillion-dollar lo$er 
into one that is reportedly marginally profitable, but that 
has drawn fierce criticism from staffers and community 
activists (see “Don't Quote Me,” News and Features, 
February 4, 2000). In an interview after the news 
conference, Davis defended his cuts, saying, “If any othe 
company had owned these papers the past few years, 
they would have made the same changes.” 

Purcell announced last September that he was 
purchasing CNC; the cost has been estimated at 
$150 million. The sale was delayed several times, as 
Purcell found it difficult to obtain financing in the midst of 
a softening economy. 


But despite the gloomy economic news, the watchword 


last week was optimism. Clearly Purcell — as well as 
Convey and Davis — is hoping that the Herald, with its 
urban base, and CNC, with its strength in Boston's 
affluent suburbs, will give advertisers an attractive 


alternative to the Globe. If they succeed, then Convey will 


be able to do the hiring he wants even as Davis protects 
the bottom line.

Merchant of Venice is “unperformable” today because of 
its virulent anti-Semitism (at the end of the trial, Shylock is 
stripped of all his possessions and ordered to become a 
Christian based on a Venetian law that decrees him an 
“alien”). But this aspect made for lively discussion in the 
second part of the program, when the actors, out of 
costume, debated the finer points of Shakespeare's play. 

Moderator Daniel J. Kornstein of New York City, who 
represented Vanessa Redgrave in her suit against the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra and authored Kill Ail the 
Lawyers? Shakespeare's Legal Appeal (Princeton 
University Press, 1994), asked the distinguished panel 
whether Portia is a “wise and kind” judge as many 
scholars have claimed, or whether she's biased against 
Shylock because he is a Jew and so uses the letter of the 
law to railroad him. Gertner said the answer depends on 
how Portia’s motives are interpreted. As for the merits of 
the Shylock/Antonio case itself, “1 would have thrown it out 
in a heartbeat and cited Bush v. Gore? she said. 

Offered Silverglate: “What [Portia] does is exercise her 
prerogative as a judge with life tenure. ... The question 
always is, how far can a judge twist and bend to avoid the 
consequences of a literal interpretation of the law? How 
literally do we follow the law to accomplish a just result?” 

Gertner equated Portia’s dilemma with that of 
abolitionist judges forced to decide the fate of escaped 
slaves when the Fugitive Slave Law mandated their return.

Women are excluded from the inner sanctums of many re- 
ligions — the all-male priesthood of the Catholic Church 
comes to mind. But I've heard there’s a monastery in Greece 
so misogynistic it excludes female animals. Can this be true? 


What’s the deal? Do they really think femaleness in any form 


will defile the joint, or are they just concerned that the 
monks will get, you know, lonely?

This is outside my traditional area of expertise, Emily 
But if I’d reached the point where a sheep started looking 
good to me, do you think I'd stop because it wasn’t female? 

There really is a place that takes things to the extremes 
you describe, but it’s not just one monastery, it’s a peninsu- 
la full of them 
commonly known as Mount Athos, which juts into the 
Aegean Sea in northern Greece. Somewhat grandly referred 
to as the Garden of the Mother of God (lest we rubes get it 
mixed up with the Wisconsin Dells), the wild, spectacularly 
beautiful promontory is home to 20 monasteries, 2500 
monks, and an unknown number of domestic animals — all 
male. Exception: the local cats, which even the most deter- 
mined defenders of the faith have learned to leave alone. 

Mount Athos is said to be the oldest surviving monastic 
community in the world. According to legend, the Virgin 
Mary landed on the peninsula after having been blown off 
course while traveling and was so struck by its beauty that 
“Done,” said a 
one recognizes a certain gap 


specifically the peninsula of Athos, more 


she asked her son to let it be her garden. 
voice. From that moment - 
in the logic here — the peninsula was out of bounds to any 
other woman. 

Mount Athos’s history as an organized religious commu- 
nity dates from the ninth century AD. In 885, the Byzantine 
emperor formally recognized the peninsula as the province 
of monks and forbade anyone except religious men to live 
there. Another edict outlawed the construction of any roads 
to the area, and to this day it’s accessible only by boat. Nu- 
merous monasteries were built over the ensuing centuries, 
many of them quite impressive architecturally and contain- 
ing many beautiful icons and other treasures that are said to 
be a wonder to behold. But of course if you’re a female 
(anything), you won't. 

The when and why of this ban on female domestic ani- 
mals isn’t clear. The simplest explanation is an excess of re- 
ligious zeal, but one theory I’ve heard is that the ban dates 
from the time when the monks shared the peninsula with 
secular herdsmen and didn’t want to compete with them in 
the raising of animals. Whether or not this is true, the ban 
presents a pretty basic obstacle to animal husbandry and 
must have complicated the monasteries’ efforts to achieve 
economic self-sufficiency 
“Serves em right.” 

Today Mount Athos is an autonomous state within a 
state, with only 130 outsiders permitted to visit per day. Of 
this number, 120 spots are reserved for Orthodox Christian 
pilgrims, while the remaining 10 are for men who can 
demonstrate a legitimate scholarly or other interest. This in- 
volves a lengthy application process, so even if you’ve got 
testosterone hissing off you like steam, your chances of ac- 
tually seeing the place aren’t so hot. 

One concedes that the ban on females recalls those NO 
GRILS ALOUD clubs little boys set up in tree forts. Still, let’s 
not be too quick to mock. Like monasteries elsewhere in 
Europe, those on Mount Athos have served as a candle in a 
world of darkness, preserving in their libraries many books 
and manuscripts that otherwise would have been lost and 
maintaining many aspects of Greek culture during the cen- 
turies-long occupation by the Turks. And it’s not true that 
no woman has ever seen the place. During the Greek civil 
war following World War II, I’m told, the monasteries on 
Mount Athos sheltered women and girls from the brutality 
on the mainland. So I’m inclined to be kind and say they 
come through when it counts.

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A reporter’s new biography of Tip O’Neill reveals what the congressman and the 
paper did for each other — and how the ethics of the news business have changed

was over, O’Neill had saved the Globe — and 
had placed the paper firmly in his back pocket. 
“O’Neill’s intercession on behalf of the 
Globe, and its subsequent rise to become 
the state’s leading newspaper, altered the 
course of Massachusetts politics and jour- 
nalism — and gave O’Neill a powerful ally, 
and protective friends, in the news business 
back home,” Farrell writes. Or as Healy 
said of O’ Neill in an interview with Farrell: 
“He did right for the Globe and all right in 
the Globe through the years.” 


LTHOUGH THE extent of Tip 

O’Neill’s involvement had not been pre- 
viously known, the other elements of the 
story have been told in books such as Louis 
Lyons’s Newspaper Story: One Hundred 
Years of the Boston Globe (1971) and J. An- 
thony Lukas’s Pulitzer-winning book on 
Boston’s school-desegregation crisis, Com- 
mon Ground (1985). 

It began in January 1956, at a lunch at the 
Somerset Club on Beacon Hill attended by, 
among others, Herald publisher Robert 
“Beanie” Choate and Globe publisher Davis 
Taylor. The once-dominant Boston Post was 
about to fold, and Choate proposed that the 
Herald and the Globe 
most influential of the city’s remaining pa- 
combine their forces and thus avoid

pers 
an expensive newspaper war. When Taylor 
refused, Choate reportedly told him: “You 
fellows are stubborn. Worse than that, 
you're arrogant. You better listen to us or 
we'll teach you a lesson. I’m going to get 
Channel 5, and with my television revenues 
Ill put you out of business.” 

Two commercial TV channels were al- 
ready on the air in Boston. Under FCC 
guidelines, the third license — that is, 
Channel 5 — should not have been award- 
ed to the Herald, which already owned two 
radio stations, because of rules against the 
concentration of media ownership. Yet it 
was, after a furious round of lobbying by 
Choate. When Davis Taylor and his cousin 
John Taylor made the rounds in Washing- 
ton to find out what had gone wrong, they 
were told by House Minority Leader Joe 
Martin, “I’m afraid you fellas have just 
been outpoliticked.” 

Indeed they had been. It seems that Joe 
Kennedy was determined to win his son Jack 
a Pulitzer Prize for Profiles in Courage, 
which the future president may or may not 
have actually written. The judges in the bi- 
ography category were so unimpressed with 
Profiles that it did not even appear among 
the eight books they nominated, so Kennedy 
and his friend Arthur Krock — a veteran 
New York Times columnist who had stepped 
down as chairman of the Pulitzer board just 
several years earlier — worked to persuade 
board members to overrule the judges and 
award the prize to Jack Kennedy. Joe 
Kennedy and Krock succeeded. 

Alex Jones, who, with his wife, Susan Tifft, 
documented the Kennedy-Krock relationship 
in The Trust (1999) — a biography of the 
Sulzberger family, owners of the New York 
Times — has little doubt that Krock would 
have made the difference. “He would have 
known every member of the board personally, 
and he would have had an opportunity to 
lobby them. His lobbying would not have 
been taken lightly, I would imagine,” says 
Jones, who is the director of the Joan Shoren- 
stein Center on the Press, Politics, and Public 
Policy at Harvard’s Kennedy School. 

Among the Pulitzer board members who 
concluded that Profiles in Courage really did 
kick ass was Beanie Choate. No surprise 
there. Joe Kennedy had dispatched one of his 
coat-holders, Francis Xavier Morrissey, a mu- 
nicipal-court judge, to assure Choate that he 
would get the license to Channel 5 if he voted 
to give JFK a Pulitzer. And Joe Kennedy was 
as good as his word. By a four-to-two vote, 


the FCC granted the license to Choate; siding 
with the majority were two commissioners 
with close ties to Kennedy. (Ironically, Bob 
Healy helped win the Globe its first Pulitzer 
several years later when his reporting forced 
Lyndon Johnson to withdraw his nomination 
of Morrissey for a federal judgeship.) 

Healy, the son of a Globe mailroom em- 
ployee who had himself joined the paper as a 
copy boy right out of high school in 1942, 
was dispatched to Washington in 1957, re- 
placing future editor Tom Winship, who had 
been called back home to Boston. Lyons de- 
scribes Healy as “[b]ig, hearty, with a 
durable physique and an appetite for work, a 
native intelligence and engaging personali- 
ty.” He was also a man with two missions: 
to cover Washington, and to break news that

would strip the Herald of its ill-gotten TV li- 
cense and thus save the Globe. And he came 
through, reporting that telephone records 
obtained by government investigators 
showed there had been improper contact be- 
tween Choate and FCC chairman George 
McConnaughey. There were other stories, 
but Healy’s was the clincher, and it kicked 
off the chain of events that led to the Her- 
ald’s losing Chanhel 5 in the early ’70s. 

All of this is established history. What 
wasn’t known until Jack Farrell’s book 
came out was how Tip O’Neill had urged it 
along. This was smart politics on O’Neill’s 
part. O’Neill at that time hoped to run for 
governor someday, and a media landscape 
dominated by the Herald would not have 
been hospitable to an Irish-American 
Democrat. Beanie Choate’s Herald wasn’t 
just Republican; it exuded a certain type of 
Yankee Republicanism that defined itself 
mainly by its opposition to the Irish ascen- 
dancy. The Taylors were just as Yankee as 
Choate, but the Globe had a well-estab- 
lished reputation fof being friendly both to 
Irish-Americans and to Democrats. 

With congressional Democrats pushing 
for a probe of federal regulatory agencies, 
O’Neill managed to appoint a young lawyer 
and Boston College graduate, Francis 
McLaughlin, as an investigator. The sub- 
committee conducting the investigation, in 
turn, hired a New York University professor, 
Bernard Schwartz, to run the investigation. 


Schwartz had been chosen out of a belief 
that he could be manipulated; instead, he 
turned out to be a pit bull. And O’Neill made 
sure Bob Healy was right in the middle of it. 
In an interview with Farrell, Healy recount- 
ed a conversation he had with O’Neill. 
“Jesus, if I help you, the Globe will write a 
nice profile for me,” O’ Neill told Healy, “but 
if Choate finds out, the Herald will kill me.” 
But O'Neill agreed to help anyway, and 
Healy told Farrell approvingly, “I married 
Bernie Schwartz. | mean | married the suck- 
er. And Francis Xavier McLaughlin was 
Tip’s patronage. And he was my angel — 
and everybody’s angel at the Globe.” 

How close was Healy to the investigation? 
Farrell reports that when Schwartz was fired, 
he took files out of the subcommittee’s office. 
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Healy, with $5000 in 
Globe money, hired a photographer to 
make copies before the files were returned. 
And when McLaughlin walked into the of- 
fices of New England Telephone Company, 
subpoena in hand, Healy was with him. 
Healy told Farrell about the thrill of finding 
the records that revealed the calls between 
Beanie Choate and George McConnaughey. 
“Holy shit! By the time we got through with 
it, you know, McConnaughey was in their 
vest pocket,” Healy said. The evidence — 
combined with the photographed records — 
was enough to persuade a federal court to 
reopen the case. 

The same subcommittee investigation — 
relying on a dime-drop from O'Neill — re- 
vealed the improper ties between Sherman 
Adams and Bernard Goldfine. The evi- 
dence: a $700 vicufia coat and other gifts. 
from Goldfine, and numerous favors for 
Goldfine performed by Adams. Another 
one of Adams’s frequent suitors, it turned 
out, was Beanie Choate. 

Just to show how convoluted it all got, 
Farrell also reports that the young Ben- 
jamin Crowninshield Bradlee, the scion of 
an old New England family who was then 
covering the Adams story for Newsweek, 
was enjoying every moment of Choate’s 
misfortune. Choate and Bradlee were dis- 
tant cousins, and Bradlee was nursing a 
grudge over Choate’s failure to give him a 
job after World War II.

“This little angelic-faced Healy. He 
looked like a choirboy,” Bradlee told Far- 
rell. “Nobody would think what he was up 
to. He and I shared stuff. I loved the fact 
Choate was in trouble.” And Bradlee, 
who'd become a legend himself as execu- 
tive editor of the Washington Post, is the fa- 
ther of Ben Bradlee Jr., a deputy managing 
editor of the Globe. 


N RETROSPECT, perhaps what’s most 
surprising about the O’Neill-Healy part- 
nership is that, for a time, the Kennedys and 

the Globe were on opposite sides. That 
would not last for long. Healy became ex- 
ceptionally close to the Kennedys. New York 
Times reporter Adam Clymer, in Edward M. 
Kennedy: A Biography (1999), reports that 
in December 1960 Healy broke the news 
that Ted Kennedy might run for JFK’s Sen- 
ate seat in 1962. Healy’s source: the presi- 
dent-elect himself, who dropped the bomb- 
shell when he and Healy were lounging to- 
gether in Palm Beach, Florida. 

Two years later, Healy acted as the inter- 
mediary between JFK and the Globe over the 
story that Teddy had been thrown out of 
Harvard after he’d been caught cheating. 
Healy has always insisted there was no 
agreement to play down the story in ex- 
change for the documents, and that in fact 
he had rejected a proposal by JFK that the 
cheating scandal be buried in a long profile. 
But the Globe’s treatment — below the fold 
on page one, with a rather respectful tone 
— suggested at least a tacit understanding, 
if not an outright deal. 

The Globe’s close relationship with the 
Kennedys played itself out in a faint echo of 

the Channel 5 story in 1988, 
when Rupert Murdoch, who 
then owned the Herald, pur- 
chased Channel 25. Kennedy 
quietly slipped a provision into 
a bill that made it almost im- 
possible for the FCC to grant a 
waiver to its rule prohibiting 
someone from owning both a 
daily newspaper and a TV station 
in the same market. Murdoch 
chose to sell off Channel 25, thus 
saving the Herald. But Herald 
columnist Howie Carr remains bit- 
ter, saying that Kennedy’s actions 
were worse than O’Neill’s a genera- 
tion earlier, since O’ Neill was just 
trying to help one of many papers 
rather than destroy the Globe’s only 
daily competitor. “I think Tip was just trying 
to get an ally, whereas Ted was trying to kill 
the paper in order to deliver the monopoly to 
his friends,” Carr says. 

In a sense the common denominator to all 
of these stories is Bob Healy, who befriended 
both O’Neill and the Kennedys. Healy was 
the Zelig of the Globe, at the center of all 
kinds of stories involving the paper. Eventu- 
ally he rose to the post of executive editor, 
number two to his old friend Tom Winship. 
It was Healy who brought a young political 
operative named Mike Barnicle to the paper 
in 1973, to replace the terminally ill colum- 
nist George Frazier. Healy had met Barnicle 
at Robert Redford’s estate, Sundance; Barni- 
cle knew Redford from working on the script 
for Redford’s movie The Candidate. (As is 
characteristic of Barnicle’s ethically check- 
ered career, the question of how much work 
he did has been the subject of loud debate.) 

Farrell, in his O’ Neill book, reveals another 
previously unreported fact about Healy: that 
in 1968 he briefly worked on Eugene Mc- 
Carthy’s presidential campaign. “It struck me 
dumb when he told me,” Farrell says now. Al- 
though the book does not make the circum- 
stances clear, Farrell says it’s his understand- 
ing that Healy asked Winship for a leave so 
that he could talk to McCarthy about taking a 
position with his campaign. Ultimately, Healy 
chose not to take it. Although Farrell’s book 
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at one point describes Healy as “wearing the 
two hats of activist and reporter,” Farrell told 
me, “Was he ever doing it [working for the 
Globe and for McCarthy] at the same time? I 
don’t think so.” 

Winship himself has no memory of Healy’s 
dalliance with McCarthy, saying, “It’s total 
news to me. | rather doubt it.” Former edito- 
rial-page editor Martin Nolan, who's now re- 
tired in San Francisco but who still writes for 
the op-ed page, says he has no memory of it 
either, even though he covered the McCarthy 
campaign. Unfortunately, | couldn’t put the 
question to Healy himself. He’s away on va- 
cation this week, and a member of his family 
told me that he’s staying at a place without a 
phone. Perhaps the truth is that Healy occa 
sionally supplied some informal advice to the 
McCarthy campaign — unethical by today’s 
standards, but hardly unusual back then. 

In fact, what lies at the heart of many of 
Farrell’s stories about Tip O’Neill and the 
Globe is the changing standards of the news 
business. It’s true that by helping Healy with 
the Channel 5 matter, O’Neill won himself a 
powerful media friend. But it wasn’t that sim- 
ple, either. For instance, Farrell writes that 
when O’Neill was under fire in the late 1970s 
over two long-forgotten scandals — Korea- 
gate and, closer to home, a sweetheart deal 
involving nursing homes 
York Times and the Boston Herald American 
that took the lead, while the Globe hung back. 
Yet Farrell’s reporting shows that there was 
never much of anything to those stories, and 
that, on one occasion, the Herald was forced

to run an embarrassing page-one retraction. 
Farrell also notes that O’Neill helped create a 
liberal giant that later pushed him in direc- 
tions in which he was reluctant to go; O’ Neill 
turned against the Vietnam War and in favor 
of busing, for instance, in large measure be- 
cause of the Globe. 

Yet there’s no question that O’Neill’s re- 
lationship with the paper was sometimes too 
close for comfort. In his autobiography, 
Man of the House (1987), O’Neill tells with 
obvious relish of the time he informed a 
nettlesome Globe reporter that he'd be 


happy to turn over a list of his campaign 
contributors — which just so happened to 
include Davis Taylor. “Not surprisingly,” 
O’Neill wrote, “that was one story the 
Globe never followed up.” 

In 1978, the New Republic published a 
negative piece on O'Neill by the late 
William Henry, then a reporter and critic 
with the Globe (now deceased, he would 
later win a Pulitzer and leave for Time mag- 
azine). Illustrated with a nasty caricature of 
O'Neill by the Globe’s Paul Szep, it was not 
the sort of piece you would expect to see in 
the Globe itself. Portraying O’Neill as a man 
of wavering liberalism and suspect ethics,

Henry wrote, “Tip O’Neill’s 40-year public 
career has been a boon to his family, his 
friends, his constituents and liberal causes 

in roughly that order.” The piece caused 
such a stir in the Globe newsroom that one 
ex-staffer still remembers being told not to 
let Healy catch him reading it. 

Tom Winship, asked about any special 
treatment O’Neill may have received, puts it 
this way: “Tip O’Neill received pretty 
damned good coverage in the Globe before 
and after Channel 5. So did Leverett Salton- 
stall. [In fact, Winship worked as an aide to 
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Senator Saltonstall for two years in the 1950s 
before taking a job at the Globe, where his fa- 
ther, Laurence, was the editor.] We covered 
the whole New England delegation a hell of a 
lot better than it’s being covered today. But in 
my mind there wasn’t any quid pro quo.” 

Marty Nolan offers an interesting obser- 
vation. Today’s reporters may keep politi- 
cians at a distance, he says, but they form 
exceptionally close relationships with politi 
cal consultants — a “mutual non-aggression 
pact,” he calls it, “because they both want to 
trash the candidate.” In Nolan’s view, that’s 
hardly an improvement. The Globe may 
have been close to O'Neill, Nolan says, but 
“he could get mad at you, too. It wasn’t all 
sweetness and light.”

Like some of the reporters who covered 
him, O’Neill was a throwback. Nolan recalls 
a day when O’Neill was scheduled to meet 
with the Globe’s editorial board. He was the 
Speaker, and it was right after he'd lost his 
first big confrontation with Ronald Reagan. 
O'Neill drove to the Globe himself and 
parked out front no aides, no entourage 
The very next day, a district candidate for the 
Boston City Council dropped by with an is- 
sues director, a campaign consultant, and a 
press secretary — “none of whom,” Nolan 
says, “allowed the candidate to speak.” 


IP O'NEILL died in January 1994. 
mong the honorary pallbearers were 
four old friends from the Globe: Bob Healy, 
Marty Nolan, David Nyhan, and Mike Barni- 


cle. Healy, in a column lionizing O’ Neill, 
hinted strongly at the Channel 5 deal that 
Jack Farrell has now described in detail, writ- 
ing of O’Neill’s “help in saving the Boston 
Globe in the great television war in Boston in 
the 50s.” Using almost exactly the same 
words that he later spoke to Farrell, Healy 
added, “He did right by the Globe and all 
right in the Globe through the years.” 

The Globe’s current editor, Matt Storin, 
worked at the Globe’s Washington bureau in 
the late "60s and early ’70s. Storin’s eight 
year tenure at the top of the masthead has 
hardly been trouble-free; but he has changed 
the relationship between the paper and the 
politicians it covers, giving a rough ride to 
Ted Kennedy in his re-election battle with 
Mitt Romney in 1994, for instance, and play 
ing it down the middle in the John Kerry—Bill 
Weld Senate race of 1996. The paradigmatic 
political voice of the Winship years was 
Healy, a sharp-elbowed partisan. Under 
Storin, the top political columnist is David 
Shribman, a nonpartisan observer with a 
writerly style. About the only thing Healy and 
Shribman have in common is the Pulitzers on 
their mantels. 

“Maybe it’s the difference between when 
the Globe was one of two or three major pa 
pers and not by any means the dominant 
paper,” Storin says. “When there’s a plethora 
of media, you have the various factions lining 
up, paper to party. When there are fewer, 
that’s when the element of fairness becomes 
transcendent.” But Storin declines to criticize 
Winship and Healy, saying, “Everyone here 
owes them a debt of gratitude. If that’s what 
worked then, great. But | don’t think it would 
work today. 

Jack Farrell himself thinks today’s Globe 
reporters will see the tale of Tip O'Neill and 
the Globe for what it is — “part of the 
whole ‘Hello, Sweetheart, get me rewrite’ 
era. It would never happen today and if it 
did, it would get exposed. And people would

Just weeks after the grueling lieutenant- 
governor contest, Kelly Gay jumped into an- 
other race: she threw her hat into the ring to 
fill Capuano’s post after he unexpectedly 
bested a 10-candidate field to become the US 
representative for the Eighth Congressional 
District. Her ability to shift gears into yet an- 
other campaign and beat Somerville insider 
John Buonomo, a former alderman, con- 
vinced political observers that Kelly Gay was a 
real rising star. It didn’t hurt that she became 
Somerville’s first female mayor — and one of 
only eight statewide, according to the Mas- 
sachusetts Women’s Political Caucus. Says 
Democratic consultant Mary Anne Marsh, 
“She is among this generation of women who 
seem poised to run for statewide office.” 

That is, if her mayoral term doesn’t de- 
rail her first 


HE POISED and polished Kelly Gay, 

who speaks with the soft lilt of her native 
Ireland, was supposed to usher in a new era 
in Somerville politics — and not simply be- 
cause of the sartorial contrast she makes with 
her rumpled predecessor, Capuano, who held 
the office for nine years. He had been effec- 
tive, yet autocratic. His pugnacious style 
yielded major accomplishments (his incor- 
ruptible administration effectively broke with 
Somerville’s venal past), but it also bred bitter 
battles between the administration and the 
Board of Aldermen. In her hard-fought cam- 
paign against Buonomo, Kelly Gay promised 
something different: she pledged to unify the 
politically divided city, and also to open up 
city government to community input. At-large 
alderman Denise Provost, who voted for 
Buonomo and has remained at odds with the 
mayor on several high-profile issues, gives 
Kelly Gay credit: “Her campaign energized 
people who took very seriously and literally 
her rhetoric — give everyone a voice, cele- 
brate diversity, and open the doors.” 

Since then, however, Kelly Gay’s door at 
City Hall has been viewed as more revolving 
than open. One appointee after another has 
quit. Former communications director Chris 
Nolan — who was the mayor’s very first hire 
— left the administration early last year after 
just 10 months on the job. His successor, 
DeWayne Lehman, lasted just six months be- 
fore departing to take a position with Boston 
mayor Thomas Meni- 
no’s press office. Water 
superintendent Kevin 
Karey has also waved 
goodbye to City Hall. 
The only department 
head under Capuano 
to support Kelly Gay 
publicly — Paula 
Stewart, who served as 
the housing director in 
the previous adminis- 
tration — abandoned 
her specially created 
post as grants adminis- 
trator last fall. And six 
months ago, Rick 
Jarvis, the city’s sole 
African-American de- 
partment head, abrupt- 
ly quit his job as youth-programs director. 

Kelly Gay’s critics and supporters alike 
say that it doesn’t speak well for her ad- 
ministration that so many people have 
come and gone in little more than a year. 
One City Hall insider says it’s difficult to 
work in an “inexperienced” and “young” 
administration and suspects that others feel 
the same way. Asks the insider, “Is this a 
case of the rats fleeing the sinking ship? |

wouldn’t go that far. But people might have 
looked over the edge and wondered when.” 

Her supporters, though, maintain that, 
despite this instability, the mayor has man- 
aged to fulfill many of her campaign 
promises. In the past 20 months, she has 

launched a revitalization effort for Union 
Square, hiring a senior 
project manager to over- 
see the effort. She has 
completed three afford- 
able-housing initiatives, 
which have added 108 
such units to the city’s 
housing stock. Another 
105 units are in the 
pipeline. And she has 
ushered in a citywide 
fiber-optic network with 
remarkable speed, using 
the deals to reap more 
than $468,000 in com- 
munity benefits and an- 
other $850,000 for road 
repairs (such as curb-to- 
curb repaving in Davis 
Square) and new trees, 
streetlights, and brick crosswalks. 

Still, critics cite a list of projects started by 
Capuano that have languished under Kelly 
Gay’s leadership. As mayor, Capuano spent 
about $1 million to purchase the Homan 
Building behind City Hall, which he had 
planned to convert into a community center. 
It still sits abandoned, though there’s talk of 
using the building as a high-school 
stead. Likewise, in May 1999 the city was 
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about to bid on a $13 million ef- 
fort to renovate and expand the 
existing Somerville Public Li- 
brary. Within weeks, however, 
the project was put on hold. 
Around the same time, the city’s 
public-safety building was found 
to be suffering from a bad case 
of “sick building” syndrome. Al- 
though the administration spent 
$1 million to clean it up, the 
mayor has long stated that it 
needs to be replaced or renovat- 
ed. Neither the public-safety building nor 
the library has been rehabilitated. 

Even Kelly Gay’s supporters are scratch- 
ing their heads at her failure to finish these 
projects. One backer grudgingly admits, 
“The,whole city is waiting to see what one 
thing the mayor gets done.” 

Perhaps more damaging for Kelly Gay, 
however, are three high-profile disputes 
with various factions of the broad coalition 
that she forged to win election. This past 
summer, for instance, the Somerville Mu- 
nicipal Employees Association — one of 
the largest unions representing City Hall 
and public-works employees — became so 
frustrated by stalled contract negotiations 
that it picketed City Hall for the first time 
in some 20 years. Union members criti- 
cized Kelly Gay for contradicting her oft- 
touted pro-labor record, The contract dis- 
pute was settled last August, but the bitter- 
ness hasn’t necessarily diminished. Ob- 
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serves one Somerville political insider,

mayor. She has lost [members’] trust.” 

Kelly Gay has also been at loggerheads 
with residents, led by the East Somerville 
Neighborhood Association (ESNA), over a 
proposal to build a Stop & Shop supermar- 
ket at the former Somerville Lumber site on 
McGrath Highway, which has remained 
empty since the store closed in 1996. ESNA, 
which opposes the proposed construction, 
has. blasted the mayor for not even trying to 
open up the process to its input. Says one 
ESNA activist who asked to remain anony- 
mous, “Kelly Gay came across as a liberal 
mayor who would bring all to the table. 
Once elected, the table disappeared.” 

The biggest battle, however, centers on de- 
velopment of the 145-acre Assembly Square 
parcel. Last November, Kelly Gay signed off 
on a deal with Taurus New England Invest- 
ment Corporation to redevelop the near-va- 
cant Assembly Square Mall. The deal allows 
Taurus both to expand the existing Home 
Depot store and to build a new one, in ex- 
change for a waterfront park, offices, restau- 
rants, a hotel — and as much as $1.3 million 
in community benefits. But by signing the 
Taurus memorandum of agreement (MOA), 
as it’s known, Kelly Gay alienated the Mystic 
View Task Force, a highly vocal, tenacious, 
and well-organized group of activists who 
fiercely oppose the development of any big- 
box stores at Assembly Square. (The Phoenix 
editorialized in favor of Kelly Gay’s deal with 
Taurus on December 21, 2000.) 

Any of these controversies alone would 
be bad enough — but together they could 
spell political disaster. Many long-time 
Somerville politicos are even whispering 
that she might not win re-election if some- 
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one — anyone — runs against her. “It’s a 
very dangerous time that could hurt her 
political future,” says one. “We all chart 
our own course in politics. Right now, I 
wouldn’t want to be in Dot’s shoes.” 


F THE three disputes, Assembly Square 

is easily the biggest and most divisive. 
The struggle over what to build — or not 
— at the site began almost as soon as Kelly 
Gay assumed her post in May 1999. Ac- 
tivists were anxious to prevent development 
of big-box retail stores — in particular, a 
new Home Depot and a branch of the 
Swedish furniture store Ikea (the Home 
Depot already near the mall would become 
a massive Home Expo; there is also a Cir- 
cuit City next door). Shortly before leaving 
office, former mayor Capuano had sent a 
letter to investors in Assembly Square in 
support of their efforts to develop the par- 
cel. Speculates one long-time Somerville 
observer: “If Capuano were in office, there 
would be a Home Depot there now.” But 





activists saw the new administration as a 
chance to block that development. 

By all accounts, the mayor began with rave 
reviews from this constituency. Right after 
her inauguration, Kelly Gay attended a Mys- 
tic View—sponsored community forum about 
development along the river area that in- 
cludes Assembly Square. Members saw her 
attendance as a promising sign that her cam- 
paign theme of open government was not 
simply a feel-good slogan. For a while, every- 
thing she did reinforced this sentiment. She 
embraced the Mystic View’s vision for that 
land: a dense, mixed-use district much like 
Davis Square. She hired Boston-based plan- 
ner Steve Cecil to map out a master plan for 
redevelopment. She held one public hearing 
after another, at which she applauded the 
Mystic View activists’ tenacity. She even ap- 
pointed two of them to her own advisory 
committee, 

As Mystic View member Joe Beckmann 
wistfully recalls, “There was a sense that 
‘Boy, she’s listening to everybody. Isn’t this 
delightfully surprising?’” 

But the honeymoon didn’t last long. 
Things started to unravel last May after 
Cecil unveiled his plan, which argues that 
big-box stores can exist alongside other de- 
velopment, such as offices and hotels. 
Under Cecil’s plan, redevelopment would 
begin with limited big-box retail, yet grow 
over time to create the long-sought-after 
mixed-use neighborhood. 

When the report became public, Mystic 
View members say they remained enthusiastic 
— but then, they say, Kelly Gay’s tone 
changed. At the time, the mayor was negotiat- 
ing with Taurus over its plan to build a big 
Home Depot on the dilapidated mall property, 
which now houses just two stores: Building 19 
and Kmart. Up until then, Kelly Gay had 
taken a tough stance, sending the developer 
back to the drawing board after it presented 
an August 1999 proposal to create a power 
retail center of five big boxes. Eventually, 
though, the mayor’s hard line gave way. Ac- 
tivists heard her speak more and more of the 
need to seal a Taurus deal — fast — so the 


city could boost its small com- 
mercial tax base. 

“The administration’s tone 
shifted,” explains Mystic View 
member Bill Shelton. “Sud- 
denly, it was the classic “What 
can I coin from this area now,’ 
and the future be damned.” 

The most visible political 
misstep occurred on Novem- 
ber 15, when Kelly Gay signed 
off on the MOA with Taurus. 
Television crews crowded into 
her office for a ceremonial 
signing. Outside, though, a 
plain-clothes police officer 
stood before the front door, 
barring Mystic View activists 
from entering the building. For 
a mayor who had made the 
“open door” metaphor a driv- 
ing force in her campaign, this 
seemed like something worse 
than bad public relations. “It 
was a blatant violation of the 
public process,” says Mystic 
View co-president Philip Par- 

s. “It was an arrogance that 
doesn’t work well when people 
are trying to be engaged in city 
government.” 

Actions like these have left 
Mystic View members not only 
angered, but disillusioned. 
Says Shelton, “People who 
care about Assembly Square 
and who went along with a 
public process in good faith 
now feel betrayed.” The group even took the 
drastic step of backing a neighbor of the pro- 
posed development who filed a zoning appeal 
to the MOA on January 10. Mystic View is 
paying for the legal action. The move is seen 
as unusually aggressive — if Taurus chooses 
not to fight the appeal and doesn’t have the 
necessary permits to build by April 1, it can 
exit the MOA. But few observers of the As- 
sembly Square development are surprised by 
the tactic. One veteran Somerville politico

puts it this way: “Kelly Gay’s process has 
produced mistrust, ill feeling, and no confi- 
dence. A whole group of people is out there 
saying, “We’ve been screwed.’” 

All of which is to say that, while Kelly Gay 
negotiated what looks like a good deal for 
Somerville — a development that will bring 
in $2 million in tax revenue, as well as 
$1.3 million in mitigation benefits that in- 
clude $75,000 in public-art funds, $350,000 
in waterfront-improvement funds, and 


$100,000 for an MBTA-stop feasibil- 
ity study — she succeeded in alienat- 
ing her political base. Beckmann, for 
one, worked hard on Kelly Gay’s 
1999 campaign, carrying signs, orga- 
nizing fundraisers, and helping write 
her 12 position papers. His effort 
was later rewarded when she ap- 
pointed him to two of her transition 
committees — technology and edu- 
cation. But today, Beckmann counts 
himself among the disillusioned. 
“Any decline in Dorothy’s support is 
of her own making,” he says. “She 
began with universal good will. It has 
declined precipitously.” 

Kelly Gay, who considers Assem- 
bly Square one of her “biggest 
strengths,” bristles at the notion that 
the project might jeopardize het 
mayoral tenure. “My administration 
has focused on many issues,” she in- 
sists. “To say that Assembly Square 
is the one that could bring me down 
is ludicrous.” 

Indeed, rather than harbor regret, 
the feisty politician takes pride in 
how she’s monitored the controver- 
sial project. “I’ve handled it better 
than anyone else,” she says. She ticks 
off her achievements: authorizing the 
first $150,000 master plan in a 
decade; persuading Taurus to hold 
off on its big-box proposal during 
the planning process; and signing the 
MOA only after winning the 
$1.3 million in community benefits. 

Ward One alderman Bill Roache, 
whose district includes Assembly Square, 
agrees. He says that more aldermen have 
publicly lined up behind Kelly Gay since the 
November 15 MOA largely because of the 
millions of dollars in commercial taxes that 
would be collected. “It’s hard to say no to 
this project when you're trying to balance a 
budget,” he explains. Roache even com- 
mends Kelly Gay for doing something that’s 
good for the city overall in the face of

staunch opposition. 

“She has taken an unpopular stance, but 
she has also taken a real leadership role,” he 
says. “If she were to back down and say, 

“We have to hold out for what Mystic View 
wants,’ that would hurt her in the long run.” 
At-large alderman Joe Curtatone, for 
one, recognizes that the Assembly Square 
planning process “wasn’t perfect.” Yet he 

says, “You have to grade the mayor from 
the time she came into office.” That the 
MOA allows for an expanded Home Depot 
shouldn’t take away from all the communi- 
ty perks it provides. “You have to give the 
mayor high marks,” he says. 

Kelly Gay is particularly 
proud that she encouraged 
what she calls “unprece- 
dented public input.” With- 
out such participation, she 
says, the city would have 
ended up with an unin- 
spired strip mall in an as- 
phalt sea of parking spaces. 
But opening up the city’s 
planning process doesn’t 
mean that the public will 
enjoy the final say. She ex- 
plains, “There comes a 
time when you have to 
make a decision that not 
everybody is going to like.” 
In this case, she says, her 
critics have yet to appreci- 
ate her position. “I don’t 
have the luxury of waiting 
15 years for tax revenue,” she says, “I need 
that revenue today.” 

She adds, “I don’t want a Home Depot 
either. But the way to get something jis 
through compromise, and Mystic won’t.” 


URING HER January 2 State of the City 


address, Kelly Gay announced her inten- 
tion to seek re-election. She'll be hurt, 
though, by her loss of critical support from 
the grassroots activists who elected her. Not 
only that, but some past supporters are ac-

tively recruiting candidates to run against 
her. Several Mystic View members say 
they’ve tried to enlist Buonomo and Middle- 
sex registrar of deeds Eugene Brune (who 
was mayor of Somerville from 1980 to 
1989). Buonomo confirms that he’s received 
such calls. But now that he’s been elected 
Middlesex registrar of probate, he says he 
plans to support Kelly Gay. Brune, a friend 
of the mayor’s, also confirms that residents 
have tried to recruit him — but, he says, 
“I’m not running.” Other names mentioned 
as possible candidates include long-time state 
representative Pat Jehlen and at-large alder- 
man Bill White; both say they’re not interest- 
ed. (The election will be held in November. 
Although the Board of Al- 
dermen has yet to set dates 
for this year’s election 
cycle, nomination papers 
are expected to be due at 
City Hall by mid-to-late 
summer. ) 

The one Somerville pol 
who surely wants Kelly 
Gay’s job — and might be 
able to get it — is Curta- 
tone. He campaigned 
against Kelly Gay and 
Buonomo in the February 
1999 primary. When he 
finished third, he threw his 
support behind Kelly Gay. 
Since then, the two have 
become close political al- 
lies. When asked whether 
he will run, Curtatone is- 
sued a terse response: “At this time, | am not 
a candidate for mayor.” Several observers 
believe he is sitting out the 2001 race be- 
cause of a deal he struck with Kelly Gay dur- 
ing her general-election battle against 
Buonomo: he’d support her, and not run 
against her when she came up for re-elec- 
tion, if she would aid him when she left of- 
fice. Curtatone, though, insists that isn’t true. 
“I didn’t strike deals with anybody,” he says. 
“I supported the mayor because she was the 
better of the two candidates, and she still is.” 
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Because of the Assembly Square contro- 
versy, pundits can’t help thinking that Kelly 
Gay would be vulnerable if she faced a 
challenger this year. Not only has she failed

has alienated a critical group of her con- 
stituents. “She cut off her own base 
through her handling of this project,” notes 
one political observer. “She broke the first 
rule in politics. If you’re going to kill your 
own base, you better have another one to 
replace it with or you’re in big trouble.” 

But observers aren’t willing to bet against 
her re-election just yet. “There is life out- 
side of this 26-acre parcel,” says Stephen 
Mackey of the Somerville Chamber of 
Commerce. “There are lots of things that 
will help Dorothy politically.” 

For one, Kelly Gay has a formidable, 
$70,000-plus war chest and an experienced 
campaign organization. And now that one- 
time rivals Buonomo and Curtatone have re- 
moved themselves from the picture, the pool 
of potential opponents appears slim. It’s not 
as if the Somerville mayoral elections are 
large; Kelly Gay won by just a 398-vote 
margin out of 13,000 ballots cast. Still, a 
candidate needs enough name recognition 
to draw voters to the polls. And not many 
local pols can crow about their citywide im- 
ages. As one political insider observes, 
“Somerville politics are in hiatus. Other than 
[Curtatone], there isn’t anyone with the im- 
petus, money, and the name to mount a 
strong campaign.” What could save Kelly 
Gay, in other words, is the fact that she 
probably won’t face a serious contender. 

Even if she doesn’t face an opponent, 
however, observers say Kelly Gay’s political 
career needs rehabilitation. After all, she has 


that for years to come.” 

This is not to say that Kelly Gay couldn't 
bounce back from the Assembly Square as- 
sault. The average Somerville resident is 
more concerned about keeping the streets 
clean than about keeping Home Depot out of 
that area. Some, no doubt, care more that the 
site be developed — period — rather than 
remain a blighted eyesore. And although the 
mayor and Mystic View members are at an 
impasse, observers maintain that Kelly Gay 
can win back their support — if she takes 
bold steps. If the mayor brings all parties to 
the table, and calls a moratorium on other 
big-box proposals such as Ikea’s, then she 
may be able to mend fences. Says Mystic 
View member Lawrence Paollela, “The dam- 
age isn’t necessarily beyond repair.” 

Of course, Kelly Gay could take another 
course: simply accept her newly acquired en- 
emies and build bridges with other con- 
stituents. Indeed, she believes that she made 
the right decision when it comes to the MOA 
— in her words, a “tough, yet good” deci- 
sion, for which she’s prepared to take the 
consequences. If Kelly Gay has learned one 
thing from her years in politics, it’s that she 
cannot please everyone — nor should she try. 

“There are 80,000 people in this city,” 
she says, “and these are small factions.” 
She adds reassuringly: “I’m not known as a 
shrinking violet. I can take the heat.” x

Cambridge had been rethinking the role of 
mayor, a largely ceremonial position whose 
holder is currently elected by fellow mem- 
bers of the city council. Councilors Jim 
Braude and Tim Toomey recently submit- 
ted a proposal calling for the mayor to be 
chosen by the voters, Galluccio’s creative 
decision to deliver the speech — and the 
élan with which he pulled it off — show 
they might be on to something. Maybe 
Cambridge could do with a visible leader, 
after all. As Braude notes, “[Galluccio has] 
elevated constituent service to an art form. 
But, as I’m sure he’s already learned, 
there’s far more to effective leadership than 
filling potholes.” 

Indeed. With the oft-repeated rallying cry 
of “we can do better,” Galluccio outlined the 
city’s accomplishments and challenges on 
issues such as housing and youth, and intro- 
duced a new pact with Harvard, MIT, and 
Lesley University to improve local public 
schools. He worked to assuage critics who 
consider him too pro-development, and 
openly challenged his small-property-owner 
base with an exhortation to accept the 
Section 8 rental vouchers the state provides, 
which bring in less money than market rents. 
“These are reasonable rents,” said Galluccio, 
“and we need more landlords to step up.” 
Employing the tactics of presidential con- 
tenders such as Al Gore (who’s shown stand- 
ing with Galluccio in a pictdfe that hangs just 
outside the mayor’s office), he pointed out a 
multicultural array of Cantabrigians in the 
audience who had benefited from the city 
council’s initiatives. 

But the mayor, who has made it his priori- 
ty to bridge the chasms of race, class, and 
ideology in this often querulous city, has his 
share of unwavering critics. Many Cam- 
bridge liberals have never forgiven Galluccio 
for his stance against rent control, and most 
of those never will. Despite Galluccio’s sup- 
port of gay rights and affordable housing — 
which would label him a progressive in any 
other Massachusetts community — his op- 
position to rent control makes him a moder- 
ate or even a conservative in Cambridge. 
And this, of course, wins him no points in a 
city that proudly bears the moniker “The

People’s Republic.” 

Still others have been burned — or merely 
irked — by what they view as his hardball 
political tactics. (The very same tactics, it 
should be noted, that have served local pols 
like Speaker of the House Tom Finneran and 
Congressman Mike Capuano so well.) All of 
which will make the mayor’s goal of carving 
out a visible niche in the upper reaches of 
statewide politics that much more difficult to 
achieve. After all, you can’t go anywhere in 
politics without a grassroots army of loyal 
foot soldiers. But if Galluccio succeeds in 
bringing the city together, he may very well 
get the chance he’s long sought: to move on 
to higher political office and, as he says, 
“take this show on the road.” 


ALLUCCIO, WHO joined the city 

council in 1994, demonstrated this am- 
bition early on. In 1996, after little more 
than a year in elective office, the then-28- 
year-old was going hand to hand with liberal 
icon and former mayor Alice Wolf in a 
knock-down, drag-out fight for former 
House Speaker Charlie Flaherty’s open 
state-representative seat. Galluccio lost by 
only 90 votes. The slim margin showed sur- 
prisingly strong support for a Cantabrigian 
running with the express disapproval of the 
Cambridge Civic Association, a progressive 
group consumed with bringing back rent 
control that at the time was still powerful. 
Galluccio challenged her again two years 
later, but lost by a more decisive margin. 

Still, in just a remarkably short time, he 
managed to build a base of satisfied con- 
stituents. Bob Colannino of West Cambridge 
was one. “Anthony went to bat, and he saved 
homeowners a pile of money” by finding a 
way for the city to pay for upgrading the 
sewage lines on many Victorian-era homes 
across the city, Colannino recounts. “I 
thought, “Wow, this really works.’ I think 
that’s what most people want from a politi- 
cian — there’s problems and he works with 
us to solve them.” 

Galluccio’s laser-like focus on constituent 
services has paid off. For the past two city- 
council elections, he’s topped the ticket and 
earned the most votes of any candidate. 
Shortly after the 1999 election — in which 


‘ 


he whipped his nearest competitor by 1000 
votes — his fellow councilors elected him 
their leader. Of course, Cambridge operates 
under the unusual “Plan E” form of govern- 
ment, in which a city manager runs the city 
on a day-to-day basis, dealing with every- 
thing from drafting the budget to getting the 
streets plowed to negotiating labor contracts. 
The mayor, in contrast, chairs meetings, cuts 
ribbons, and — in the only part of the job 
with teeth — chairs and sits on the school 
committee. But, says Galluccio, “Your power 
is as much as you make it.” As his speech at 
the Kennedy School shows, he is clearly try- 
ing to use his position — ceremonial though 
it may be — to set an agenda. 

The speculation is almost-universal that 
Galluccio will run again fof*higher office, 
though it’s not yet clear which one. “He’s the 
most ambitious politician in the city,” says 
former city-council candidate Robert Win- 
ters, who also edits an online publication 
called the Cambridge Civic Journal 
(www.rwinters.com). “I don’t think Anthony 
will settle for filing resolutions in honor of 
someone who passed away in Cambridge, 
and naming street corners.” Clifford Trues- 
dell, the former chair of Cambridge’s Demo- 
cratic City Committee, declares in all serious- 
ness: “Anthony would like to be president of 
the United States.” 

City Hall insiders suspect that, rather than 
risk another loss to Alice Wolf, Galluccio will 
either wait for the 67-year-old rep to retire or 
aim for another office. Notes Truesdell, 
“There’s always the state senate.” When 
Warren Tolman left that body in 1998 to run 
for lieutenant governor, Galluccio briefly con- 
sidered running for his seat before deciding 
to challenge Wolf again. He lives in the dis- 
trict currently represented by Tolman’s broth- 
er Steven, who is considered unlikely to give 
it up anytime soon. However, Galluccio could 
easily move — and redistricting (which will 
take place in time for the 2002 elections, and 
could shift political boundaries) may make 
that unnecessary. Cambridge is currently di- 
vided among four senators (Tolman, Robert 
Travaglini, Robert Havern, and Senate Presi- 
dent Tom Birmingham, who is widely expect- 
ed to relinquish his seat to run for governor in 
2002). Indeed, the Birmingham seat may be a 


likely possibility; Galluccio aide Terrence 
Smith points out that the mayor grew up in 
Birmingham’s district and “still has ties” to it. 

One insider suggests that Galluccio might 
launch a bid for statewide office, such as 
secretary of state or even lieutenant gover- 
nor — though, as former school-committee 
member Glenn Koocher points out, 
“Statewide races are a real problem [for city 
councilors] unless you’re from Boston, be- 
cause nobody knows who you are.” Even if 
you are from Boston, the effort can fall short 
— see popular Boston councilor Larry 
DiCara’s failed bid for state treasurer. 

But when Galluccio himself is queried 
about future plans, his talk turns instantly 
— and without prodding — to Washington. 
He says friends urged him to run for the 
congressional seat vacated by Joe Kennedy 
in 1998, but the timing wasn’t right and he 
was reluctant to leave Cambridge. That may 
change, though former Somerville mayor 
Capuano now holds that seat and is likely to 
stay there. “As I get older, at some point I’m 
going to feel like I’ve contributed what I can 
here,” he says. “The federal government has 
a huge impact on people’s lives. [People] 
don’t realize 95 percent of housing money 
comes from them. I think more now about 
me saying at some point I’m going to take 
this show on the road.” 


T’S STILL an open question whether Gal- 

luccio has what it takes to climb the politi- 
cal ladder. Although he clearly commands a 
strong base of Cambridge voters, the sup- 
port may not be as powerful as it appears. 
Everything you need to know about suc- 
ceeding in politics should have been learned 
in kindergarten: that is, you need to play 
well with others. At this, Galluccio has 
failed. Miserably. Exhibit A would be his 
hard-fought races against Wolf, which were 
by all accounts divisive and rife with class 
tension. Galluccio describes those cam- 
paigns as having involved “some of the ugli- 
est politics imaginable.” But he doesn’t ac- 
knowledge that — as his opponents charge 
— some of the ugliness came from him. 

Take, for example, a letter of endorsement 
for Galluccio written by then-mayor Sheila

Russell Wolf and former city-council candi- 
date Jim McSweeney, which told voters, 
“This race is Brattle Street versus Rindge Av- 
enue” — in other words, rich versus working 
class. Anthony Galluccio, they told voters, 
would stand up for “our neighborhood.” 
Though he says of the Wolf race that “the 
class aspect was heavier than’either of us 
would have liked,” he now attributes his de- 
feat mainly to age. Says Galluccio: “I look 
back now and say, ‘Anthony, you were 27; 
you ran against someone who had been 
around 30 years and gave an enormous 
amount of her time to public service. You’d 
only held elective office for one and a half 
years.’ ” 

Well, maybe age was the problem then 
But what’s the problem now? His last cam 
paign against Wolf was three years ago 
so Galluccio, who says his goal is to bring 
people together, has had more than enough 
time to mend fences with the state represen 
tative. But it hasn’t happened. The wounds 
from both contests are apparently still raw. 
Wolf refused to comment for this article. So 
did City Councilor Marjorie Decker, who 
managed Wolf's 1998 re-election campaign. 
These are people with whom Galluccio, if he 
hopes to go anywhere in politics, should 
have at least a cordial relationship — cordial 
enough that they could feel comfortable say- 
ing something about him. 

Progressive activist Joe Joseph of North 
Cambridge echoed the comments of many 
- most of whom 
would agree to be quoted only anonymously

when he described Galluccio as “hot- 
headed” and someone who “Sees two fac- 
tions in the world: ‘my guys’ and people 
who aren’t ‘my guys.’ ” And former city- 
council candidate Winters observes, “An- 
thony is sometimes not entirely self- 
aware.... He can sometimes run roughshod 
over people, including people who would 
otherwise be his political friends, like other 
independent councilors.” Indeed, Councilor 
Michael Sullivan notes that Galluccio’s 
chief weakness is a lack of “inclusivity of his 
colleagues.” 

Perhaps that’s why those colleagues, with 
the notable exceptions of Braude, Tim 
Toomey, and Henrietta Davis, were so terse 
in their statements about Galluccio when 
asked for comment. All former mayor Ken 
Reeves would say is: “He is very fond of the 
city of Cambridge.” Kathy Born, who lost 
the mayor’s contest to Galluccio, also deliv- 
ered a one-line response: “He has bound- 
less, boundless energy.” And Vice-Mayor 
David Maher, like Decker, ignored repeated 
phone calls. 

This is not the stuff of building bridges, 
mending fences, or any other construction 
metaphor that Galluccio claims his political 
mission is all about. The fault may not be 
entirely his, but if it is not, that makes his 
challenge that much greater. 


O BE fair, some of the friction has to do 

with Cambridge’s uniquely twisted poli- 
tics. This is a city in which political grudges 
can be nursed more lovingly than babies. 
Many of the politicos with influence in Cam- 
bridge cut their teeth on rent control — and 
more of them were for it than against it. Few 
of these people are ever going to forgive Gal- 
luccio the part he played in its demise. “He’ll 
never be able to escape that,” says Lester P. 
Lee Jr., a member of Cambridge’s Ward 
Seven Democratic Committee. 

In 1994, after a failed bid for the city 
council the previous year, Galluccio served 
as a field coordinator for the Yes on 9 cam- 
paign, a statewide ballot initiative to end 
rent control in Massachusetts. Galluccio 
was no fan of the practice because, he says, 
of his experiences “growing up in the city 
and not seeing a lot of poor people living in 
the rent-controlled apartments.” He notes 
that many well-off tenants often took ad- 
vantage of the situation to the detriment of 
small-property owners. (Indeed, local lumi- 
naries of the time — such as then-mayor 
Reeves, Supreme Judicial Court judge Ruth 
Abrams, Republican consultant Charley 
Manning, Herald columnist Howie Carr, 
and David Ives, vice-chairman of WGBH’s 
board of directors — all drew fire for living 
in rent-controlled units.) 

For years, foes had tried to end rent con- 
trol in Cambridge, but their measures were 
repeatedly shot down. They won when the

Yes on 9 initiative passed 


on, Galluccio was the poster boy for opposi 
tion to rent control. The victory earned him 
the support of the now-powerful 2000- 
member Small Property Owners Association 
(SPOA). “Our members will never forget his 
help and support of us in the Question 9 
campaign,” says SPOA president Lenore 
Schloming. “If you’ve ever been under rent 
control as a landlord, you’ll understand why 
our members are so loyal to him.” 

But he also became the target of rent-con 
trol supporters’ wrath. And in a strange turn 
of events, he became an even bigger target 
just one month after the election. With emo- 
tions still running high from the ballot-initia- 
tive campaign, Galluccio earned a much-cov- 
eted spot on the city council when then-coun- 
cilor Bill Walsh was sent to prison for bank 
fraud. After votes from the 1993 election 
were retabulated, Galluccio won the seat he’d 
initially sought. For liberal rent-control ac- 
tivists, his ascendancy was a nightmare come

true. It’s one they've yet to forget. 

In some important ways, however, the 
rent-control saga is a mere stand-in for a 
deeper kink in Galluccio’s relationship with 
the liberal base he’ll need to woo if he wants 
to move up: the complications of class. 
Working-class Cambridge liberals scoff at his 
claims to membership in their tribe. He is, 
after all, the son of a Harvard Law School 
graduate who worked as a high-level political 
aide to John F. Kennedy during JFK’s con- 
gressional and Senate races. He was raised 
Episcopalian. As a young boy, he enjoyed 
summer vacations in Maine. He grew up on 
Buckingham Street, not Rindge Avenue. 

At the same time, Cambridge’s middle- 
and upper-class progressives don’t need to 
be told that this son of an Italian immigrant 
doesn’t really belong with them, either. 
When Galluccio was just 11, his father died, 





leaving the family financially tight. Galluc- 
cio’s mother had to support her son and two 
daughters on her own, working as a.secre- 
tary at Harvard Law. (Today she’s the asso- 
ciate airector of administration at the univer- 
sity’s astrophysics center.) As a teen, Galluc- 
cio ran with the townies and developed a 
good-size chip on his shoulder. As a high- 
school senior, he had two run-ins with local 
police, both of which resulted in arrests and 
suspended sentences. The following fall, he 
headed off to Providence College, a school 
favored by another rough-and-tumble 

Ray Flynn. 

As a politician, Galluccio has been up- 
front about his past — which, to be sure, is 
no more checkered than most people’s. And 
he was equally candid when the Phoenix 
asked him about his 1997 arrest for driving 
while under the influence. Although the ar- 
rest did not result in a conviction, a judge 
revoked his driver’s license for 165 days for 
failing to take a Breathalyzer test; he also at- 
tended an alcohol-education program. “It 
made me a lot more mindful of the fact that 
whatever you do, you’re in the public eye,” 
he says of the incident. “Although I was not 
found to have committed any driving 
infraction, I admit to making a mistake in 
judgment several years ago and it’s made me 
realize [that] whether you're really right or 
wrong doesn’t matter, because a lot of people 
hold you in extremely high regard.”

UCH TO Galluccio’s credit, he has 
tried — perhaps with what Born 
would characterize as “boundless energy” 

- to put the acrimony of the past behind 
him. He spends a lot of time with Cam- 
bridge’s youth (an interest one fellow coun- 
cilor describes as “obsessive in a good 
way”) and talks freely with young people 
about his own experiences. During his 
speech to last year’s graduating class at 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin High School 

- Galluccio’s alma mater — he began with 
a self-deprecating joke: after surveying the 
high achievers in his own class on gradua- 
tion day, he said, he “realized right then, 
there was only one way for me to get up on 
stage at a Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
graduation, and that was to become mayor 
of the city of Cambridge.” 

He went on to recite a list of his failures 
as a young man: he didn’t get into the col- 
lege of his choice; he struggled through 
school with the help of tutors; he was reject- 
ed twice for law school; when he finally 
made it through, he failed the bar exam; 
then, he ran for city council and lost. As he 
puts it during an interview, he wants to 
“show the kids of Cambridge that you can 
screw up, fail, be angry, but you can still be 
anything you want to be” — including 
mayor. Or possibly even more. 

Of course, he’ll have to start mending 
those fences and building those bridges to 
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do so. Some Galluccio allies say that, despite 
the lingering animosity with pols like Wolf 
and Decker, he’s making an effort. Coun- 
cilor Tim Toomey departs from other as- 
sessments of the mayor’s politicking skills 
when he says: “More than any other mayor, 
he’s reached out to other councilors and 
asked for their input.” Councilor Henrietta 
Davis, who gave Galluccio one of his two 
deciding votes for mayor (Braude gave him 
the other), says: “He was not my first 
choice.” But, she adds, “I think he’s done a 
pretty good job.” 

Galluccio has also won plaudits for his 
outreach to progressive and minority com- 
munities. “If you go to a Galluccio event,” 
says former school-committee member 
Koocher, “you'll see black faces old and 
young, you'll hear Spanish, you'll see 
conservatives — and liberals who are pro- 
gressive on every issue except they opposed 
rent control.” He has also pleased the gay 
community with what Sue Hyde of the 
Cambridge Lavender Alliance calls his 
“vigorously supportive” efforts to protect 
domestic-partnership benefits in the city. 

In what may turn out to be a fine bit of po- 
litical irony, however, Galluccio’s success in 
Cambridge may ultimately hinge on the city’s 
changing demographics, which can be 
summed up thus: out with the old and in 
with the new. It’s a change that many at- 
tribute to — what else? — the end of rent 
control. Former city-council candidate Win- 
ters speculates, “Maybe some of the new 
voters don’t have the same burden as the old 
voters. They’re not as affected by the rent- 
control wars, and they don’t necessarily iden- 
tify Galluccio as one of the anti-rent-control 
forces, so he has a bit of a clean slate for 
those new voters.” 

Indeed, Koocher suspects that Galluccio’s 
housing politics may even help him with 
newcomers who have just spent a fortune on 
multi-family housing in Cambridge and need 
to earn it back through rental income (two- 
family houses go for about $350,000 to 
$450,000; three-families can cost as much 
as $600,000). “If you’re a property owner,” 
says Koocher, “and socjally conscious and 
otherwise liberal, you just don’t want the 
state to tell you how much to charge for 
rent, so you'd appreciate someone standing 
up for property owners.” 

Where will Galluccio end up? Beacon 
Hill? Washington? Firmly ensconced at 
Cambridge City Hall? Only time and his own 
temperament will tell. Decker, Wolf, and 
other hard-line liberals aren’t going away. To 
succeed, Galluccio will have to make peace 
with them or — perhaps a bigger, tougher, 
and more confrontational challenge — 
marginalize them. And he alone knows 
whether he has that in him. a

F A HEALTHY attitude toward sexual exploration 
could take human form, it might be that of Kim Airs. 
Since the debut of her sexuality boutique, Grand Open- 
ing, Airs has done much more to promote sexuality than 
simply sell sex toys. She has turned her 475-square-foot 

store, located in the quaint little arcade building in 
Coolidge Corner, into something of a year-round adult 
summer camp for sexual discovery. “I see myself as a 
Pied Piper, happily playing a melody of joy and happiness 
to have all of those followers join me in my enthusiasm 
for sexual pleasure,” she says. 

Airs opened her store in 1993, sensing that women, as 
much as men, wanted to explore their sexuality but 
weren't comfortable following the trench-coat crowd to 
the Combat Zone for lousy porn and poor-quality sex 
toys. Unapologetic about owning a sex store, she has 
been respectably up-front and visible. In turn, she’s been 
embraced by the community, when a knee-jerk reaction 
might have been expected: she sits on the board of direc- 
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tors of both the Brookline Chamber of Commerce and 
the Coolidge Corner Theatre. 

More than anything, it is the special events that have 
put Grand Opening on the map, luring in people (even 
jaded New Yorkers) for evenings of shopping and work- 
shops. Classes such as “Yikes! — Our Intro to S/M,” 
“Bisexuality for the Bi-Curious Woman,” “Ifs, Ands and 
Butts — Our Anal Sex Workshop,” and “Take It Off! 
Our Stripping Workshop for Women” are taught by Airs 
(along with several other women profiled in this article) 
and a line-up of the nation’s top “sexologists.” “The 
classes give people the confidence and knowledge to try 
something they have fantasized about doing, but were 
never able to ask their friends about,” Airs explains. The 
workshops and performances not only teach people how 
to explore the full range of their sexuality, but — just as 
significant — show participants that others are as curious 
as they are about sexual experimentation. “When you re- 
alize the people you spend every day with (a partner, co- 
worker, etc.) do ‘different’ things or own ‘different’ 
things, it tends to normalize it and take it out of the clos- 
et,” she says. “It’s more and more common to have a 
girlfriend who owns a vibrator or have a friend who owns 
a whip or leather pants.” 

Airs has even expanded her repertoire to include the role 
of film-festival producer: on 
March 13 she’s hosting her sec- 
ond annual “You Oughta Be in 
Pictures,” a local amateur erotic- 
video festival at the Coolidge 
Corner Theatre. Last year’s inau- 
gural event sold out the 600-seat 
venue. She started the festival 
after many of her customers con- 
fided to her that they had always 
fantasized about seeing them- 
selves having sex on the big 
screen. “Enough people men- 
tioned it to me that I thought, 
“Well there’s a need here,’ and 
that’s always been my thing — 
that if | get enough questions 
about something, then there’s a 
need and | fill it.” Airs points out 
that it’s an important event for 
Boston: “It breaks down stereo- 
types that we’re all puritanical. 
They do not have shows like this 
in San Francisco.” 

Step out in public with Airs, 
and you're guaranteed to find 
out how grateful people are for 
her pro-sexuality philosophy and 
her frank, entertaining style. 
Fans constantly approach her 
and thank her for all she’s done. 
After a workshop at the Fetish 
Fair Fleamarket, a Boston-area 
psychotherapist came up to Airs 
and said, “I just wanted to tell 
you how you’ve changed the lives 
of so many of my clients.” Airs 
was so pleased she started to cry. 

Says Airs, “It has changed peo- 
ple’s lives and relationships by 
taking something they have con- 
sidered relatively boring and spic- 
ing it up by just allowing them to 
do something different.” 





CECILIA TAN & 


Creator/Director, Fetish Fair Fleamarket

ECILIA TAN CERTAINLY knows her way around eroti- 

ca. She’s the publisher of the erotic-science-fiction im- 
print Circlet Press and has written hundreds of stories and 
columns for magazines as diametrically opposed as Pent- 
house and Ms. She has also published a collection of her 
erotic stories, called Black Feathers (HarperCollins, 
1998). Her next book, The Velderet — a sci-fi-erotica 
novel involving interplanetary virtual sex — is coming out 
this spring. 

Locally, Tan is best known for her leadership role in the 
New England Leather Alliance and for the biannual Fetish 
Fair Fleamarket, which she created and directs. The event 
draws 100 vendors and nearly 4000 attendees. “Part of my 
whole purpose in creating the Fleamarket was to give peo- 
ple a safe, non-threatening environment in which to learn 
about bondage, fetish, leather — all that stuff — anony- 
mously and in the real world,” explains Tan. “There’s tons 
of information on the Internet, but that’s no substitute for 
walking into a room of a thousand people, all there for the 
same purpose — to shop for kinky sex items, fetish cloth- 
ing, and so on. It makes you think, ‘Wow, so I’m not the 
only one. Look at all these nice people. And gee, wouldn’t it 
be fun to try on that leather corset?’” 

Like Sheila Rae, Tan notes that women seem to be tak- 
ing a powerful leadership role when it comes to promoting 
sexual expression. “Women are finally learning that we 
can’t be ‘liberated’ without taking hold of our own sexual 
destinies and our own sexual identities,” she says. She also 
suspects that political correctness has made it difficult for 
men to do things in the sexual arena that women still can. 
Imagine, for example, how unlikely it would have been for 
a man to create the Fetish Fair. 

While some of her colleagues worry that the new Bush 
administration may stop, or even roll back, progress in the 
area of sexual freedom, Tan believes that “the mainstream 
in this country likes its sex a little bit wackier than is con- 
sidered proper. I think the whole country is in a big ‘don’t 
ask, don’t tell’ phase, where married couples are realizing 
that it’s okay to be kinky or to play dress-up in the bed- 
room, but they still don’t want the neighbors to know 
about it.” She has found the public generally supportive of 
sexual diversity: “I get more verbal harassment wearing a 
Yankees cap than I do at a gay-pride or leather-pride 
event!” 

In her sci-fi erotica, Tan predicts a cyberpunk future in 
which medical and technological advances will allow peo- 
ple to try on different sexual identities, either through vir- 
tual reality or through stimulation of the brain with drugs 
or electricity: “You'll see more people having sexual ad- 
ventures that aren’t as dependent on what type of plumb- 
ing you're born with.” But for now, Tan is both excited 
and apprehensive to see the mainstream media pushing the 
boundaries of what’s acceptable to publish or broadcast. 
“On one hand, it really does expand the attitude of toler- 
ance and acceptability in the real world,” she says. On the 
other, though, she worries about people who go out and 
try things that aren’t actually healthy or safe for them: “By 
all means, expand your horizons and explore your fan- 
tasies, but don’t injure your partner trying some bondage 
technique you saw on MTV.”

A’ A BISEXUAL, biracial 
woman, says Amatul (yes, just 
“Amatul”), “there’s a curiosity or an 
exoticism which is both an oppres- 
sion and a privilege. I feel very lucky 
to be biracial and bisexual and to 
have access to many different sorts 
of experimental lifestyles.” In 
Boston, she’s known for introducing 
others to these different lifestyles 
too. She’s the founder of Tool Box 
Productions (which promotes per- 
tormance-art events), the first fe- 
male board member of the Leather 
Friendship Fund, and a member of 
MOB (Massachusetts Orgasmic 
Bitches). She was a featured per-

“People think 
that those who are doing sexuality work are automatical- 
ly promiscuous, have no standards, have no morals or 
ethics, are available to anyone who asks or is interested, 


have no boundaries, [and] 
are sexually and personally 
irresponsible,” she says. 
“Often, people also assume 
that if you do sexually re- 
lated work, you’re incom- 
petent to do ‘real’ work, 
because who in their right 
mind would do sexually re- 
lated work when they 
could do something useful, 
upstanding, intelligent, and 
intellectually responsible?

Blank has done her share of work in the sexuality 
field. She’s the co-editor of Scarletletters.com, a Web 
site for female erotica. She’s also the “Sexpot Savant” 
columnist for the Phoenix’s Erosphere section, and the 
author of Big Big Love: A Sourcebook on Sex for People 
of Size and Those Who Love Them (Greenery Press, 
2000).

“I can’t tell you 
how surprised I am every time I see 
an inner-city interracial couple 
walking into Hubba Hubba. But 
they’re there, so let’s not believe the 
stereotypes. It’s okay for people of 
color to be kinky. And if you and 
your beau want to be slave and mas 
ter, others won't like it but it’s your 
private bedroom business, and it’s 
okay. Give yourself permission to 
explore the forbidden. Maybe you 


need to explore your slavery fantasy 






and free yourself from centuries of 
oppression.” 

Amatul welcomes the growing in- 
dustry of female-produced erotica. 
“Viewing or reading erotic materials 
produced and controlled by women 


often conveys a subtly different flavor, 


with a realism that can be both uplift- 
ing and positive,” she says. “We 
women can dream it all up out of the 
words alone. We find the lust in a 
dusty relationship.” But she herself 
has a clearly defined sense of what 
she considers artistic sexual expres- 
sion: “If it turns me on, it’s erotica. If 
I’m not interested, then it’s porn.” 
Amatul’s next project is “Are you 
Pussy Whipped?”, an evening of 
queer-gal smut at the Lizard 
Lounge in Cambridge on February 
15. Proceeds will benefit Philogyny

HEILA RAE HASN'T noticed a whole lot of progress in 
certain areas over the past 400 years.

hated magic with a purple passion,” explains Penn Jillette, the 

larger and talkative half of the postmodern magic duo Penn & 
Teller, in advance of a two-week run at the Shubert that kicks off 
this Tuesday. “It was a greasy guy in a tux with a lot of birds 
torturing women in front of a mylar curtain to bad schmaltzy whit« 
boy ripoff Motown music. That’s all it was and that’s all it is. And | 
had no interest in it ; 

“Then Teller had this great idea. He came to me and said that 
magic had built-in irony and built-in intellectual content. And that 
was almost impossible to see, because magicians were coming on 
stage and saying, ‘Put aside your disbelief and come on a magic 
journey with me.’ That’s taking everything that’s good about magic 
and throwing it away. If you want to put aside your disbelief and 
skepticism, well, watch fucking Shakespeare. So Teller’s idea was to 
say, bluntly, ‘We’re lying to you, we're doing tricks, we're fuckin 
with ya.’” 

And by removing the veil of pseudo-mysticism from magic, Penn 
& Teller rescued the much-maligned art from the spell of cheesy 
lounge acts and birthday-party clowns. In effect, they created a 
performance art that continues to astonish, thrill, and entertain 
while also stirring up thoughts on the topics of truth and belief. 

“We've always dealt with the idea of separating truth from 
information,” Jillette explains. “How do you deal with false 
information? How do you deal with people who are lying to you? 
We deal with how people process information, how they ascertain 


what’s real and what’s not real.” 





It’s been 25 years since the duo began performing their brainy, 
skeptical magic act, but they have no intention of mellowing out 
or slowing down.

Why do the Eagles go 
backwards? You’ve got the gold records, the house in Malibu — 
go nuts!” 

And unlike Don Henley and company, Penn & Teller are 
continuing to frighten and provoke audiences. For their upcoming 
Boston run, Jillette promises a cornucopia of chaos. “We’re burning 
a flag on stage, we’re shooting guns in each other’s faces, we’re 
juggling broken liquor bottles, we’re throwing rabbits into chipper 
shredders.” Although the props have become more outrageous and 
outlandish, there are some elements of the duo’s act that haven’t 
changed in 25 years. 

“The high-bandwidth, large-scale information ideas that we are 
bringing to people have not changed on an emotional level since we 
started in the ’70s,” Jillette concludes. “The subjects we’re dealing 
with — lying, and lying convincingly, the evolution of truth, 
separating truth from information — evolve really slowly. | mean, 
the feelings we have in our show have been building since the 
introduction of the Gutenberg press.”

SUNDAY: The name Paul Butterfield has been slowly receding into the shadows of blues lore, but there 
are many who would argue that the white harmonica player and bandleader (who died in 1987 at the 
age of 44) was the key figure in the ’60s blues revival — a movement that brought to the fore many of 
the people he’d jammed with as a Chicago teenager, including Muddy Waters, Howlin’ Wolf, Buddy Guy, 
Otis Rush, Little Walter, and even Memphis star B.B. King. King’s biographer, Charlie Sawyer (The 
Arrival of 8.B. King, Da Capo), is just such a Butterfield-booster, maintaining that the Butterfield Blues 
Band — with players like Mike Bloomfield, Elvin Bishop, and Mark Naftalin — brought the blues and its 
Golden Age heroes to the attention of the rock mainstream. Sawyer — who's a dandy blues harp player 
himself — and his band, 2120 South Michigan Avenue (the address of the legendary Chess label), have 
fashioned a tribute to Butterfield that will include an appearance by Naftalin, playing both solo and 
with the band.

simple as a polite phone call or a line at the airport and

But in conversation his ballistic banter is 
replaced by a wryly self-effacing demeanor. 

“There was a time 20 years ago when I was very much 
taking a cue from punk rock, when I was very 
antagonistc,” he recalls over the phone from his New 
York office. “I had a show in Boston where I opened for 
Mission of Burma and a fire broke out. But to pretend 
now that I’m the same fringe guy is bullshit. It’s all kind 
of artificial when you get down to it. Rage Against the 
Machine does the MTV music video awards. Let’s face 
it, we live in a one-dimensional society, and any notion 
of rebelling is basically bull. But on the other hand, 
words can be potent things and fun things, and so can 
characters.” 

Bogosian can afford to be modest. Raised in Woburn 

- and, he notes, in the shadow of the then-new 
Burlington Mall: “I was one of the first mall rats” — he 
has endured the cinematic success of Talk Radio (in 
which he starred and co-wrote the screenplay with Oliver 
Stone) and subUrbia. His solos are performed as far 
away as Italy and Poland, both as monologues and as 
multi-actor ensemble productions. (As chance would 
have it, Boston’s Stanley B. Theatre will be performing 
Sex Drugs Rock & Roll while he’s in town.) And though 
his monologues and big-screen roles have brought him a 
measure of celebrity, he has yet to stagnate. In Mall: A 
Novel (the literary debut that appeared last fall), as in 


much of his work, Bogosian’s gift lies in finding the 


seeds of American psychosis in the mundane, malignant, 
devilish details. The book begins with such a 
claustrophobic litany of dreariness — framed 
needlepoint, dusty piano, dripping faucet, wall-to-wall 
carpet, fish sticks, grease, and Catholicism — that by the 
time we get to the first murder, the blood is almost a 
relief. 

“I try to absorb as much information as I can about 


life,” he says. “As a young romantic, I didn’t get on a 
boat like Melville and all those guys, but I did as close to 
that as you can in our times: I came to New York and 
did drugs. And my nature is in a literary fashion. I’m 
always falling over things and seeing a moral behind 
every tale, so the narrative thing is seductive thing for 
me. The book took care of something.I needed to do as 
an artist, because everything else will be interpreted — 
by actors, by directors — but when I write words on the 
page, I have total control. It’s a wonderful excuse to go 
all over the place. You can have a character selling hot 
dogs, and if you suddenly want to jump up to thie 
penthouse apartment, you just do it and it’s done.” 

So is there any taboo territory left for an old 
firebrand? “Porno films,” he says without flinching. “The 
last frontier, I think, is seriously artistic hardcore porno 
films. Because first of all, you get out of the rating 
system, which is the realm of the studio picture. I hear 
some people at Yale are maybe gonna do something like 
that.” 

Unless, of course, Bogosian beats them to it.

A young chef ventures out on his own in JP 


BY ROBERT NADEAU Here’s a development I'd 


like to see more often: a young chef serving his ap- 


prenticeship in top kitchens and then opening an 


eight-table restaurant in the neighbor- 


hoods. Why does everyone have to 
mortgage the future for the big space, 
the expensive menu, the quick fame? 
It’s crowded at the top, but there’s 
plenty of room all over for ambitious 
little bistros. 

Restaurants like this ought to be a 
career path, and ought to be recession- 
proof besides. This is where the 
gourmet boom of the *70s actually 
started, in places not much larger than 
Perdix. Certainly people in Jamaica 
Plain must be surprised to see a serious 
dinner-only menu in this space after 30 
years of crunchy little lunch spots, but 
they are already filling Perdix to the 
point where you will need a reservation 
most nights. I can’t send thousands of 
Phoenix readers to such a small place 
all at once, but | do hope some of you 
will drop in sometime. Mainly, I'd like 
to make Perdix a mandatory field trip 
for the culinary programs filled with 
foodies who imagine the food world 
has to be “Las Vegas or Bust!” 

Since perdix means partridge in 
Latin and Greek (after the sister of 
Deedalus, who was turned into one), 
this column would ordinarily note the 
lack of partridge on the menu. Howe\ 

r, there is a partridge in the kitchen: 
chet Tim Partridge, who opened this 
mom-and-pop restaurant with his wife, 
Nini Diana, just before Christmas. Par- 
tridge manages to put out four to six 
items each for all three courses, and 
you can watch how he does it since the 
kitchen is wide open. This removes the 
sense of romantic intimacy that such a 
small room could-provide, and not ev- 
eryone will want to watch the chef 
putting the crust on the creme brtlée 
with a pocket torch — although that’s 
the usual method these days. 

Partridge’s background includes the 
East Coast Grill and the Back Eddy, 
and this prepares us for some big fla- 
vors, a special touch with seafood, and 
a certain informality. The bread, for ex- 
ample, arrives already torn into pieces. 
The pieces probably came from a coun- 
try French or Italian loaf, and there is a 
dip that tastes more like cured olives 
than olive oil. The chef cures his own 
olives ($5), and the result is something 
like kalamata olives, only in several 
sizes and colors, served with a crisped 
whole-wheat flatbread. Field greens 
($5) are just that, but a large plate of 
them, piled high. Roast-beet salad ($7) 
adds cress, goat cheese, and 
horseradish to make quite a tasty appe- 
tizer, though perhaps oversalted. 

A special appetizer of lobster ceviche 
($12) was very special indeed. The lob- 
ster meat included claw and tail and 
was wrapped in smoked salmon to 
make a disc the size of a large sea scal- 
lop (or a fat crab cake). The lobster 
was well “cooked” by lime juice and 
flavored with onion and cilantro. A spe- 
cial appetizer of wild chanterelle mush- 
rooms ($12) emphasized their delicate 
aroma in a simple onion gravy over a 
large toast. Since this is winter, | am 
assuming these are game-farm wild 
mushrooms, but this is the right way to 
serve them. 

My pick of the entrées was the lamb 
shank ($17), real bistro food braised to 
perfect overdoneness and almost 
glazed with a slightly sweet reduction. 
It was served over a pearl-barley risotto 
marred by too much pepper. (My ad- 
vice on combating the dullness of

pearl-barley risotto is to toast the grain 
first, and use some red wine.) Uncon- 
troversial were the small white beans 
and chard under a special pork chop 
($18). The chop was juicy and flavor- 
ful, and the beans were cooked fully, 
though they, like lamb shank, are best a 
little overdone. The “tomato jam” on 
the pork chop — provocative and deli- 
cious, just sweet and tart without be- 








($6/$24). It has a nice aroma of dusty 
berries, but the flavor was too thin and 
some alcohol (13.5 percent) showed 
through. Next time it will be the 
Chateau de la Terriére Beaujolais 
($5.50/$22). Perdix also has a nice list 
of dessert wines. 

But it would be wrong to pass up 
dessert of the non-liquid variety, espe- 
cially the lemon cake ($5) — a large 
cupcake of intense lemon flavor. The 
créme brilée ($5) wasn’t fancy, but it 
was rich, creamy, and nicely topped 
with burnt sugar (and we know how it 
got that way). A platter of cookies and 
milk ($5) was generous but less satis- 
factory: three large, flat, gooey choco- 
late-chip cookies and a couple of 
chocolate-dipped shortbreads. Choco- 
late bread pudding ($5) could be great, 
but needs some work. The cake-shaped 
puddings have almost no custard tex- 
ture or flavor, and not much chocolate 
taste either. The result is a somewhat 
dry, chewy collage of bread and cake 
fragments — a bookend, of sorts, for 
the pre-torn bread at the meal’s begin- 
ning. I suspect the answer (aside from 
the excellent accompanying whipped

coming chutney — ought to be some- 
where on the regular menu. 

Perdix does a pretty great job with 
roast chicken ($16), always a test for 
young chefs. The chicken had some 
flavor, some crust, and some tender- 
ness, although the white meat was a lit- 
tle past perfect. The onion condiment 
on top was an effective and different 
use of onions, sautéed just soft and not 
at all browned. But again the starch — 
this time a pilaf of rice and wild rice — 
had problems: way too much salt (and 
fairly heavy pepper). Seared salmon 
($16) was both crusty on the top and 
richly tender within — a very good job. 
The roast potatoes were also very good, 
and the underlying sharp sauce was an 
excellent foil. 

The wine list is marvelous for such a 
small restaurant: 20 wines ($18 to 
$40), all available by the glass ($4.50 to 
$9), and an ideal mix of familiar names 
and novelties. | took a novelty bet that 
didn’t pay off, the 1999 Zenith Estate 
Pinot Noir from New Zealand 


cream, always a help with dry desserts) 
is in changing the bread, perhaps to a 
mixture of brioche and cookie frag- 
ments?

Service in the small room is excel- 
lent, as eight tables are well served by 
two cooks, two servers, and a busper- 
son.

Giant plates and bowls are fit with jig- 
saw precision onto small tables. 

The atmosphere is Jamaica Plain.

ing to the rock like desperate climbers. 
“Who in their right mind would plant 
grapes here?” I wondered. 

Lots of people, it turns out. In the Alto 
Adige, an extremely mountainous region of 
northeastern Italy running right up against 
the Austrian border, it’s hard not to be 
struck by the towering beauty of the snow- 
capped peaks. Skiers are everywhere, and 
few places seem less inviting for agricul- 
ture. And yet, in a few deep valleys slowly 
etched by winding rivers, grapes not only 
survive but flourish, turning the rocky soil 
and treacherous inclines into wines of 
majesty and power. 

The Alto Adige is also called the 
Siidtirol, depending on whether the person 
you're talking to is Italian or Austrian. Ev- 
erything is printed in two languages (in- 
cluding many of the wine labels), though 
as a practical matter the natives tend to 
speak whatever their heritage dictates. As 
in the French region of Alsace, the Ger- 
manic influence is unmistakable in the ar- 
chitecture, the food, and especially the 
wine. But though the usual line-up of

it was at least 70 degrees, 
neck, gazing up at the sheer 


riesling, etc. — the Alto Adige is also home 
to some truly amazing red wines, some- 
thing most other Germanic wine regions 
have yet to produce. 

And speaking of “home,” there’s one 
grape without which no discussion of the 
Alto Adige would be complete. Rising at a 
precipitous angle on a particularly broad 
mountain slope, the stunning village of 
Traminer gave its name to a grape first 
identified in the vineyards that surround it, 
the highly aromatic and utterly wonderful 
gewurztraminer. 

In general, the wines of the Alto Adige 
are indeed Germanic. They’re austere in 
youth, sometimes painfully so, often with 
the potential to age and develop over a 
number of years. Oak is occasionally em- 
ployed, but more often the wines are pure 
expressions of grape and soil; as with many 
mountainous viticultural areas, the charac- 
ter of the land really shines through. Acid 
levels are usually high. Lovers of big, fat 
fruit bombs will find little to appreciate 
here. 

But what the wines lack in youthful exu- 
berance, they make up for in solemn char- 
acter. And with producers becoming more

aggressive about exporting their wines, 
there has never been a better time for the 
American consumer to taste what the re- 
gion has to offer. Here, then, is a brief 
guide to a few of the best wines of the Alto 
Adige. 

Quality is not a word always associated 
with large cooperatives, which tend to 
bring everything down to a pleasant but 
uninspiring common denominator. Not so 
with the brilliant co-op known as St. 
Michael-Eppan (or San Michele- 
Appiano), unquestionably the best of 
what’s available in the Boston area. Pro- 
ducing wines in three different “lines,” 
which are rougniy analogous with quality 
levels, this producer is reliable and, often, 
extraordinary. In the basic line (which usu- 
ally hovers around $10), the 1998 Pinot 
Bianco shows great lemony acidity and a 
piercing grapefruit character. Moving up 
to the middle, often vineyard-designated 
line (priced from $10 to $17), the 1997 
Blauburgunder/Pinot Nero “Riserva” 
(both names are synonyms for pinot noir) 
is a fragrant bundle of strawberries, 
rhubarb, and red cherries, with a strong 
earthy component and a need for a few 
years in the cellar; the 1998 Sauvignon 
Blanc Lahn is a sharp, riesling-like wine 
with a white-pepper and petrol character 
shot through with minerals; and the 1999 
Pinot Bianco Schulthauser is a strikingly 
intense lemon and green-apple palate 
cleanser. 

But the really overwhelming quality of 
this firm comes through in its top wines, 
alk labeled “Sanct Valentin” and priced 
from $20 to $31. These are truly world- 
class wines, often delicious now but all 
built to age. The 1998 Sauvignon is al- 
most New Zealand—esque, with vivid, 
grassy lime and grapefruit flavors and a 
very tingly finish; the 1998 Chardonnay is 
pure peach and apricot sorbet, with a wet- 
mineral character, an earthy finish, and 
exquisite balance. The 1998 Gewiirz- 
traminer is not, as these wines all too 
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often are, blowsy or fat, but comes roaring 
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razor-sharp minerality and acidity, and a 
regal finish. The 1997 Pinot Grigio, on 
the other hand, is controversy in a glass. 
Hazelnut, chestnut, spicy almonds, long 
and earthy: this wine has made deft use of 
oak to transform itself into something re- 
sembling a young white Burgundy more 
than any of the thin Italian pinot grigios 
with which anyone might be familiar. Ter- 
rific stuff. And don’t forget the reds: the 
1997 Blauburgunder/Pinot Nero is, like 
the pinot grigio, .Burgundian in its clever 
balance of sweet red fruit, spice, oak, and 
rich earthiness, while the 1995 Cabernet 
Sauvignon is majestic and complex, redo- 
lent of hickory-charred tobacco and lilacs 

lovely but wild, with a glass-sharp fin- 
ish. Two hours of air doesn’t hurt this 
wine, but five years of cellaring will do 
more good. All these wines are imported 
by Classic Wine Imports. 

Another producer worth seeking out is 
Tieffenbrunner, brought in by Winebow 
and available throughout the area. The 
1999 Sauvignon Blanc “Kirchleiten” is 
boisterous grapefruit and basil, intensely 
floral; the 1997 Chardonnay “Lin- 
ticlarus” is a medium-bodied pineapple- 
and-citrus fruit-fest with a light, buttered 
character; and the 1998 Lagrein “Castel 
Turmhof” (lagrein is a red grape almost 
exclusive to the region) is similarly floral, 
but with baked-cherry, fennel, and soft 
apple flavors that firm up on the finish. 
Prices are in the mid to high teens. And for 
a real taste of the Alto Adige spirit, try the 
non-vintage “Feldmarschall von Fenner 
zu Fennberg” Millennium ($29.99), an 
old-vines miiller-thurgau with the cranky 
petrol and green-apple character of too- 
young riesling, but also the structure and 
finish to indicate a long life. Truly unique 
stuff, just like the region. s

You can read all about the Halfway Café in 
the Halfway Café Journal — a newspaper- 
style menu four pages thick and crammed 
with tasty items. Not enough choice for 
you? Check out the large chalkboard de- 
scribing the daily soup, pasta, and salad 


specials. 


Located halfway between Watertown 
Square and Waltham Center, the Halfway 
Café is a small pub and restaurant deco- 
rated with sports memorabilia and featur- 
ing generous servings of solid eats at very 
reasonable prices. On our visits, the bar 
area had a number of smoking patrons, 
though the space was big enough that we 


didn’t depart smelling like an ashtray. 

But the food was the truly good news here. Most entrées were accompanied by a 
choice of starches (large baked potato, fries, or rice). Halfway’s Famous Boneless Wings 
($5.95) were breaded and fried with a rose-colored, distinctly sweet sauce. A half-rack of 
“Sweet Daddy Mo’s Original Famous Boneless Ribs” ($7.95) were tender and fun to eat. 
The bony version was meaty and messy, and came with a choice of three sauces — the 
tangy, homemade barbecue version made me smile. An eight-ounce sirloin hamburger 
($4.95) was juicy, and the hand-cut fries were thin, long, and crunchy. The smokehouse 
burger ($5.95), topped with homemade barbecue sauce, bacon, and cheddar, was truly 
delicious, although it lacked the mozzarella promised by the menu. 

Though the waitstaff was efficient —our orders were taken quickly during two visits 
— it earned the adjective “halfway”: the servers displayed an attitude of indifference, es- 
pecially when asked simple questions about the menu. Nonetheless, the pub’s great 
deals merited a return visit. Next time we’ll sample the chicken potpie in a bread bowl 
(recommended by a friend with good taste buds) for $7.95 — salad included.

Politics as usual 


For Hollywood, Oscar is the best revenge 
BY PETER KEOUGH If the annual Oscar race means anything be- 


yond an opportunity for Hollywood to promote itself and jack up the 
box office of a lucky few winners, then perhaps it can provide some in- 
sight into the cultural unconscious, the social and political concerns 
that trouble our spirits as refracted through the spoiled and superficial 
minds of the 5722 members of the Motion Picture Academy. Has that 


ever been the case? Yes, but usu- 
ally Oscar makes its political 
points by omission. Not to bring 
up ancient history, but’ back in 
1956, as the rest of the country 
entered the civil-rights era with 
the Montgomery Bus Strike, the 
Academy acknowledged that 
turning point in history by nomi- 
nating for Best Picture such mile- 
stones of enlightenment as The 
King and I, The Ten Command- 
ments, and Around the World in 
Eighty Days, which won. The 
Searchers, John Ford’s still-con- 
troversial exploration of American 
racism, didn’t get a sin- 
gle nod. Or how about 
1968, the year of Viet- 
nam, riots, assassina- 
tions and Nixon’s elec- 
tion? Funny Girl, The 
Lion in Winter, and 
Romeo and Juliet were 
among the chosen few, 
and Oliver! took the 
cake. So much for 
2001, Rosemary’s Baby, 
Belle de jour, and Week- 
end. The fall of the 
Berlin Wall and the end 
of the Cold War marked 
1989, and what better 
acknowledgment of that 
epic moment than giving 
filmdom’s highest honor 
to Driving Miss Daisy? 

The Academy has done 
better, it’s true. In 1969 it 
acknowledged the divi- 
sions over Vietnam by 
nominating both 
M*A*S*H and Patton (the 
hawks won that one). In 
the post-Watergate gloom 
of 1974 it underscored the 
country’s paranoia and 
cynicism by nominating 
Chinatown, The Conver- 
sation, Lenny, and The Godfather, 
Part II, which took the Oscar. When 
you throw in The Towering Inferno, it 
makes for one of the more daunting 
Best Picture line-ups. This year, too, 
when the nominations are an- 
nounced on Tuesday (February 13), 
I suspect the’ Academy may vote 
more with its agenda in mind than 
with whatever else it uses in lieu of 
artistic judgment. The reason? The 
election debacle, and the lingering 
feeling that Gore and the 90 percent 
of Hollywood that voted for him got 
robbed. 

What does this scenario sound 
like? A vibrant young leader, the ap- 
pointed successor to a beloved ruler, 
gets rooked by an entitled and dissi- 
pated pretender to the throne. It’s 
Gladiator, of course, one of the few 
sure things in this year’s Best Picture 
sweepstakes, with Ridley Scott in the 
running for Best Director. It’s also a 
wish-fulfillment fantasy of the disen- 
frachised Democrats, with every- 
thing coming down to the single 
combat between Best Actor nominee 
Russell Crowe as Al Gore and Best 
Supporting Actor nominee Joaquin 
Phoenix as George W. Bush. Those 
Academy voters who felt ripped off 
by the election will want to make 


damn sure that at least this vote will 
be counted. 

As for those millions of ordinary 
people who also voted to no avail, 
they can take solace in seeing Julia 
Roberts’s blue-collar babe take the 
power companies to court and shake 
them down for the hundred or so 
million they won’t be donating to any 
Republican campaign. Expect Erin 
Brockovich on the Academy ticket 
next Tuesday, with director Steven 
Soderbergh getting a Best Director 
nomination, Roberts a cinch for 
Breast, er, Best Actress, and Albert 
Finney up for Supporting Actor.

Can Soderbergh double up with 
Traffic, getting two nominations in 
both Best Picture and Best Director 
categories? Francis Coppola did it in 
1974 with The Godfather, Part Two, 
and Soderbergh’s blithe tour of the 
cesspool of the drug war should de- 
light voters who see George W. in- 
heriting this legacy of the Reagan 
“just say no” policy. Given that he’s 
the only stand-up guy in the corrupt 
bunch (Bill Weld excepted), you can 
look for the always charismatic Beni- 
cio Del Toro to get picked for Best 
Supporting Actor. 

After Traffic, though, the picture 
gets murky. One hint that there 
might be more politics than usual in 
this year’s bash came from the recent 
Screen Actors Guild nominations. A 
reliable guide to the Oscar selections 
(actors make up 23 percent of the 
total Academy membership), the 
nominations suggested that The 
Contender, Rod Lurie’s thinly veiled 
vindication of the Clinton/Lewinsky 
imbroglio, is indeed a contender. It 
racked up three nominations — Joan 
Allen for Best Actress and Jeff 
Bridges and Gary Oldman for Best 
Supporting Actor. Oldman hurt his 
cause when he badmouthed the lib- 
eral bias of the film, plus I think the 


Academy will satisfy its creep factor 
by nominating Willem Dafoe for his 
very funny performance in Shadow 
of the Vampire. Allen and Bridges, 
though, should get Best Actress and 
Best Supporting Actor nominations. 
But Best Picture for former film crit- 
ic Rod Lurie, who once described 
Danny DeVito as a testicle with legs? 
I shudder to think it. 

Nonetheless, this late showing for 
The Contender suggests a need for 
some affirmation of Democratic val- 
ues. How about Lasse Hallstrém’s 
Chocolat, which the Oscar-promot- 
ing machine of Miramax has been 
pushing like a political-cor- 
rectness campaign, with 
plaudits from human-rights 
groups and Nobel laure- 
ates? Hallstrém had his 
chance last year with The 
Cider House Rules, and this 
treacly trifle lacks that fiim’s 
tartness. The Academy 
should be sweet, however, 
on SAG nominees Juliette 
Binoche and Judi Dench for 
Best Actress and Best Sup- 
porting Actress. 

Could Quills make the 
cut? Philip Kaufman’s 
raunchy immorality play of 
censorship and freedom of 
expression was deemed best 
picture by the National 
Board of Review (a former 
censorship body itself) and 
earned nominations from 
SAG for Geoffrey Rush as 
Best Actor and Kate 
Winslet as Best Supporting 
Actress. The Academy 
should concur with the lat- 
ter two distinctions. But | 
can’t see it honoring a pean 
to the Marquis de Sade as 
the best the film industry 
can offer. What would Joe 
Lieberman say? 

When Thirteen Days came out, a 
film based on the specious and self- 
deluding rationalizations outlined 
above, I felt sure that this ode to 
Camelot, this slap in the face of the 
Bushite poseur, was the picture to 
beat. Well, it was. Beaten, that is: no 
Golden Globes, no critics’ awards, 
and a no-show not only in the SAG 
nominations but in the Directors 
Guild and Producers Guild runoffs 
as well. When | heard that George 
W. had invited Ted and other 
Kennedys to a screening of the film 
at the White House, I could smell the 
dead dog. Just goes to show what 
Kevin Costner and a bad Boston ac- 
cent can do to a mythic moment in 
American history. 

So now I’m thinking, maybe the 
Academy shares the feelings ex- 
pressed by people like Robert Altman 
and Alec Baldwin and just wants to 
pretend the next four years will never 
happen? Escapism, then, and what 
better escape than into a martial-arts 
fantasy set long ago and far away 
starring Asian actors and spoken in 
Mandarin? Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon has won every major award 
since Cannes, including a nomina- 
tion for Ang Lee for Best Director 
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from the Director’s Guild 
(he’ll get the Oscar nomi- 
nation, too, since the di- 
rectors’ branch of the 
Academy determines that 
category), and will soon 
break the box-office record 
for a subtitled film former- 
ly held by Life Is Beautiful. 
Shouldn’t it repeat that 
film’s success with the 
Academy, earning a Best 
Picture nomination? 

There are crucial differ- 
ences, however, between 
the two films. First, that 
title, Crouching Tiger, 
Sleeping Beauty — even 
people who claim to love 
the movie can’t get it right. 
Second, no Benigni. A 
blessing in my opinion, but 
it’s a liability for a foreign 
film to have no memorable 
performances, and to 
judge from the lack of any 
acting awards up to and 
including the SAG nomi- 
nations, the fancy high- 
wire act didn’t cut it. And 
finally, no compelling 
theme. I mean, at least Life 
Is Beautiful had the Holo- 
caust — who cares about 
a green sword? 

True, the fate of the na- 
tion did hang for a while 
on a dimpled chad, so I’m 
probably wrong on this 
sone. But | think. escape, 
for the Academy at any 
rate, lies elsewhere. Like in 
the past, in 1973, when 
Cameron Crowe and 
everyone else was young 
and rock still ruled and 
Nixon was about to get 
reamed. Almost Famous 
never made much money 
at the box office, but it’s 
been cashing in with the prizes, cul- 
minating in a nomination for Crowe 
from the DGA, a Best Picture nomi- 
nation from the Producers Guild and 
SAG nominations for Kate Hudson 
and Frances McDormand. The 
Academy should repeat those honors 
because, what the hell, the film is al- 
most worthy and needs the money. 

Then there’s the Hanks factor. 
What other star would you take with 
you on a desert island if you wanted 
to make $200 million and keep your 
integrity intact? True, Cast Away has 
not received much in the way of 
awards recognition so far,- and 
they’ve all been for Hanks — a 
Golden Globe, Best Actor from the 
New York Film Critics Circle, a Best 
Actor nomination from SAG. He'll 
get that nomination from the Acade- 
my as well, and so will Cast Away as 
Best Picture. Who in Hollywood 
doesn’t daydream of being a cast- 
away for the next four years? 

Joining the castaway workaholic 
played by Hanks on the Best Actor 
island, along with the aforemen- 
tioned enslaved gladiator played by 
Crowe and the imprisoned pornog- 
rapher played by Rush, should be the 
persecuted gay poet Reinaldo Arenas 
played by Javier Bardem in Julian 
Schnabel’s impressionistic bio-pic 
Before Night Falls. Although SAG 
snubbed him (do | detect a note of 
xenophobia in that organization, 
what with it shutting out Crouching 
Tiger as well?), and though the film 
does play hardball with Castro, it is 
otherwise politically correct, and 
Bardem’s is simply the best perfor- 
mance of the year. And should we 
grant passage to Michael Douglas’s 
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rueful pothead professor in Wonder 
Boys, the complement of sorts to his 
drug czar in Traffic? | think not — 
it’s not an image Hollywood is proud 
of, and besides, the Academy, like 
SAG, will probably conclude that 
with Catherine Zeta-Jones Douglas 
has already won his trophy. On the 
other hand, every award ceremony 
needs a beaming child actor, and this 
time I think it will be SAG nominee 
Jamie Bell of Billy Elliot, with that 
film’s marvelous Julie Walters round- 
ing out the Best Supporting Actress 
category. 

Speaking of actresses, supporting 
and otherwise: this turned out not to 
be such a bad year, especially if 
you're into inventing ways of tor- 
menting single mothers or indepen- 
dent-minded professional women. 
Rounding out the Best Actress cate- 
gory, in addition to Allen’s candidate 
for vice-president hounded for her 
past sex life in The Contender, Julia 
Roberts’s divorced mom beleaguered 
by bills and miracle bras in Erin 
Brockovich, and Juliette Binoche’s 
nomadic unmarried mother nearly 
burned at the stake for her sugary 
goodies in Chocolat, there’s Laura 
Linney’s divorced mom besieged by 
her raffish brother and anal boss in 
You Can Count on Me and Ellen 
Burstyn’s widow with a junkie son, 
an animated refrigerator, and a diet- 
pill jones in Requiem for a Dream. 
With Bush in the White House, 
Ashcroft as Attorney General, and 
who knows who appointed to the 
Supreme Court, their suffering 
might be a foreshadowing, for 
women and all of us, of the next four 
years to come. e 
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JAN EGLESON’S 
BOSTON TRILOGY 


Shot between 1979 and 1984, these films by local filmmaker Jan Egleson explore 
working-class communities in Cambridge, Everett, and Boston. Low-budget affairs 
with both professional and amateur actors, Egleson’s films are raw but well-crafted, 
avoiding the predictable slide into sociological preaching. The title character of 
Billy in the Lowlands (1979), as played by hyperkinetic Henry Tomaszewski, is 
the trilogy’s common thread: a Boston Irish kid from the Cambridge projects. In the 
real-events-based Lowlands, Billy busts out of juvie to search for his estranged fa- 
ther. in The Dark End of the Street (1981), Billy is on the straight and narrow until 
he and his girlfriend (smoldering pixie Laura Harrington) witness the accidental 
death of a black teen and become tangled in a racially biased investigation. Wanti- 
ng to avoid more jail time, Billy intends to keep mum and let a friend take the fall. 
The uneven performances of some of the actors (many from the Theater Company 
of Boston) occasionally distract from the fine screenplay. But there is Lance Hen- 
ricksen (Dead Man, Millennium) in a delicious cameo as a studly trucker with a cir- 
cumspect eye for young flesh. And Egleson has a talent for allowing locations 
(dingy doughnut shops, cramped apartments, squalid warehouses) to function al- 
most as characters. 

The Tender Age (1984) is the most polished and ambitious of the trio, with oft- 
seen TV actress Tracey Pollan as Nicki, an upper-middie-class suburban teen with 
a possessive father who gets sucked into the seamy underworld of the Combat 
Zone by boyfriend Billy. A rebellious probation officer (Jon Savage) is drawn to her 
case and to her. Pollan’s performance gives subtlety to this story of incestuous 
abuse; Pat Metheny’s score can be a tad saccharine, but Edward Lachman’s 
confident, elegant cinematography pairs well with Egleson’s merging of authentic 
stories, naturalistic dialogue, and the dreamy surrealism of youth’s broken hopes. 
An added treat: Kevin Bacor’ as a crusty young lawyer with a letter-perfect Medford 
accent. You can see Billy in the Lowlands tonight (February 8) at 7 p.m., The Dark 
End of the Street tomorrow (February 9) at 7 p.m., and The Tender Age tomorrow 
at 9 p.m., all at the Harvard Film Archive.

of another fearsome killer and 
the rescuer of a plucky woman 
like herself. 

In Hannibal, however, 
Clarice is the supporting char- 
acter and the gruesome Lecter 
is front and center. (It’s been 
reported that most of the Si- 
lence principals director 
Jonathan Demme, screenwriter 
Ted Tally, and actors Foster 
and Scott Glenn bowed out 
because they found Thomas 
Harris's latest Lecter novel just 
too revolting.) Hopkins’s 
Lecter struts through 
Hannibal's locations (mostly in 
lovely Florence) making only 
minimal attempts to disguise 
himself or hide his appetite for 
brutality. He’s as campy an es- 
thete as Truman Capote (he 
even wears a Capote-esque 
hat). Maybe playing for laughs 
is Hopkins’s way of making the 
character less objectionable; 
like Kathleen Turner in Serial 
Mom, he targets his victims for 
their bad taste and bad faith, as 
if he were a black-comic agent 
of poetic justice. 

Clarice, however, has stag- 
nated as a character. Ten years 
after the events in Silence, her 
FBI career has hit the glass 
ceiling; she’s made powerful 
enemies at the Justice Depart- 
ment, notably Paul Krendler 


(played by Ray Liotta as nasty, 
churlish clown); and she has 
no hint of a personal life. (Ju- 
lianne Moore plays her with 
steely resolve and painfully 
earned maturity; Foster is not 


missed.) The resurfacing of 


Lecter gives new purpose to 
her existence. Still, the film 
cares less about why she risks 
everything to pursue her old 
nemesis and re-enter his night- 
mare world (or about what 
happens to her as a result) than 
about what inventive mayhem 
Lecter will create next. (Co- 
screenwriter Steven Zaillian 
won an Oscar for Schindler’s 
List, which found goodness to 
be more mysterious and inter- 
esting than evil — not so 
here.) 

Complicating matters is the 
grotesque Mason Verger (a 
wisely uncredited Gary Old- 
man), a pedophile left maimed 
and horribly disfigured by an 
encounter with Lecter, a Kane- 
like recluse who uses his im- 
mense wealth to try to track 
and capture Lecter for his own 
vengeful purpose. (Like Brick- 
top in last month’s Snatch, he 
aims to feed his enemy to rav- 
enous pigs.) He suborns 
Krendler, offers a reward to a 
greedy Florentine detective 
(Giancarlo Giannini) who’s 
discovered Lecter’s true identi- 


ty, and ultimately dangles 
Clarice as bait. The result is a 
messy plot in which everyone is 
both cat and mouse, and in 
which there is no one to root 
for except the upright-but-dull 
Clarice and the lovable canni- 
bal. 

Lecter can’t corrupt Clarice, 
so he degrades her in the cli- 
max — one of the most dis- 
gusting, revolting sequences 
I’ve ever seen — by removing 
her moral agency and making 
her a passive spectator to his 
brain-damaging theater of 
abomination. Maybe this se- 
quence is director Ridley 
Scott’s way of confronting the 
audience, as he did last year in 
Gladiator, with its own mind- 
rotting taste for stunningly 
gratuitous violence. Maybe it’s 
a Lecter-like statement of per- 
verse artistic integrity; Scott 
serves up Harris’s horrific end- 
ing with a brazenness that 
seems to dare the studio cen- 
sors or the MPAA to cut it. 
Maybe it’s the capstone to a 
display of incredible technical 
skill at depicting gore from the 
inventively gory director of 
Alien and Blade Runner. Or it 
could just be a Troma flick with 
more bucks and more-realistic 
special effects, the most cynical 
and expensive exploitation 
movie yet made. &

In Dario Argento’s The Stendhal Syndrome, which was filmed on loca- 
tion in Florence, a woman is raped, and her lip is opened with a razor. 
Another is raped, then shot; the bullet plows through one cheek, then 
through the other. No one in Florence objected to those scenes being 
filmed there. Last May, as Ridley Scott was shooting Hannibal in Flo- 
rence, the local Popular and Green Parties complained that the making 
of the film there would add “nothing to Florence’s world prestige. We be- 
lieve ... the city would become the setting for morbid thrills and vulgar 
horror.” 

Richmond, Virginia, welcomed Hannibafs crew — but locals were upset 
at being denied access to the set. According to one report, “The local film 
office are being told they can’t allow people on set — despite the fact they 
are the body which persuaded the movie bosses to film here.” 

Florence and Richmond represent two sides of the same coin. Hanni- 
bal Lecter and his foil, Clarice Starling, are meeting points of specific 
modern anxieties — not about murder and cannibalism but about socio- 
economic status. Stephen King called Lecter “the great fictional monster 
of our time.” But like another great “cultured” monster, Judge Holden of 
Cormac McCarthy’s Blood Meridian, Lecter is a great teacher. Wasn't he 
Sherlock to Starling’s Watson? Since the 1999 publication of Thomas 
Harris’s Hannibal, Lecter has been teaching us about bourgeois angst. 

Hannibal was savaged by many critics — yet their reaction, which al- 
luded to “taste,” “discourtesy,” and “lowliness,” only confirmed the social 
commentary implicit in Harris’s novel. Hannibal was misread by those 
who thought it a mystery, or a proper sequel to The Silence of the 
Lambs. |t’s neither. It’s a comedy of manners, the crux of which is the 
discrepancy between the polite exterior of '90s new-moneyed profes- . 
sionalism and the rot just beneath its surface. Hannibal is Harris's attack 
on the segment of his audience that has misunderstood and misappro- 
priated his monster and heroine — the very type that Lecter selects for 
dinner. In Hannibal, Lecter refers to them as “the free-range rude.” 

Lecter became an icon in the '90s. How often have you heard him 
quoted by people to whom he wouldn't give the time of day? In the pros- 
perous ‘90s, “cork-sniffers” with no other template for their new-money 
status made (knowingly or not) Lecter a model for what they perceived 
to be a person of taste, distinction, and education. David Kipen of the 
San Francisco Chronicle called him “a model yuppie.” In Hannibal, Harris 
writes of a crass new market who members use their disposable income 
to buy Lecter memorabilia as trophies. A major subplot involves the 


casting of Lecter before swine — the implications of which were lost on 
Kipen. Another subplot, using tropes lifted directly from the comedy of 
manners, involves Lecter as the obsessive focus of an Italian official 
desperate for social and economic advancement so that he can hold 
onto his beautiful and much younger wife. 

The adorable professionals of the ‘90s also found a template in Star- 
ling. Dana Scully and the heroines of those unthrilling “thrillers” by Tami 
Hoag and Patricia Cornwall — none could exist without Starling. The film 
adaptation of The Silence of the Lambs has been a staple of cable TV 
— on the Lifetime Channel, whose audience is expected to be soccer 
moms and suit-wearing women professionals. 

In Hannibal, Harris gleefully — and to the consternation of his clue- 
less critics — reclaims Lecter and Starling, in keeping with the caustic 
traditions of the comedy of manners. There are a number of operatic 
moments of violence — one apocalyptic scene involving a moray eel 
comes to mind. And the grotesquerie of the ending — of the kind used 
by Gogol, Flannery O’Connor and Nathaniel West — is said to have 
alienated Jodie Foster from the film adaptation. She considered the end- 
ing a “betrayal” of Starling. Never mind that it was Harris who created 
Starling. 

The revulsion toward Hannibal in Florence and the attraction toward 
him in Richmond illustrate Lecter's power as a pop-culture figure. He’s a 
mirror that shows us both what we'd like to be (cultured) and what we 
usually are (vicious). Uproar over the novel’s ending from critics (Jabari 
Asim of the Washington Post wrote that it “violates everything ‘we've 
come to understand about Harris’s admirable heroine”) as well as from a 
number of Harris’s fans has centered on his reintegration of Starling into 
what Hannibal teaches us. 

The challenge facing Ridley Scott in the film version of Hannibal has 
been to appease the audience Harris attacked without losing the ele- 
ments that will pack them into the theatérs. He told the New York Post 
that he doesn't buy the book’s ending, and that it’s been changed. But if 
you soften the ending, the danger is that Hannibal will lose its teeth.

Radley Metzger's 


softcore at the Coolidge 


When the mid ’70s demanded bona fide penetration, 


Radley Metzger took to the porn route, making, under 


the nom de guerre Henry Paris, such hard-X classics as 


The Private Afternoons of Pamela Mann 
(1975) and The Opening of Misty Beethoven 
(1977). But Metzger devotees look more 
nostalgically to an earlier period of creativity, 
1966-1972, Carmen, Baby through Score, in 
which the New York filmmaker, under his 
own name, was the uncrowned king of soft- 
core eros. Over the next six weekends, Feb- 
ruary 9 through March 17, the Coolidge 
Corner will give over one of its midnight- 
movie slots to half a dozen softcore Metzger 
favorites from more than a quarter-century 
ago, proper fare now, as then, for randy sin- 
gles and curious couples. 

A two-minute Metzger bio: this Korean 
war vet learned movies by editing trailers — 


Antonioni, Bergman, Truffaut — 
for the early arthouse distributor 
Janus Films. He met Ava Leighton 
at Janus, and they formed Audubon 
Films, which in the early *60s spe- 
cialized in importing low-budget 
smut from Europe. They made 
heaps of money with the 1966 J, a 
Woman, a Swedish sexual confes- 
sional. Then Metzger had an inge- 
nious idea: why not manufacture 
his own European erotica, with he, 
the filmmaker? 

That’s what he did, shooting 
abroad and hiring steamy-looking 
continentals. He encouraged his 
unclad casts to cavort freely 
through Xanadu-like castles and by 


the ocean blue. With Metzger, art | 


direction was everything, and bold, 
genuine Technicolor. His films 
looked great, and, influenced as he 
was by the "60s European masters, 
the mise-en-scéne was often in- 
spired. His scripts, unfortunately, were 
pedestrian and rather humorless. If I have a 
major complaint, it’s that he just isn’t nutty 
or eccentric enough. When his movies turn 
bad, they’re simply wearying, not Ed Wood— 
hilarious or howlingly campy. The Metzger 
stamp in virtually every movie? A close-up 
on the face of his female star while she 
groans in supposed orgasmic frenzy. 

The Coolidge series starts with Metzger’s 
best work, Score (1973; February 9-10, with 
Metzger in person on the 9th), a faithful ver- 
sion (though moved to the Adriatic Sea) of a 
cleverly scripted Off Broadway drama. It’s a 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? variant in 
which Edward Albee’s then-coy gayness was 
brazenly outed. A swinging George-and- 
Martha couple in their 30s (Gerald Grant 
and Lynn Lowry) decide to seduce an up- 
tight Nick-and-Honey in their 20s (Calvin 
Culver and Claire Wilbur). How they do it is 
girl-girl and boy-boy. Score proved a trail- 
blazer upon release as the first mainstream 
feature to confront an audience (which pre- 
sumably had come for the female action) 
with celebrations of male orality. 

Calvin Culver was also known as gay porn 
hulk Casey (Boys in the Sand) Donovan. 
The only member of the theater cast who 
didn’t make the cut was young Sylvester 
Stallone. Too stiff for the soft-X movie. 

In The Lickerish Quartet (1970, February 
16-17), three decadents who live in a castle 
— aman, his wife, and a moody son — dis- 
cover at a carnival show that the daredevil 
motorcycle rider (Silvana Venturelli) resem-

bles the actress they've been watching obses- 
sively in a 16mm stag movie. She’s invited 
back to the castle, where, as these things go, 
she seduces each of the trio. It’s a decent 
tease of a film that Metzger strove to make 
arty with bombastic dialogue: “In the dark. 
That’s where we start and where we finish. 
In between, it’s a game of hide-and-seek.” 
Whatever. 

Long before Evita, Metzger concocted a 
pseudo-life of Evita Perén, making Little 
Mother (1972; February 23-24) in then-Yu- 
goslavia as a Croatian co-production. Was it 
to avoid litigation that the film is set in an 
anonymous Latin country, with Evita 
Perén’s name changed to Marina Penares?

Christiane Kruger is an intelligent actress in 
the title role, but Little Mother is a dull, by- 
the-numbers telling of how Evita/Marina 
slept her way to the top, with torchy Playboy- 
shoot stopoffs in mountain cabins and hot 
showers. 

Therese and Isabelle (1968; March 2-3) is 
probably Metzger’s biggest hit as a filmmak- 
er. This so-so rendition of selected scenes 
from Violette Leduc’s La bdatarde is set in a 
French girls’ boarding school. Lesbianism! 
That’s why people went to this movie, to 
watch I, a Woman’s Essy Persson in the 
arms of a classmate. What you get are long, 
unconvincing episodes of two young women 
writhing clumsily to a voiceover of Leduc’s 
purple-prose porno: “If the pearl slipped 
away from her, she found it again . . . A saint 
was licking away my soils!” 

Carmen, Baby (1967, March 9-10) is an 
uninspired non-singing version of the 
Prosper Mérimée story, with a nobody 
named Uta Levka a dreary choice for the 
spitfire knife-wielding femme fatale. Stick 
with Bizet. But Camille 2000 (1969; 
March 16-17) is second to Score in Radley 
Metzger’s ceuvre, his most opulently con- 
ceived and surely most underrated film.

Shaw on love, death, and docs 
BY CAROLYN CLAY George Bernard Shaw takes aim at the medical 


profession in The Doctor’s Dilemma, and 95 years later the shot still 


resonates. How apt, then, that at the American Repertory Theatre, in 


Riccardo Hernandez’s glassy set de- 
sign, the play unfolds before a large 
reflecting wall bearing a logo that 
suggests both a blue cross intersect- 
ing a blue shield and the criss- 
crossed sights of a gun. The 
Edwardian docs in tails and top hats, 
coming and going in the icy, floating, 
postmodern environs, stretch Shaw’s 
provocative trifle across the century 
like a tourniquet. For reasons of his 
own, the author called the largely 
comic play a “tragedy.” But the fur- 
ther we go down the road of private- 
ly administered, money-hemorrhag- 
ing health care, the more prescient 
his label seems. 

Actually, Shaw was a friend, albeit 
a combative one, of doctors — but 
not of a_pre-National-Health-care 
system that made it in the physician’s 
best interest to diagnose internal dis- 
aster and then endeavor to remedy it 
as expensively as possible. “That any 
sane nation, having observed that 


you could provide for the supply of 


bread by giving bakers a pecuniary 
interest in baking for you, should go 
on to give a surgeon a pecuniary in- 
terest in cutting off your leg, is 
enough to make one despair of polit- 
ical humanity,” the author declares 
at the top of the play’s lengthy Pref-

ace. Of course, a great deal made 
Shaw despair of political humanity. 
But in the case of this particular cru- 
cible, the doctor is in. 

The Doctor's Dilemma — a mix 
of Shavian provocation, medical 
satire, and romantic comeuppance 
— is not Man and Superman. Nei- 
ther is David Wheeler’s staging as 
passionately smart as his 1997 stag- 
ing of Shaw’s eloquent to-hell-and- 
back argument for the Life Force 
was. But the gently enjoyable pro- 
duction sports a cocked eyebrow and 
a tender heart, and several of the 
medical caricatures are spot-on. 

The “choice” facing Sir Colenso 
Ridgeon is not that of current health- 
care parlance. Ridgeon has discov- 
ered a cure for tuberculosis that rests 


on keying inoculation to something 
that sounds like a cross between a 
hormone and a breakfast spread. 
(“Opsonin,” he explains to a col- 
league, “is what you butter the dis- 
ease germs with to make your white 
blood corpuscles eat them.”) Rid- 
geon has a limited number of vacan- 
cies at his medical Lourdes, howev- 
er, and must decide between offering 
treatment to a decent, impoverished 
(and, in the ART staging, elderly) 
fellow physician or to an artistically 
gifted young scoundrel. The matter 
is complicated by middle-aged bach- 
elor Ridgeon’s attraction to the tal- 
ented cad’s “arrestingly good-look- 
ing” wife. In other words, the god 
he’s playing is less disinterested Yah- 
weh than Zeus ogling Leda. 


Taking Courage 


Karen MacDonald hitches up her wagon 


BY IRIS FANGER The pain of Bertolt Brecht’s epic anti-war play 
Mother Courage and Her Children — which he wrote in 1938, after 
being in self-exile from his native Germany for five years — echoes 


throughout the second half of the 
20th century. Its central charac- 
ter, the conniving, surviving 
Anna Fierling, nicknamed Moth- 
er Courage, pulls her canteen 
wagon behind the armies of the 
Thirty Years War, haggling for 
coins in exchange for her goods. 
Carrying her three children along 
with her, she tries to keep them 
from harm but cannot. They are 
lost to a combination of her con- 
tradictory instincts and soldiers 
who shoot to kill — civilians as 
well as the enemy. As Brecht well 
understood, and as history keeps 
demonstrating, it is ordinary citi- 
zens who are most affected by 
the horrors of war and who are 
most powerless to stop it. 

Mother Courage is a plum role, 
particularly because it offers the 
maturing actress an extraordinary 
showcase for her talents. The 
production that opens this week 
at the American Repertory The- 
atre features Karen MacDonald 
as the mercenary, indomitable 
Courage. MacDonald — who as 
a founding member of the com- 
pany played Celia to Cherry 
Jones’s Rosalind in the 1980 As 
You Like It — has appeared in 


more than 40 pro- 
ductions at ART, 
but never so clearly 
in the spotlight. A 
frequent actor on 
the stages of re- 
gional theaters 
across the country 
as well as at ART, 
she took home the 
Elliot Norton 
Award for Out- 
standing Actress in 
1996 for moon- 
lighting as the cor- 
rosive Martha in 
Merrimack Reper- 
tory Theatre’s 
staging of Edward 
Albee’s Who's 


Afraid of Virginia 


Woolf?

But Shakespeare-splicing 
gentleman’s physician Sir Ralph 
Bloomfield Bonington, whose 
sonorous absurdities are mouthed by 
Will LeBow with pompous sincerity, 
is dangerously cavalier in his attacks 
on disease, juggling vaccines willy- 
nilly. And Sir Cutler Walpole, to 
whose surgical monomania Ken 
Cheeseman brings a rakish energy, 
thinks the cure for everything from 
TB to toothache is the removal of the 
patient’s “nuciform sac.” Add to 
these Remo Airaldi’s breezy Ger- 
man-Jewish doctor, whose secret is a 
“cure guaranteed,” and Alvin Ep- 
stein’s alarmingly teetering Blenkin- 
sap, who has grown poor in the ser- 
vice of a poor clientele, and Shaw 
has assembled a motley medical 
army. 

But for Wheeler, the play’s heart is 
in the romance of cheekily unprinci# 
pled consumptive genius Louis 
Dubedat and his fiercely devoted 
wife, Jennifer, and in what the direc- 
tor terms the “anti-romance” of Jen- 


hungry.” The large-scale pro- 
duction is being directed by the 
noted Hungarian director and 
filmmaker Janos Szasz, in his 
American debut, with a creative 
team of Hungarians and Ameri- 
cans. ART regulars Thomas Der- 
rah, Benjamin Evett, Mirjana 
Jokovic, Paula Plum, and John 
Douglas Thompson are also in 
the cast. 

Over coffee in Cambridge, 
MacDonald talks about creating 
a mammoth icon of the stage. 
With her turned-up nose, large 
round eyes, and wispy blond 
hair, she retains the air of the in- 
genue parts she once played, but 

with an edge. Her experi- 
ence in the theater has given 
her a savvy and toughness 
that she is bringing to bear 
on Brecht. 

The play begins in 1624, 
somewhere in Poland, dur- 
ing the  three-decade 
conflict between German 
Catholics and Swedish 
Lutherans. The war has 
been going on for six years 
when the curtain rises, and 
it continues long after the 
stage goes dark. “One of 
the things that Janos said 
was about the difference of 
directing a play like this in 
the United States,” explains 
MacDonald. “In Europe, 
where he has staged the 
play before, every family has 
directly experienced war. 
Here we are mounting a 
play about people living 
through war in a country 
that hasn’t had fighting on 
its soil since the Civil War.” 

MacDonald believes that 
Mother Courage may be Polish 
because of one line she utters 
during the play. “She speaks a 
Polish expression that means 
‘Dear God in Heaven.’ My

nifer and Ridgeon. The usually dis- 
cerning doc mistakes the beautiful 
young woman’s urgent interest in se- 
curing his services, which renders 
her vulnerable to him, for a spark 
that, arguably, sends ethics and ob- 
jectivity up in flames. 

Wheeler plays up the contrast be- 
tween the somber, myopic docs and 
the artist and his muse, whom cos- 
tume designer Catherine Zuber 
garbs in sensuous colors and whose 
mutual attraction Wheeler heats up. 
In a telling moment, Ridgeon de- 
cides to preserve Jennifer’s “hero,” at 
the expense of her spouse, after wit- 
nessing her anger and hurt upon dis- 
covering Louis’s sketch of another 
woman. At the ART, Sean Dugan, 
barefoot and J Claudius—coiffed, is a 
boyish, brazen, if hardly Byronic 
Louis, whose tragicomic death scene 
mixes audacity with Dark Victory. 
And Rachael Warren is determined 
and comely, if somewhat one-note, 
as Art-championing Jennifer, whom 
Shaw empowers, in the end, to give 
Science a taste of bitter medicine. @ 


grandmother used the same ex- 
pression. I’m part Polish; my 
mom is a Polish girl who grew up 
in South Boston. When my dad 
died, we moved back to my 
grandmother’s house. My step- 
grandmother, who was Lithuan- 
ian, came into my life when | 
was nine.” 

The Polish grandmother, Feli- 
cia, was a “homemaker,” in 
MacDonald’s_ description; 
Berniece, the Lithuanian step- 
grandma, was a “business 
woman,” the landlady of a 
tripledecker in South. Boston. 
“These two women were both 
immigrants. They worked ex- 
tremely hard; they were fiercely 
devoted to their families, protec- 
tive of their children. They were 
of tough stock, used to adversity. 
I’ve thought about them a lot.” 

Although she is new to Brecht, 
MacDonald remembers two ear- 
lier productions of the play she’s 
seen: one directed by Peter Sel- 
lars at the old Boston Shake- 
speare Company that starred 
Linda Hunt; the other staged by 
her former professor at Boston 
University, Maxine Klein, at the 
Open Door Theatre in Jamaica 
Plain, with one-time Boston the- 
ater stalwart Susan McGinley as 
Courage. “One was enormous; 
the other was teeny,” she says of 
the actresses. “I don’t believe 
there’s some sort of patent on 
how she’s supposed to look. 
She’s a woman that women and 
men can identify with, a single 
working mother. She’s out there 
trying to survive, without a man 


to help her.” oe 


Mother Courage and Her 
Children will play in repertory at 
the American Repertory Theatre 
February 9 through March 20.

Cave man 


speakEasy pulls off Floyd Collins

since 
Know You,” 


music and lyrics by Richard Rodgers’s grand- 
son, makes abundantly clear. Not only is the 
talented Adam Guettel, like most of the current 
hopes of the American musical theater, walking 
in the footsteps of Stephen Sondheim rather 
than those of his own famously melodious 
progenitor, but the surrey and Siam and the 
romances built around them have given way, in 
recent years, to tougher subjects. Floyd Collins 
is a two-and-a-half-hour show about a man 
stuck in a hole — Beckett's Happy Days set to 
an aural mix of dissonance and bluegrass. Seen 
here in its Boston premiere, the musical takes 
its name from its protagonist, a poor Kentucky 
spelunker who in 19235 fell 150 feet deep into a 
Kentucky hill while sniffing out a cave to turn 
into a tourist attraction. A grown-up Baby Jes- 


sica McClure, he did not fare as well. Yet if 


Floyd Collins did not achieve the fortune he 
sought, he did achieve — transformed by those 
alchemists of the press from a man to a story 
— that flip side of the American dream, fame. 

Guettel and librettist Tina Landau do not 
focus, as 1951 Billy Wilder film about the 
Collins tragedy Ace in the Hole did, on the 
media-driven goings on above ground (though 
there are balloons and candy hawkers and even 
a movie-company executive on hand). Neither 
does their musical offer the hydraulic bedazzle- 
ments you might expect if Andrew Lloyd Web- 
ber were to tackle Floyd Collins. Instead, Floyd 
Collins is about Floyd and the dark two weeks 
of the soul in which he goes from hearing 
“Glory callin’ ” to the piercing real- 
ization that “Only heaven knows 
how Glory goes,/What each of us 
was meant to be.” What Floyd is 
meant to be, according to Guettel 
and Landau, is an all-American 
symbol: poet and profiteer, made 
and unmade in the pursuit of his 
manifest underground destiny. 

It remains, however, that it isn’t 
easy to make a musical about a man 
wedged in a hole, stuck between a 
rock (there’s a big one pinning his 
foot) and the intersection of Hee 
Haw and the Abyss. And Floyd 
Collins’s book is both skeletal and 
stretched out, giving a nod to the 
rescuers, the tourists, and the media barkers 
while suspending the interactions of Floyd, his 
family, and the one newspaper reporter who 
literally jumps into the story somewhere be- 
tween mystical connection and cliché. Guet- 
tel’s score is another matter. Oddly syncopat- 
ed and dissonant, yet haunting and catchy, it 
nods to folk and country traditions as well as 
to Sondheim and Bobby McFerrin. And when 
well sung (which isn’t easy), it’s terrific. The 
opening number is a simple tune, “The Ballad 
of Floyd Collins,” but that’s followed by a 
three-part aria entitled “The Call” in which 
Floyd first lays out his compulsion and his 
dream, then carries on an ecstatic, multi-lay- 
ered duet with the cave-flung echoes of his 
own voice. Wow.

When Floyd Collins opened at New York's 
Playwrights Horizons, in 1996, it met with 
mixed reviews and failed to transfer to Broad- 
way. But it has its ardent supporters, includ- 
ing the playwright John Guare, who writes in 
the liner notes that accompany the original- 
cast recording that “I felt, walking home that 
Sunday [following a matinee of the show], | 
had somehow seen the future.” Sounds like 
then-critic Jon Landau, these many years ago, 
on the nascent Bruce Springsteen. 

Well, | didn’t see a perfectly unclouded fu- 
ture in Floyd Collins, but 1 sure saw — and 
heard — something compelling. | find myself 
wishing the show were a song cycle, like 
Guettel’s Saturn Returns, rather than a book 
show. But SpeakEasy artistic director Paul 
Daigneault’s bare-bones staging — on a 
planked-boardwalk set dotted with ladders, 
slides, and crannies — is inventive, with Eric 
Levenson’s lighting adding poetic touches 
and the ensemble providing twang, hubbub, 
and urgency. 

Guettel’s difficult music can become grat- 
ing in the mouths of the cast’s variously 
trained singers. Emanating from last year’s 
Elliot Norton Award winner for musical per- 
formance, Bridget Beirne, the countrified 
scatting of Floyd’s touched sister Nellie be- 
comes lush music. And long-faced Michael 
Mendiola is a marvelously expressive Floyd, 
conveying a roller-coaster mix of emotions 
while immobile (and a gangly exuberance

when sprung for a surrealistic dream). He 
sings well, too, though when he reaches for a 
particularly long or loud note, he strains. 
There is, of course, some easier, surefire 
music, and it’s put across with brio — espe- 
cially a *40s-syncopated trio, “Is That Re- 
markable?”, for three suavely shuffling, story- 
stretching reporters. 

Floyd Collins is a show that’s been worked 
and reworked without yet becoming the per- 
fect dramatic setting for Guettel’s complex 
score. And the SpeakEasy singing really has 
to be judged like diving, with degree of 
difficulty factored in. Still, this is a must-see 
for anyone interested in where the American 
musical theater might be headed. And it’s not 
into a hole. R

Wilde sides 


Oscar and his niece 


BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG Oscar Wilde was one of 


the sons of Sir William Wilde, an Irish oculist: and the eye 


and its moral mysteries fascinated him all his life. Oscar, 


who went to Eton and Oxford and took his 
place at the center of avant-garde society in late 
Victorian London, looked in the mirror and 
saw himself. Saw, and studied himself, com- 
mented upon himself until almost the day he 
died. Sir William was also an ear surgeon: and 
all his life, Oscar Wilde heard words, and asso- 
ciations of words, that most of us miss. His talk 
was brilliant so all said who heard it. Bril- 
liant talk denotes an exquisite listener, and 
Wilde could both hear and see. He knew that 
he could see and hear masterfully, and he grew 
vain about it. Like many vain people, he was an 
accomplished flatteret of those whom he 
knew it was advantageous to him to flatter. 
And the more important people he flattered 
brilliantly, the more he attracted lesser lights to 
his side. He liked being attended to, but he 
gave as good as he got: both the important and 
the unimportant were wowed by his table talk. 
His profession, too, was talk. He wrote plays, 
some successful, some not. He made a lecture 
tour of America — where, dandy that he was, 
he won the respect of many, even coal-dusty 
Colorado miners. Still, the New World was not 
his milieu; London was. In London he moved, 
performed, staged his plays, acquired friends 
and sponsors — and lovers. In London he was 
near Paris, a city he visited and wanted to be at 
home in. He spoke French and wrote it 
wrote letters in French to Parisians important 
and not. The letters he wrote declare the man 
as fully as we are ever likely to touch him. 

It may be a bit too soon to title the latest col- 
lection The Complete Letters of Oscar Wilde, as 
compilers Merlin Holland (Wilde’s grandson) 
and Rupert Hart-Davies have done who 
knows whether the 25 years of letters repro- 
duced within these 1230 pages really are com- 
plete rather than simply collected? But it is not 
at all too soon to read every 
one. Wilde died 100 years 
ago, and his age of affluent 
confidence and elegant liber- 
tinism has long since disap- 
peared, along with the British 
imperialism that housed it. 
Today the man can be 
known, free of the times he 
lived in. 

And what a man! In the di- 
rection he took himself — 
that of self-knowledge and 
self-declaration summed up 
in vision and language — he 
overstepped every limit. He 
had many love affairs, and 
then he was married, to Con- 
stance Wilde, by whom he 
had two sons, Vyvyan and 
William, who he adored. In 
deepest London, however, he dug into the 
city’s homosexual underground, whence he 
rose again only to find himself addicted to 
young “Bosie,” Lord Alfred Douglas — his 
folly, his ruin, and his greatest muse. From his 
infatuation with Douglas arose his greatest 
works, The Picture of Dorian Gray and Letter 
from Reading Gaol. The latter, Wilde’s renun- 
ciation of Douglas (he calls this love “his in- 
sane madness”) is included in Collected 
Letters, where it takes up some 97 pages. 

In the 680 or so pages that precede it and 
the 450 that follow, we read Wilde at business, 
Wilde conversing, Wilde flattering (the likes of 
Gladstone, Swinburne, G. B. Shaw, Arthur 
Rimbaud, and Bram Stoker), Wilde respond- 
ing to printed critiques of his plays. We read — 
or should I say hear? — Wilde saying pithy 
things smartly. We read his small talk: in some 


brief letters he gives us the 1890s version of 


“have a good day.” We read him at business, 
giving an order to a publisher, negotiating with 
agents. Early on we hear him responding to his 
parents; his mother remains a correspondent 
almost till the end. In short, the reader who 
stays with Wilde’s letters from start to finish 
comes almost to live with him, the public, the 


semi-public, the private. 

It is not all a pretty picture or a sweet sound 
Wilde loved being famous and infamous; what 
he could not abide was to be plain. In many of 
his letters he is plain. In some he is egregious 
manipulative, deceitful. He says one thing to 
one correspondent and just the opposite to an 
other. The word “hypocrite” often comes to 
mind. Still, who would not gladly endure

me desert truth.” Oscar Wilde not only knew 
himself, he could sum it up. 

The Wilde Centenary also casts light on 
Dorothy, the daughter of his brother William. 
American playwright Joan Schenkar has writ- 
ten, in timely fashion, Truly Wilde, a biography 
of this Wilde’s dark-eyed sexuality, lesbian af- 
fairs, artistry, and alcoholism..Unhappily for 
the reader, it is the alcoholism one remembers 
most. It cancels out Dorothy’s artistry, flattens 
out her lesbianism, mocks her dark eyes. Only 
when you look steadily into those dark eyes, in 
a face that almost duplicates her uncle Oscar’s, 
does the full dimension of Dorothy's stunted 
life measure out. Oscar had posited, in Dorian 
Gray, the possibility that a man can become his 
mirror image and cease to be his real self. In 
the life of Dorothy as drawn by Schenkar one 
sees the mirror side of Wildé blotting out the 
real — and one feels certain that Dorothy 
knew it. nt bras

Survivor 2 versus Friends 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN |s there a mole on Survivor: The 


Australian Outback? As the obvious villain among the show’s 16 contes- 


tants plopped in the middle of the Australian Outback, “aspiring actress” 


Jerri seems a little too good to be 
true. In last Thursday’s episode, the 
first one to air opposite Friends, she 
did everything short of pushing 
someone off a cliff. She embarrassed 
a gourmet chef named Keith 

complaining about his sticky rice be- 
fore whipping up a more crowd- 
pleasing tortilla — and then argued 
that his lack of resentment showed 
how treacherous he could be. (“I see 
right through it. I don’t think his 
compliments are sincere.”) After 
that triumph, she put together a little 
lynch mob, saying that she saw 
teammate Kel chowing down on 
contraband beef jerky while every- 
one else sat around and starved. De- 


spite a lack of evidence (a search of 


his belongings turned up nothing), 
Jerri’s jerky offensive paid off, and 
the eight-person “Okagor tribe” 
voted 7-1 to give Kel the boot. Jerri 
is clearly not planning to win this 
game through athletic ability. 

I doubt that Jerri was actually 
planted in the group by producer 
Mark Burnett and given instructions 
on how to stir things up. Like any

master politician (and Survivor is a 
political drama more than anything 
else), Burnett knows enough not to 
leave his own fingerprints on any 
weapon. Besides, all he needed do 
was cast the right people to ensure 
plenty of backstabbing on this sequel 
to last summer’s hit series. Including 
a professional actress (albeit one 
without any credits to speak of) was 
a master stroke. Jerri has a huge ad- 
vantage over the other players in that 
she has no conscience. When Sur- 
vivor 2 is over, she'll claim that she 
was merely “playing a part,” and 
that her behavior in the Outback 
doesn’t reflect her true personality. 
That’s complete rubbish, of course, 
and the other players may have 
enough sense to vote her off as 
quickly as possible, but she’s already 
served her purpose of goosing inter- 
est in the series. In terms of dramat- 
ic tension, the first week of Survivor 
2 surpassed the fifth or sixth episode 
of last summer’s outing. 

The quicker pace was essential, 
since CBS has slotted Survivor 2 
against NBC’s highly popular sit-

com Friends (Thursdays at 8 p.m.). 
NBC has responded by padding 
Friends out to 40 minutes, for at 
least the first month of Survivor 2. 
(For the first two weeks, the hour is 
being filled out with new material 
from the cast of Saturday Night 
Live.) CBS won the first week in the 
ratings, and deservedly so. NBC 
called its Friends episode “super 
size,” and the comparison to Mc- 
Donald’s was apt. There was no 
more substance, just a few more 
fries in the box. In the same situa- 
tion, Frasier or The Drew Carey 
Show would have tried something 
ambitious — a live or improvised 
show, a musical or fantasy sequence, 
or maybe an episode done in real 
time. Although the cast are more 
polished than they were six years 
ago, Friends doesn’t seem capable of 
deviating from its 30-second-scene 
format. In last week’s episode, guest 
star Jason Alexander (playing a sui- 
cidal office worker) was limited to a 
couple of scenes with Lisa Kudrow 
that must have taken all of an hour 
to shoot. (Think of all the videotape 
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television 


that results in a single episode of 


Survivor!) And even with the extra 
10 minutes, the Friends writers 
couldn’t find anything for Matthew 
Perry to do in the episode. 

Last week’s miniature Saturday 
Night Live was a little better, at least 
proving that its “Weekend Update” 
fake-news segment is better than 
just about any sit-com in prime time. 
But the two other sketches — in- 
cluding yet another visit with Bill 
Clinton (Darrell Hammond) and 
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THE MOLE: Jerri, right, plotting with (or 


against) Tina. 


George W. Bush (Will Ferrell) — 
were forgettable. 

Given that last summer’s Survivor 
increased in popularity each time a 
player was voted off the island, it 
looks like a rough spring for NBC. I 
had thought it possible that Survivor 
was a one-shot deal, but the sequel 
feels different in ways that go be- 
yond the switch from an island to a 
desert setting. The editing is sharp-

er, and Burnett wisely doesn’t try to 
re-create the innocent feel of the 
first edition — when, for at least the 
first few weeks, a viewer might ac- 
tually believe that the physical con- 
tests were the point of the show, 
with the “tribal council” merely an 
afterthought. Survivor 2 focused 
immediately on the psychological 
warfare among the contestants. If 
this were a scripted show — well, 
more scripted than it is — I'd also 
credit Burnett with upending our 
expectations about the im- 
portance of alliance build- 
ing in winning the game. 
(Last summer, Richard 
Hatch’s gang-of-four 
strategy carried him all the 
way to the million-dollar 
finish.) So far, each tribe 
has collectively picked one 
member and thrown that 
person out in a 7-1 vote. 
The speed with which each 
tribe zeroed in on the per- 
son who didn’t seem to fit 
in (prison guard Debb, 
who looked too uncom- 
fortable during all the dirty 
talk at bedtime, and Kel, 
the army-intelligence 
officer who spent too 
much time fishing by him- 
self) was kind of chilling. 
I’m tempted to say that this 
Survivor is a lesson on mob 
mentality, but the first series started 
out as a celebration of youth and 
then was hijacked by “fat naked fag” 
Richard, so I’m not making any as- 
sumptions about the outcome here. 
The only certainty is that the CBS 
executive who decided that Survivor 
was strong enough to break NBC’s 
16-year hold on Thursday nights 
has just won himself a big immunity 
challenge. *

Eschenbach) finally resolved, the 
spotlight has turned more relent- 
lessly on Boston, and rumors of ne- 
gotiations between Levine and the 
BSO have accelerated, though nei- 
ther side is admitting much. Not 
that there aren’t other candidates, or 
other good conductors. Promising 
new visitors will be on the podium 
all season. But no one since Klaus 
Tennstedt and Claudio Abbado has 
created as much excitement with the 
BSO as Levine. His concerts here 
haven’t been merely good, they’ve 
been events. 

The latest “event” was Mahler’s 
Third Symphony, which since 1983 
has been Ozawa’s exclusive proper- 
ty. Over the years his performances 
have gone from embarrassing to re- 
spectable. But Levine’s, as with 
Mahler’s Das Lied von der Erde six 
seasons ago, was on a completely 
different plane, on the most exalted 
level of musicianship: sublime, con- 
sistently compelling, and extraordi- 
narily moving. It left me shaking. 

In a pre-concert talk, former 
BSO program annotator Michael 
Steinberg (whose presence attested 
to the importance the management 
attributed to this concert) spoke of 
the particular qualities of the Third 
Symphony not just its great 
length but also its unusual shape 
(opening with a movement, which 
Mahler calls “Part I,” that’s longer 
than any complete symphony of 
Haydn or Mozart; closing with a 
slow movement); its explicit ambi- 
tion (with explicit references to 
Brahms, Beethoven, and Wagner); 
and above all its rapid changes of 
mood and atmosphere. The begin- 
ning of the first movement moves 
from fanfare to funeral to an operat- 
ic aria (on the trombone) to a series 
of familiar-sounding military 
marches to carnival oom-pah-pah- 
ing. 

Levine’s remarkable control of 
dynamics and balances allowed you 
to hear all these qualities in their 
infinite variety. Seconds into the 
symphony, the powerful opening 
horn theme was punctuated by crisp 
snap in the percussion. Hushed 
extremely hushed drum taps 
began an underlying pulse, a heart- 
beat, that for two hours never let up, 
carrying us through the slow — the 
extremely slow and heartbreak- 
ing final outpouring that Mahler 
marks “Langsam. Ruhevoll. Emp- 
funden” (“Slow. Peaceful. Deeply 
felt.”). 

For once, we were hearing an 
embodiment of all of Mahler’s emo- 
tional indicators, beginning with an 
opening movement that was not just 
fast but “forceful” and “decisive,” a 
minuet that was buoyantly “grace- 
ful,” an “easygoing” and “jesting” 
Scherzo, a “mysterious” and very 
quiet (“ppp throughout”) song 
movement sung by the extraordi- 
nary Lorraine Hunt Lieberson, and 
a “cheerful” choral movement for 
women and children (the women of 
the Tanglewood Festival Chorus 
joining the American Boychoir). 
And that very slow, very “deeply 
felt” final movement. One theme 
dreives from Beethoven’s last string 
quartet (Mahler also draws on the 
“Erbarme dich mich” of the choral 
movement), but it’s more often 
played to sound like “I'll Be Seeing 
You” (not entirely inappropriate but 
still a letdown); The intensity of 
Levine’s slow tempo, and its inex- 
grab. forward. movement, was the 


aural equivalent of holding a vast 
crystal prism up to the light and 
turning it slowly to watch the 
changing colors of each facet. Now 
it was a prayer, now a lament, now a 
cry of grief, now a hymn of consola- 
tion. It wasn’t a “big finish,” but it 
was overpowering. 

Levine brought out these ele- 
ments with the simplest, most nat- 
ural gestures. No acting out. No 
dancing. He rested his back against 
the podium rail for support but al- 
ways kept at least one eye on the 
score. (“Why do you use a score?” 
an interviewer asks Rex Harrison, 
who plays a Thomas Beecham—like 
conductor in Preston Sturges’s Un- 
faithfully Yours. His caustic reply: 
“Because I can read music.”) He

right and left. You could actually 
hear a dialogue between them, the 
opposing voices of rhapsodic Ro- 
manticism and elegant, witty Clas- 
sical restraint. 

The playing was full-throated 
and alive if not always effortlessly 
perfect. There were a few horn bob- 
bles. Ronald Barron’s big trombone 
solos veered between noble decla- 
mation and morning-after woozi- 
ness. Concertmaster Malcolm 
Lowe’s solo violin, though, was not 
only flawless, it was also expressive 
— and beautiful. Trumpeter 
Charles Schlueter had one of his 
best nights. The last time I heard a 
BSO Mahler Third, he bobbled the 
magical off-stage “posthorn” solo. 
This time he nailed it. Jacques Zoon 


do has created as much excitement with the BSO as Levine. 


gave the players enormous freedom, 
which they took full advantage of, 
but there was always that underlying 
heartbeat (audible in the astonishing 
coordination between timpanists 
Everett Firth and Timothy Genis). 
Levine made two fascinating 
technical decisions. For 30 years, 
he’s been playing the Mahler Third 
with a full intermission after the 35- 
minute Part I, his interpretation of 
the “long pause” Mahler asks for. 
I’m not sure most Mahler Thirds 
would survive such a long break. 
This one did. It was a great release 
to be able to applaud the exciting 
first movement, the original ideas 
for which Mahler described as sum- 
mer as “marching in” and a “Bac- 
chic procession.” And it certainly 
emphasized the contrast to the 
heavenly Minuet (“What the 
flowers in the meadow tell me”) 
and nostalgic Scherzo (“What the 
animals in the forest tell me”). 
Even more significant, Levine 
helped achieve a transparency of 
texture even in the loudest pas- 
sages by dividing the violing stage 
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and the entire flute/piccolo section 
delivered a rainbow of colors. 
William R. Hudgins’s clarinet was 
liquid amber. Oboist Keisuke 
Wakao played with rare inwardness, 
the harps with scary power, glock- 
enspiel and triangle with shimmer- 
ing excitement, all the strings with a 
mercurial sweetness and sweep, 
and the wonderful BSO cellos with 
great heart. Most thrilling of all was 
the entire group giving itself, mo- 
ment to moment, to Levine’s large 
conception. 

The soul of the Mahler Third is 
his setting of a poem by Nietzsche. 
“O man, give heed. . . . From a 
deep dream have I waked.” Pain is 
deep, but joy even deeper, and the 
only answers are in eternity. Hunt 
Lieberson’s opening “O” seemed 
to materialize out of nowhere, 
from some cosmic silence, then 
slowly expand until it filled the 
hall, the universe. There isn’t a 
more beautiful voice before the 
public today, or a deeper intelli- 
gence — or emotional intelligence 
— within its amazing purity. Her 


musical life started with her play- 
ing the viola, and it’s the instru- 
ment her voice has been most 
often compared to. So there was a 
particular poignance when she 
stood up from her seat at the edge 
of the viola section and came to 
the front of the stage to sing. Dur- 
ing the curtain call, Levine kissed 
her — surely echoing the senti- 
ments of everyone present. 

I can’t imagine anyone in the 
hall during that prolonged stand- 
ing ovation who wasn’t aching — 
and itching — to have Levine take 
permanent charge of the BSO.

since it began touring Europe in 
1986. Last year, on its first Ameri- 
can tour, it came to Boston with 
Turandot, a rip-roaring old-fash- 
ioned production, with big voices, 
a strong chorus, rickety sets, and 
not much dramatic finesse. But the 
ticket prices were low and it was 
fun. Teatro Lirico is back, in the 
centenary year of Verdi’s death, 
with Aida, which had a three-night 
run at the Emerson Maiestic and 
will return in March (the 18th and 
19th) along with Verdi’s first big 
hit, Nabucco (“Nebuchadnezzar,” 
on March 26 and 27). 

Aida is both better and worse 


than Turandot. The backdrops of & 
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Karnak and the Pyramids-across- 
the-Nile are evocative but wrinkled 
in all the wrong places. Two colos- 
sal statues menacingly flank the 
action. A reviewing stand for the 
Triumphal March is more like a 
sarcophagous. And it’s not much 
of a Triumph with only one prison- 
er, a quartet of high-kicking bal- 
lerinas (the Giza Rockettes?), and 
two embarrassed-looking on-stage 
trumpet players in skimpy cos- 
tumes (one shook out his trumpet 
before he began to play). The Eng- 
lish supertitles have the noisiest 
projectors I’ve ever heard. The or- 
chestra is excellent, though, and so 
is Krassimir Topolov’s conducting, 
which keeps things moving along 
without losing any of Verdi’s at- 
mospherics (if not always in per- 
fect coordination with the stage). 
The chorus is superb — full of 
full-bodied, vigorous, grown-up 
voices. 

There’s more blocking than 
staging, and either no acting or 
overacting. As Aida, Galia 
Gortcheva (“the beautiful Bulgari- 
an Soprano,” as she is identified in 
the program notes”) is supposed 
to.be an Ethiopian princess in cap- 
tivity, but she wore a Greek dress 
and sported a bechive hairdo. As 
the Egyptian general Radames, 
Roumen Doikov (last year’s Calaf) 
had Roman armor and a cape he 
liked to twirl. They managed to 
sing both their duets without ever 
looking at each other. Aida fell on 
the floor, then swung herself 
around and faced the opposite di- 
rection. Amneris — Italian mezzo 
Ambra Vespasiani — had two looks 
as Aida’s royal rival: shit-eating grin 
and seething green-eyed-monster 
jealousy. Only. American baritone 
Theodore Lambrinos, as Amonas- 
ro, Aida’s father, conveyed anything 
resembling a believable character. 

He could sing, too. And so could 
Doikov — with brightly resound- 
ing, stentorian tones, not the height 
of Verdian elegance but with primi- 
tive raw material to spare. Gortche- 
va was a problem. She seemed to be 
saving herself — half the time she 
just wasn’t projecting. Some of her 
quiet high notes had so little breath 

support they caved in. Louder 

notes could be beautiful, but 
they weren’t consistent and 
rarely seemed part of any 
continuous phrasing. (At 
the third performance, a 
different soprano was evi- 
dently a lot better.) 

The big hit of the 
evening was Vespasiani. 
While she was chewing 
up and spitting out the 
scenery, she was also 
pouring out a huge, vi- 
brant, ferocious sound 
that knocked you out of 

your seat. It was loud but 

not ugly. You couldn’t help 

being impressed. She was the 

only soloist to get a solo curtain 
call. 

Aida is famous for its stagefuls of 
elephants, monumental 
sets, big ballets with near- 
naked dancers. Its dra- 
maturgy is broad and sim- 
ple. Verdi’s memorable 
music alternates between 
the grandly public and the intimate 
and insinuating. With some 
thought, it could work in an inti- 
mate setting. The acting doesn’t 
have to be great as long as it seems 
sincere. Of course, it’s wonderful to 
hear any Verdi these days. What a 
treat to turn on WHRB anytime 
during its Verdi “orgy” and listen to 
classic recordings with Callas, Bjo- 
erling, Milanov. In those days they 
had voices. Teatro Lirico has some 
voices too. I just wish it had more 
sense of human drama. | suspect 
that Nabucco, with its even simpler, 
cruder characterizations, will prove 
a more appropriate vehicle than 
Aida. And fun, too. e 
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when was the last time 


you were surprised 
at the movies?

Low’s slow-impact pop 


BY LOIS MAFFEO The band Low didn’t invent the concept of play- 


ing rock music at a deliberately unhurried pace, but they have certain- 


ly perfected a glacial zsthetic over the course of five albums. And if 


you've visited their home town, 
Duluth, Minnesota, in January, 
the trio’s approach makes a cer- 
tain sense. The icy wind that 
comes up off frozen Lake Superi- 
or makes Duluth look as if it were 
trapped inside a giant snow 
globe. And the deep, bitter cold 
can be so oppressive that you al- 
most feel the atoms around you 
slowing down. 

Since their 1994 debut, J Could 
Live in Hope (Kranky), Low — 
who'll be coming to the 
Somerville Theatre this Wednes- 
day —— have been counteracting 
the notion that slow music is in- 
herently languid. Guitarist and 
vocalist Alan Sparhawk, drummer 
and vocalist Mimi Parker, and 
bassist Zak Sally have, instead, 
given their music dramatic force 
and distinct precision. Yet on 
their new Things We Lost in the 
Fire (Kranky), the trio loosen up 
the formula and begin experi- 
menting with new tempos and 
new instrumentation. These sub- 
tle departures remind us that 


there’s more to the band than 
pacing and minimalism. 

“There’s always this struggle in 
Low,” remarks Sparhawk, tele- 
phoning from the Duluth home 
he shares with Parker, who is his 
wife. “The one side says, “We are 
Low and everything must be 
stripped down.’ But the other side 
says, ‘Do whatever you want.’ On 
our other records, the tension 
came from the band trying to 
keep a lid on the songs. This time 
we let the lid open. We wanted to 
let the songs just do what they 
wanted to do. We'd just grab on 
and try to keep up with where the 
song wanted to go. I actually have 
a picture in my mind of the song 
‘Dinosaur Act’ as a horse running 
out of control and we are just 
holding onto a rope being 
dragged.” 

With help from Soul Coughing 
keyboardist Mark DeGliAntoni 
and Ida violinist Ida Pearl, the 
band have filled in some of the 
wide open spaces in their songs. 
And there’s a deeper severity to 


the album’s sonic moods. The 
fluorescent-light-bulb buzz of 
“Whitetail” adds an anxious un- 
derpinning to the surgically close 
vocal harmony of Sparhawk and 
Parker; the metronomic piano of 
“Like a Forest” pushes the song’s 
tempo to something approaching 
speedy. 

Sparhawk notes producer 
Steve Albini as one big influence 
on the album’s sound. “He claims 
he only likes to be an engineer, 
not a producer, but he’d surprise 
us here and there. Once he sug- 
gested a countermelody for the 
strings and I was, like, ‘Okay! 
Whatever you say, Mr. Punk

cryptic long enough.” Indeed, the 
rhetorical question Sparhawk 
puts forth on the effects-laden 
“Whore” is quite succinct: “What 
is the whore you're living for?” 

This moralizing tone is rare in 
a Low song, and yet spirituality 
has always been present in the 
band’s imagery. Both Parker and 
Sparhawk are members of the 
Church of Latter Day Saints, but 
the group don’t view themselves 
as a Christian band. “Every stink- 
ing thing written about us in Eng- 
land refers to us being a ‘two- 
thirds Mormon’ band,” Sparhawk 
points out. “In fact, it’s coming 
up a lot more in American press 
too. I guess that’s considered the 
new angle on Low.” 

The lyrics on Things We Lost in 
the Fire were far more influenced, 
he maintains, by the birth of the 
couple’s first child, daughter Hol- 
lis, a few months prior to the 
recording. “She was an inspira- 
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tion to the record both before she 
was born and after. I played the 
songs for her a lot to entertain 
her while she sat in her little baby 
chair.” On the album’s touching 
closer, “In Metal,” you hear not 
only the squeaks and gurgles of 
the new baby but also Parker de- 
scribing her longing to hold fast 
to the departing days of her 
child’s infancy — “Partly hate to 
see you grow/And just like your 
baby shoes/Wish I could keep 
your little body/In metal.” 
Although the band plan to keep 
touring, having the baby along 
presents new challenges. “It’s a 
much longer day,” says the new 
father, “and you have to antici- 
pate another person’s needs, and 
that isn’t very rock and roll.”

Suite dreams 


Matthew Shipp’s New Orbit 


BY ED HAZELL On his gorgeous new New Orbit 
(Thirsty Ear/Blue Series), pianist Matthew Shipp is 
clearly thinking about how jazz can remain grounded in 


its origins and still say something to con- 
temporary ears. His solution is to open up 
the music to new sonic influences and 
compositional strategies from outside 
sources. “As an African-American compos- 
er, | had to come to terms with Ellington, 
the free-jazz tradition, and aspects of cer- 
tain classical music,” he explains over the 
phone from his New York apartment. “So 
I’m trying to deal with all of those things as 
they’ve influenced me but still be distinctly 
original and myself. All those influences are 
vast, panoramic things, and a lot of re- 
sponses can happen. The —___— 


and ambiguity, leaving lines hanging in 
suspense or splitting notes into tonally am- 
biguous sound. Yet with one pure note he 
can offer a brief glimpse of ravishing beau- 
ty that melts away and leaves the air throb- 
bing. 

Shipp, Parker, and Cleaver have all 
worked together in a variety of settings, so 
they form a tight unit that can provide el- 
liptical commentary and embellishment or 
drive an idea home. On “Chi” they gradu- 
ally loosen the moorings of the composi- 
tion and let the music fan open; it grows 





Ellington universe alone is so 
rich and so big that there’s a 
myriad of responses to it. If 
you look at pianists who are 
influenced by Ellington, they 
range from Randy Weston to 
Cecil Taylor. So one person 
like Ellington can engender an 
infinite number of responses 
that are completely different.” 

Shipp’s personal synthesis 
of a wide spectrum of 
influences results in one of the 
most fully realized recordings 
of his prolific career. New 
Orbit features distinctly jazz 
instrumentation, with trum- 
peter Wadada Leo Smith, 
bassist William Parker, and 
drummer Gerald Cleaver join- 
ing the pianist. But his expan- 
sive use of his sources pre- 
vents this from being in any 
way a traditional jazz album. 
Shades of Ellingtonian color, 
echoes of sonorities cribbed 
from jazz pianists like Cecil 
Taylor, Randy Weston, and 
Art Tatum, and hints of classi- 
cal composers like Claude De- 
bussy and Arnold Schoenberg 
weave a pianistic lattice 
around which the rest of the 
band intertwines. Shipp mar- 
shals different combinations 
of instruments — including 
solo piano, a trumpet-bass 
duo, a pianoless trio, and the 
full quartet — to vary the 








color and texture of the music. 
The progression from one sec- 
tion to another erects a sturdy 
architecture grounded at ei-

ther end by the “New Orbit” 

theme. The structure isn’t ex- 

actly symmetrical, but the sense of narra- 
tive flow and connectedness between the 
parts of the suite suggests there’s a very so- 
phisticated compositional talent at work. 

“I wanted to develop a suite that was 
open-ended and organic,” Shipp explains, 
“yet very controlled and’ planned out in a 
certain way. The piece is meant to be an 
open-ended ambient type of free-jazz med- 
itative space.” 

Shipp wrote the suite for trumpeter 
Smith, with whom he’d played in the ’80s 
in a quartet with Parker and drummer 
Steve McCall. More recently, Smith had 
subbed for Hugh Ragin in Roscoe 
Mitchell’s Note Factory, and Shipp re- 
solved to record with him at the first op- 
portunity. Here Smith creates an eerie 
beauty that’s critical to the suite’s spiritual- 
ity. Few trumpeters can match his eloquent 
silences, or give single notes such emotion- 
al power. The heavy low tones he layers 
over Shipp’s variations on the “New Orbit” 
theme soften and console the music’s long- 
ing. On “Chi,” he plays with time, and his 
control of the attack and decay and timbre 
of his notes makes them flicker and waft 
over the rhythm section. On “Maze Hint” 
and “Paradox Y,” he’s a master of mystery 


more expansive until it crests and slowly 
folds in upon itself again. Parker provides 
the heartbeat pulse of “U Feature” as 
Smith and Cleaver lock together in dia- 
logue. Parker’s stunning unaccompanied 
solo on “Orbit 3,” with its shivering, shim- 
mering bowing and double stops, is a high- 
light. 

This is the fourth release in Thirsty Ear’s 
Blue Series, of which Shipp is A&R direc- 
tor. He’s finding improvisers who are simi- 
larly open to blending new influences into 
jazz — a kind of progressive counterbal- 
ance to the conservative slant that prevails 
in major labels. Bassist Parker and violinist 
Mat Maneri have already recorded for the 
series; releases by saxophonist Tim Berne, 
trumpeter Roy Campbell, and pianist Craig 
Taborn are slated for later this year. 

“What we’re looking for in the Blue Se- 
ries,” Shipp concludes, “is organic players 
who have an open-ended sound or. an 
open-ended thing at the top of their play- 
ing or composing. They act as vast funnels 
of influences, then file it into their nervous 
systems and personalities. The beauty of it 
comes out of the organic quality of it. | 
think there’s something very healthy about

Double visions 


The Red Telephone and Fire in the Boathouse 


Ever since Mission of Burma first graced Boston’s club stages, 20 


years ago, and the Pixies followed, there’s been at least a handful of 


bands in town determined to set rock and roll to their own imaginative 


soundtrack. And to do it artfully — expanding the sonic boundaries of 


the music while applying their own thoughtful, heartfelt approach to 


songwriting in the hope of creating something original in a scene as 


plagued by recycling as our culture 
at large. 

The Red Telephone’s new Cellar 
Songs proves they are such a band. 
Indeed, they have been since their in- 
ception little more than four years 
ago — though for a time they lost 
their vision. Because their sound, 
songs, and playing ability made them 
stand out, the Red Telephone were 
drafted into the WBCN Rock ’n’ Roll 
Rumble and signed to Warner Bros. 
within their first year. Trouble en- 
sued. 

After guitarists Matt Hutton and 
Sean Toohey, bassist Pat MacDon- 
ald, and drummer Mark Britton had 
already made good-sounding demos 
of a stack of tunes for their debut 
album, the guys were shipped out to 
LA and saddled with a producer 
“who wasn’t very talented at any- 
thing but smooth-talking us,” Hut- 
ton recounts when he, Toohey, and 
McDonald sit down with me at the 
Middle East. “When we were done 
recording, the A&R department said, 
‘This doesn’t sound very good.’ And 
we realized they were right. We were 
so new at this, and so deep into the 
process in a big studio for the first 
time, we figured, ‘Well, this must be 
the way it’s supposed to be; I guess 
the mix will fix this.’ ” 

The Red Telephone used what was 
left of their major-label budget to 
make their debut album again. And 
they say they did a damn good job 
working with producer Dennis Her- 
ring in Oxford, Mississippi. Then the 
label gave the result to famous mix- 
ing engineer Chris Lord-Alge, who 
was so entrenched in the corporate 
rock-of-the-moment mentality that 
he shit all over their work. So 1998's 
The Red Telephone sounds like a 
grunge record, or — as Toohey puts 
it — “like everything was recorded 
through a big 
Marshall.” 
Which couldn't 
be farther from 
the truth. 

“We play 
people our own 
mixes of the 
same album and 
they think it’s a 
different record- 
ing of those 
songs,” Toohey 
observes. “They 
can’t believe it’s 
the same ver- 
sions.” 

Making mat- 
ters worse, 
Warner Bros 
dissolved its 
artist-develop- 
ment operations 
right after signing the Red Tele- 
phone. So upon their debut’s release 
the band found themselves with an 
album that didn’t represent their 
melodic, broad-palette approach and 
a label that couldn’t help them grow. 

After negotiating their way out of 
their Warners contract, the Red Tele- 
phone took five of the 25 demos 
they'd chalked up while waiting for 


nounced that they'd reclaimed their 
vision with last year’s Aviation (Cat- 
apult) EP. It outsold their big-label 
release and helped win more fans. 

Now Cellar Songs, on their own 
Raise Giant Frogs imprint, should do 
the same. Not just because it’s get- 
ting a radio and print publicity push 
from the Boston-based Planetary 
Group, but because it is exceptional- 
ly good music. From the blurt of the 
laser beam of sound — a bright, 
ringing result of a happy accident 
with effects pedals and an amplifier 
— that opens the album to the 
tremolo shivers of “Burned by the 
Sun,” the shifting four-note pattern 
that draws attention to the verses of 
“The Possibility Shop,” and the twin- 
ing leads and chords of “Last Day of 
May” (which recall Television’s twin- 
Fender interplay), the guitars play all 
over this album like dolphins. Al- 
though their joy feeds off Hutton’s 
meticulously crafted and genuinely 
appealing vocal melodies, they’re 
tempered by a hesitancy and re- 
straint that reflect the bittersweet un- 
derpinnings of the lyrics and the 
band’s wise minimalism. Cellar 
Songs is a kind of accidental concept 
album. Hutton explains that it wasn’t 
until they were sequencing the disc 
that they noticed what they’d record- 
ed tells a story of innocents who 
leave their suburban safety and learn 
they must bear the weight of reality. 
Songs of innocence and of experi- 
ence, as Blake once put it. 

“I develop everything I play off the 
melodies,” offers bassist MacDonald. 
Speaking for himself and drummer 
Britton, Toohey seconds that. As, in- 
deed, does songwriter Hutton. “The 
way I write,” he explains, “is I turn 
on the tape recorder and start singing 
melodies into it until I like something. 
I'll figure out some chords and bring

it into the band, and it’s not until it 
feels like the song’s going to survive 
that I’ll write lyrics. Until then, I’m 
singing gibberish.” 

“Absolutely everything serves the 
melody,” Toohey adds. 

As far as what finally gets on disc 
or taken onto the stage, that’s the re- 
sult of the band’s alchemy. Both gui-

port. All three band members wear 
broad smiles and exchange ideas 
with infectious dynamism; it’s clear 
that they truly enjoy one another’s 
company — and that they’re posi- 
tive-minded and engaged enough by 
making music to put their Warner 
Bros. experience behind them. 

“It’s that classic American tale of 
the little guy who gets beaten down 
by the corporate giant,” Toohey re- 
marks, “then comes back stronger.”

back on what he calls “the rock 
scene.” 

“! kept writing songs that were 
swinging, in a way, and got sick of 
trying to get the band to go where | 
wanted to go,” he explains when he 
and veteran drummer Mick Aiello 
meet me for mid-afternoon margari- 
tas. “I found myself not bringing cer- 
tain songs | was writing to the band 
because bands have an inclination to 
want to rock. It’s fun to rock! But | 
wanted to connect with music that 
seems more real to me. So I gave 
myself permission to get out of the 
rock scene and decided that, even if 
it’s not cool, I’m going to play the 
kind of music I’ve been listening to.” 

But the truth is that Fire in the 
Boathouse are cool, and they rock 
and swing. The band’s mongrel 
blues-country-rock approach at 
times rings the Pavlovian bell of Let 
It Bleed—era Rolling Stones, espe- 
cially when Wildman’s unfettered sa- 
loon piano roars to the fore or drives 
the band the way Nicky Hopkins did 
for Mick and the guys in the ’70s. 
And though songs like “Different 
Hat” sway to a honky-tonk two-four 
beat (expertly provided by Aiello on a 


keen to dark menace. As Aiello, who 
has played with the Radio Kings 
and a number of other traditional 
music outfits, points out, “There’s 
such an intense rhythmic interplay 
going on in the band all the time 
that my set-up is perfect.

I’ve 
tried to develop that, so when I’m 
writing a song I’m not consciously 
thinking about what’s coming out. | 
don’t want to question it, and | 
don’t try to go back and shape it 
into a story.” 

The line-up itself formed from 
equally organic — yet tragic — cir- 
cumstances.

drum), they’re also decorated with 
pretty harmonic details often built 
around the interplay of Jerry 
O’Hare’s mandoguitar and layers of 
acoustic and electric picking and 
strumming. 

Although Wildman considers Fire 
in the Boathouse a country 
conflagration, the best tag for their 
album may simply be “damn good 
music.” “You Did Me In” has the 
muscular guitar and rhythmic heft of 
rock, as well as a killer chorus that’s 
right for intelligent pop radio — if 
such a thing still exists. And “Black 
Helicopter” shimmers and creeps 
like the Fall. O’Hare’s lap steel and 
mandoguitar help unify the sound:

tone pour from song to song, and 
the bright sparkle of the mando is 
the perfect sweetener for all the 
mid-to-slow tempo’d numbers. The 
line-up is completed by guitarist Jim 
Bouchard and bassist Jim Rapoza. 
As a group they strike a balance be- 
tween necessity and complexity, 
each member developing his own 
intertwining parts and leaving space 
for everything else — including 
Wildman’s lightly quavering vocals, 
which move easily from croon to 


ready playing together as a group 
behind singer/songwriter Alexis 
Shepard, who died in a bicycle acci- 
dent four days before she was to 
begin making her debut album. “We 
stayed together as friends to help 
each other through that tough 
time,” says Aiello. And when Wild- 
man saw them play at a memorial 
performance for Shepard, he knew 
he’d found his crew. 

Otherwise he'd probably be 
working harder on his book. Wild- 
man is a journalist who covers arts 
for the Boston Globe’s City Weekly 
section, but he’s also penning a 
novel called The Human Engine. “It 
involves a cult in the Berkshires and 
gets into an alternative history of 
humanity, another explanation for 
religion, and humans as electro- 
magnetic energy,” he explains. And 
it’s definitely not stream-of-con- 
sciousness, since he’s now five years 
into its writing. te

TIM EASTON: 
FOR REAL 


Watching Tim Easton on stage at T.T. 
the Bear’s Place a week ago Tuesday 
finger-picking an acoustic guitar and 
alternating between ardent focus 
(during the songs) and relieved good 
humor (after the songs), I couldn’t 
help wondering whether this was the 
moment he had been waiting for his 
whole life. 

As leader of the Ohio-based insur- 
gent country outfit the Haynes Boys 
during the mid ’90s, Easton had his 
small share of fans and followers. But 
not nearly enough of them got a 
chance to hear Special 20 (Heathen), 
the songwriter’s harp-and-guitar- 
soaked solo debut, when it came out 
back in 1998. So though he recently 
said he hasn’t ruled out regrouping 
with his old band to make another 
Haynes Boys record at some point, 
what’s clear is that Easton’s commit- 
ted to giving his solo career a good 
hard push in the hope that a few more 
folks will check out the new songs 
he’s written in the last three or so 
years. 

It certainly doesn’t hurt that his 
second solo disc, The Truth About Us 
(New West), has some attention-get- 
ting alterna-country star power be- 
hind it: the Jayhawks’ Mark Olson; 


Victoria Williams; three-fifths of 


Wilco, etc. Or that he’s been bringing 
Wilco’s Jay Bennett, Ken Coomer, 
and Leroy Bach along with him on a 
handful of club dates. But the truth 
about Tim Easton is that his songs 
stand up on their own, with or with- 
out big names behind ’em. During a 
too-short (60-minute) but efficient 


(12-song) set, he played the role of 


troubadour minister of Americana, 
preaching to a rapturous crowd of al- 
ready converted believers who flocked 
to T.T.’s at the ungodly rock-and-roll 
hour of 7:30 p.m. to get a quick shot 
of salvation (“What is it, dinner 
time?” he quipped halfway through 
his performance). 

Easton opened with the title track 
from Special 20, an ode to a 
“whiplash tongue and hurricane eyes” 
that revealed a pre-electric Dylan dis- 
position. The tune was a flurry of agi- 
tated acoustic guitar, bleeding harp, 
and a sandpaper-and-suede vocal that 
split the difference between Steve 
Earle’s reedy rasp and Don Henley’s 
radio-readiness. 

And the guys from Wilco sounded 
terrific. The band — Bennett alternat- 
ing on guitar and keyboards and 
adding just the right amount of each; 
Coomer on drums; and Bach on bass 
— helped bring Easton’s rough-hewn 
gems brilliantly to life. Bennett’s 12- 
string electric turn on a crisp reading 
of “Happy Now” gave the number a 
quicksilver, Byrdsian jangle. Else- 
where, his filigree embellishments on 
piano, bedrock yet inventive rhythm- 
guitar work, and crazy-quilt, Buck 
Owens-style picking offered more 
than a clue as to why his usual outfit is 
as celebrated as it is. 

With the even-keeled Easton at the 
helm instead of the more mischievous 


and mercurial Wilco frontman Jeff 


Tweedy, the band often came across 
like a straight-shooting update of the 
Band rather than the Faces or the Re- 
placements covering the Band. Still, 
this was Easton’s affair. He was in ca- 
sual control of his celebrated sur- 
roundings but also looking somewhat 
grateful to be seen and heard — 
finally. 

His finest moment was also his 
most personal one. Backed by Ben- 
nett’s quiet quiver of organ, he lin- 
gered on the refrain to the dusky 
meditation “Get Some Lonesome” — 
a song he had written on the porch of 
his Ohio home just before moving to 
Los Angeles: “He’s a shadow but he 
wants to be real/A shadow but he 
wants to be real. . . . ” Gazing at the 
room full of people before him, it 
seemed that at last he was.

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JILL SCOTT: 
SOUL SISTER 


“I don’t condone violence,” explained 
Jill Scott from the stage at Avalon last 
Sunday, “but sometimes, on princi- 
ple, you gotta kick a little ass.” And 
she did, leading a whip-smart eight- 
piece band — dubbed Fatback Taffy 

- through a sparkling set of high- 
stepping funk and sultry soul, stop- 
ping only to deliver pointed commen- 
tary and touching spoken-word vi- 
gnettes. A year ago, Scott couldn't 
have filled a bedroom in Boston. Last 
Sunday night, Avalon was packed 
with fans who couldn’t get enough of 
her boho R&B grooves. Since its re- 
lease last summer, her debut album, 
Who Is Jill Scott? (Epic), has devel- 
oped the kind of slow-build grassroots 
buzz that major labels dream about; 
it’s culminated in a trio of Grammy 
nominations for the disc, including 
one for Best New Artist. 

Although this is her first headlining 
tour, Scott has spent a lot of time on 
the stage — as a vocalist with the 
Roots, in the touring cast of Rent, and 
as a spoken-word poet — and she 
worked the audience with authority, 
charming it with a glowing smile, 
snappy commentary, and down-to- 
earth straight talk. Even in a crowded 
club, Scott conveys an intimacy that 
resonates to the back of the room. 
“I’m your sister, I’m your niece, I’m 
your auntie,” she remarked during 
“Do You Remember,” and she made 
everyone feel like family, delivering 
no-nonsense advice and pointed ad- 
monitions like a wise older sibling. 

Her message is a mixture of self- 
love, self-empowerment, and black 
pride, a warm-hearted combination of 
Oprah and Malcolm X. Even though, 
as she sang on “Slowly Surely,” this 
music is primarily about “You said, | 
said, we said” — the ins and outs of 
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talon, Jill Scott made everyone feel like 


love and relationships. Opening with 
“A Long Walk,” Scott described her 
perfect date: “Let’s take a long walk 
around the park/After dark/Find a 
spot/For us to spark/Conversation 
Verbal elation/Stimulation . . . maybe 
we can talk about Revelation 3:17.” By 
the time she reached “He Loves Me,” 
90 minutes later, her honey-dipped 
voice had caressed every inch of the 
territory, from meddling exes (“Get- 
tin’ in the Way”) to interracial dating 
(“Remember Me”) to blinding lust 
and its painful fallout (“Love Rain”). 

It’s classic R&B subject matter, but 
Scott’s lyrics have a conversational 
tone and an eye for casual detail that 
distinguish her from the neo-soul 
pack. Not as quirky or flighty as 
Erykah Badu, but far less tortured and 
melodramatic than Mary J. Blige, she 
finds a balance among street smarts, 
sassy attitude, and spiritual yearnings. 
At Avalon her singing also found an 
even keel, mixing hefty, lower-register 
blasts with flighty falsetto trips. She 
fueled the fire of a funky go-go num- 
ber (“It’s Love”) that got the room 
roiling. And on “Slowly Surely,” she 
showed off a delicate falsetto, skip- 
ping from note to note like a child 
hopping across stones in a creek — 
carefully, mindfully. 

Dressed plainly in a loose blouse, 
long skirt, and black headwrap, Scott 
looked like anygirl on the subway. 
And her fans recognize that, respect- 
ing and loving her because she does- 
n’t show skin and doesn’t pull diva at- 
titude — not so long ago, she remind- 
ed us, she was riding the bus with 
anonymity. The empathy she devel- 
oped with the Avalon crowd was 
something that can’t be calculated by 
major-label gurus and PR honchos. 
And in an age of micro-managed and 
mega-marketed pop stars, that con- 
nection is a pleasure to experience.

Dolly Parton's Little Sparrow 


BY TED DROZDOWSKI Dolly Parton has put in her time as a nine- 


to-fiver. She’s employed her marvelous voice punching the country- 
music industry’s clock with schlock hits like “Here You Come Again” 


and “Islands in the Stream,” a 
duet with one of the genre’s 
princes of Vegas, Kenny Rogers. 
She wrote “I Will Always Love 
You,” a simple little pledge that 
became breathless ’90s hyperbole 
under a severe beating from 
Whitney Houston’s melodramat- 
ic pipes. And she’s taken camp 
turns in the movies 9 to 5, Steel 
Magnolias, and The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas. Parton’s 
even the theme of her own theme 
park, Dollywood, which is nes- 
tled in a notch in the Smoky 
Mountains named Pigeon Forge. 

Yet somehow none of that has 
diminished her shine. One reason 
is the sweetness of her voice, an 
instrument of astounding power 
and clarity with a gentle, ever- 
present vibrato that kneads sin- 
cerity into even the most shame- 
less Music Row ballads. There’s 
also her accent, a Southern hill- 
country twang that speaks of her 
birth in poverty in Locust Ridge, 
Tennessee. It’s a reminder Parton 
never seems to need, for no mat- 
ter how big a star she’s become 
she- always appears genuinely 
grounded — a nice, talented per- 
son whether acting with Burt 


Reynolds, belting a tune on a 
Grammy broadcast, or chatting 
with fans. Perhaps that’s why so 
many of us who grew up with 
Dolly’s presence have felt good 
about her even when her work’s 
been dubious. She’s always 
seemed like one of us, and we 
want our friends to do well. 

As an artist, Parton has never 
done better than her two most re- 
cent albums, the new Little Spar- 
row and 1999’s The Grass Is Blue 
(both on Sugar Hill). Both are 
roots recordings in the most liter- 
al manner. They romance the 
bluegrass and Appalachian 
mountain music she first heard 
and performed as a child — 
music that earned her a Grand 
Ole Opry debut in 1958, when 
she was a 12-year-old prodigy. 

Little Sparrow in particular cuts 
close to home. Although blue- 
grass is a strong undercurrent 
here — the disc is full of hot 
banjo, guitar, and fiddle — the 
accent is on the kind of spirituals 
and ballads that emerged as the 
progeny of the Europeans who 
settled in the Southeastern hills 
and developed their own music. 
It’s the stuff that Dolly, who by

The Meat Puppets rage on 


BY BRETT MILANO Curt Kirkwood is the first to admit that the cli- 
mate has changed since the Meat Puppets (who'll be coming to Lilli’s this 
Saturday) last released an album. He doesn’t mean the state of alternative 


rock, however — he’s talking 
about the actual climate. “It’s 
changed significantly. The high- 
ways are a total gulag and it’s 
weird, way more so than a couple 
of years ago. People are filled to 
the brim with avarice, meanness, 
weirdness.” Not that he’s too 
happy about the state of rock, ei- 
ther: “How do you get in with the 
fact that they’ve figured out a way 
to take these baby bands, give 
them instant integrity, and put 
them up your ass like a supposito- 
ry? I must have missed out on 
some significant marketing steps 
along the way — you’re supposed 
to come pre-programmed with 
your pants down.” 

Sense of dread, alienation, gen- 
eral pissed-offedness: none of 
these ever did a rock band any 
harm, and they all figure into 
Golden Lies (Breaking/Atlantic), 
the first Meat Puppets album in 
five years. But more than the high- 
ways have changed during the 
band’s absence. Kirkwood moved 
from Los Angeles to Austin, where 
the band got overhauled. His 
brother, bassist Cris Kirkwood, 
dropped out of the line-up, and it’s 
no secret that Chris’s continuing

heroin addiction is the reason (“I 
haven’t talked to him in ages,” is 
Curt’s only comment). Original 
drummer Derrick Bostrom then 
left to work behind the scenes. The 
new Puppets are a quartet with 
Shandon Sahm, son of Texas 


music legend Doug Sahm, on 
drums. The band then got swept 
into the Seagrams/Universal 
takeover, and that put the current 
album on the shelf for years. Their 
unlikely benefactors were Hootie 
& the Blowfish, who signed the 


age five had made her own guitar, 
sang as a girl on the Cass Walker 
Farm and Home Hour radio show 
on Knoxville’s WIVK. But now it 
is informed by the experience of a 
54-year-old woman with a long 
career of making music. 

Little Sparrow is spectacular and 
often sad, showing perhaps for the 
first time the depths of emotion 
that Parton can reach. Her voice is 
terribly fragile in “My Blue Tears,” 
one of seven songs that descend to 
various levels of pain over love 
gone wrong — the lowest being 
the madness that rends the life of 
the spurned “Mountain Angel.” 
Parton wrote both numbers, 
though the latter 
sounds like a classic 
English folk ballad 
transposed to hill- 
billy country. It’s 
the story of how a 
young woman loses 
her virtue to a mys- 
terious stranger 
who then abandons 
her, leaving the tale 
to wend a gothic 
path through ruin 
and stillbirth and 
images of witch- 
craft and Satan. 

The beauty and 
perfection of these 
songs comes not 
only from the di- 
rect, expressive po- 
etry that springs 
from Parton’s heart 
to her pen and 
voice but from her 
company. Alison 
Krauss, a star in 
her own right, 
sings impeccable 
harmony on sever- 
al numbers. Estab- 
lished solo artists 
Maura O’Connell, 
Rhonda Vincent, 


Puppets to their Breaking/Atlantic 
label. 

Still, Golden Lies comes off as 
the logical next step for the band 
— or at least, as logical as any- 
thing else they’ve done. Every 
Meat Puppets album takes on its 
own sound, whether it’s the psy- 
chedelic shimmer of Mirage (my 
favorite), the neo—Grateful Dead 
sound of Up on the Sun (most 
people’s favorite), or the arena- 
rockisms of Monsters (seemingly 
nobody’s favorite, but it has its 
moments). All the above were part 
of Rykodisc’s reissue of the band’s 
SST catalogue, one of the last 
things Ryko did before getting ab- 
sorbed into Palm Pictures. 

The sound of 
Golden Lies is more 
left-field. In most 
cases, Kirkwood 
started with live- 
sounding band 


tracks, then -over- ° 


dubbed heavily on his 
newly acquired 
Kurzweil synthesizer. 
The result is a range 
of samples and key- 
board sounds, plus a 
pair of rap-metal 
numbers (in truth, 
one would have 
sufficed). But that 
doesn’t make it a 
more commercial 
album, since the 
overdubs, especially 
the airy, harmonized 
vocals, don’t always 
mesh with the full- 
blooded guitar 
tracks. At times the 
real band get buried — a shame, 
since this line-up is killer live (after 
a few South by Southwest appear- 
ances, they'll have their first na- 
tional tour, the one that'll bring 
them to Lilli’s). Still, they often 
wind up somewhere rewarding, 


and Rebecca Lynn Howard also 
sing harmony. And the instru- 
mentalists are among the finest in 
Nashville. They can swing grace- 
fully through a grassed-up read- 
ing of Cole Porter’s “I Get a Kick 
out of You” or make their notes 
stick as hard in the throat as the 
words of “Down from Dover,” 
another of Dolly’s tragedies about 
a young woman cursed by love. 

Perhaps some of Parton’s sad- 
ness comes from the loss of her 
father, Lee, who died shortly be- 
fore these sessions. Certainly Lit- 
tle Sparrow is deeply personal. 
Parton says that the title is in a 
sense a description of her. “I’m 
little, and sometimes I’m sad 
too,” she explains in the CD’s 
media biography. “I’ve been 
billed as the Smoky Mountain 
Songbird. And my daddy used to 
call me his little songbird.” 

Since birds are neither solitary 
nor noticeably unhappy creatures, 
Little Sparrow also has its celebra- 
tions of joy. The giddy “Marry 
Me” is as virginal as “Mountain 
Angel” and “Down from Dover” 
are spoiled. The song is old-school 
country, with a straight-four banjo 
rhythm and mandolin and fiddle 
breaks that elicit happy shouts 
from Parton. Her lyrics capture the 
free-spirited thrill of teenage ro- 
mance amid the Norman Rockwell 
charm of a barn dance, but they 
were inspired by the flirtatious an- 
tics of her nieces, who swooned 
over her musicians in the studio. 

The spiritual standard “In the 
Sweet By and By” and many of 
Parton’s spirited performances 
put wind under Little Sparrow’s 
wings. But altogether these songs 
are more of experience than of in- 
nocence. And from that experi- 
ence Parton has made an album 
that rivals not only her own earli- 
er work but nearly everything else 
in contemporary country. a 


notably on the 10-minute finale 
“Fatboy/Fat/Requiem.” What 
starts as a dumb and friendly 
power-trio rocker fades into an 
acoustic reprise, which in turn 
segues into a creepy, funereal tune 
with strange harmonies and ef- 
fects. One can’t help feeling it’s a 
picture of Kirkwood’s mindset 
these days. 

“It’s a ‘riding off into the sunset’ 
kind of thing,” he says, adding that 
he wrote it for an unreleased West- 
ern in which Willie Nelson gets 
shot. “It’s also a total Nino Rota 
ripoff. If it sounds haunting, that’s 
mainly because I never played ac- 
cordion before.” Still, the closing 
gesture doesn’t mean that the Meat 
Puppets are winding down. 
They’re contracted to Breaking for 
another album, and Kirkwood’s 
hatred of modern rock seems as 
good a reason as any to continue. 

“I’ve got to admire someone like 
Brian Wilson for his tenacity,” he 
explains. “If we stick around long 
enough, I’m sure that one of those 
Limp Bizkit spinoff bands will take 
us on tour and show the kids what 
a ‘real’ street band sounds like. I’m 
not gonna wax too nostalgic here, 
but I hate modern music, and | 
have since I started this band. | 
hear it now, and Matchbox 20 
sounds like Pablo Cruise to me. All 
those bands are spinning by, and 
they’re all so much cooler than 
me; that’s the prerequisite. | mean, 
even my daughter is shopping at 
[goth/punk chain boutique] Hot 
Topic, but at least she’s honest 
about it; she’ll say ‘I’m into Rocky 
Horror.’ But here I am thinking, 
‘Great, wow. You figured out 
something I helped build. And 
now you're coming to hit me in 
the fucking head with it.’” f

Prison bound 


X-Raided’s jailhouse rap 


Anerae Brown is one of hip-hop’s 





least-known, most unlikely prolific 


MCs. Since 1992 Brown, whose nom de rap is X-Raided (or, at times 


Nefarious), has released no fewer than five solo albums 


stalwart Bay Area indie Black Mar- 
ket Records, including the recent 
Vengeance Is Mine. X-Raided is a 
clever MC, one who updates tradi- 
tional gangster tales with a healthy 
dose of reflection. Over the years, 


his flow has evolved from gruff 


and bumpy to downright intricate 
and, at times, tongue-twisting. His 
imagery, once trite and unexcep- 
tional, is now lucid and well- 
drawn. One catch: he is behind 
bars, and has been since 1992, 
when he was charged with partici- 
pating in the murder of Patricia 
Harris, the mother of a rival gang 
member. At the time, the 17-year- 
old Brown was banging with the 
Garden Block Crips, and the mur- 
der was part of a home invasion 
gone wrong. In court, the alleged 
triggerman got acquitted, but 
Brown and two other accomplices 
were found guilty. 

Part of the state’s case against 
Brown was his lyrics. Just prior to 
his arrest, he had released his first 
album as X-Raided, Psycho Active. 
Prosecutors found what they be-

lieved were lyrics referring to the 
alleged murder on the song “Still 
Shooting”: “I’m killing mamas, 
daddys and nephews/I’m killing 
sons, daughters/And sparing you.” 
In interviews at the time, Brown 
protested that the lyrics had been 
taken out of context. Indeed, that 
section of the song refers to the af- 
termath of a domestic dispute, not 
a gang rivalry, but the prosecutor 
later told the Source that he had in- 
troduced them to demonstrate 
“Mr. Brown’s possible association 
with gangs and the spirit of gang 
mentality.” 

Whether or not it violated 
Brown’s First Amendment right to 
free speech, the use of those lyrics

almost certainly helped to convict 
him. He got a 31-year sentence. 
Yet just before the jury returned 
with its verdict, out came another 
X-Raided album, Xorcist. Brown 
had been busily penning songs - 
sensing, no doubt, that his freedom 
was about to be snatched away 
from him, he had worked the 
prison’s pay-phone system to his 
advantage, holding one phone 
playing the beat up to his ear and 
rapping into a second phone. The 
result is far from polished, but it 
was as true a document of life be- 
hind bars as any of Alan Lomax’s 
prison-yard field recordings. 

The X-Raided tale got only more 
bizarre last year, when his third 
album, The Unforgiven Vol. 1, was 
released. Not a fuzzy affair like its 
predecessor, The Unforgiven fea- 
tures stunningly clear vocals that 
baffled prison authorities, as did 
the declaration on the album’s 
back cover: “All of the recordings 
contained on this CD were made 
between 12.1.98 and 2.15.99” — 
when, of course, Brown was incar-

cerated. It was later discovered that 
a prison guard, Roy Castro, had 
helped smuggle recording equip- 
ment to him, but that was only the 
beginning of the controversy. 
Soon after word of the 
album’s completion made 
it back to prison in- 
mates, a gang war 
erupted. Brown was at- 
tacked and had to be 
placed in protective cus- 
tody. Furthermore, as a 
convicted felon, he could 
be sued under Califor- 
nia’s “Son of Sam” laws 
to prevent him from profiting from 
his notoriety. But nowhere on The 
Unforgiven, or on his subsequent 
albums, does he maké any specific 
reference to the crime for which he 
is incarcerated. If anything, his lat- 
est recordings show a more reflec- 
tive, more aware X-Raided. Grant- 
ed, his post-incarceration releases 
aren't documents of prison self- 
discovery like Eldridge Cleaver’s 
Soul on Ice, but they’re legitimate 
artistic expressions. On “Write 
What I See,” from Vengeance Is 
Mine (also drawn from those illicit 
recording sessions), hé practically 
trips over his own tongue trying to 
spill his vision, eventually asking 
in. defeat: “What the hell am | 
supposed to write?/How can | 
compose nice/When I’m sitting 
in this cell?” 

The next track, “Hold On 
(What a Thug To Do),” takes him 
on a psychological roller-coaster 
from naive, hopeful youth (“Fuck 
Good Times, | want some of that 
Cosby shit/Four bedroom home, 
white trim with green/I’d be a 
doctor, regular American 
dream”) to the fall from grace (“I 
thought it would be easy/I was 
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SON OF SAM: give 
credit for not sensationalizing 
his most unseemly predicament.

mistaken . . . | went to the pen in- 
stead of college”) to penitence (“I 
made my bed, but it’s too hard to 
be laying in it/Fighting the drama 
but for some reason I’m staying 
in it”). It’s all sealed on the 
haunting hook, where he groans, 
Tupac-style, “On the inside I’ve 
been dead for years,” and at the 
song’s end, where he pleads, 
“Mama, excuse my behavior 
please/Feel like my soul’s gone 
Pray for your only son/Need you 
to be strong.” 

Not all of Vengeance Is Mine 
taps the pain so profoundly, but 
give Brown credit for not sensa- 
tionalizing his most unseemly 
predicament. Whether he’ll be al- 
lowed to profit from his record- 
ings is now in the hands of the 
California courts, which are also 
considering the constitutionality 
of the “Son of Sam” law itself. In 
the meantime, he claims to have 
more than 100 songs recorded 
and waiting for release. oe. 
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** ATC, PLANET POP (Republic/ 
Universal). Fans of chirpy European 
dance pop were no doubt disap- 
pointed last year when the second 
Aqua album stiffed and the second 
Vengaboys album never even came 
out in the US. Fortunately, they're still 
cranking out pretty young house hit 
makers across the pond, like this 
cosmopolitan boy-girl quartet from 
Germany. Their moniker stands for A 
Touch of Class, but it’s trash they're 
after on the breakout hit “Around the 
World (La La La La La),” a silly 
dance-floor update of the Daft Punk 
and Aqua hits of the same name 
with a subtitled nonsense hook that's 
catchier and less annoying than Eif- 
fel 65's “Blue (Da Ba Dee).” They get 
the formula even more right on “My 
Heart Beats like a Drum (Dum Dum 
Dum),” where one of the girl singers 
puts on her best Barbie voice and, 
over a twinkling vibes lick, pines for a 
boy she met at the Hard Rock Café.

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*x*x* David Grubbs, THE SPEC- 
TRUM BETWEEN (Drag City). For- 
mer Gastr del Sol mate Grubbs 
seems intent on erasing the lines be- 
tween folk and art music. Here his 
guitars and lyrics — which often bor- 
der on socially awkward introspec- 
tion — forge a delicate poetry. Both 
are absolutely unhurried, yet there's 
a decisiveness in the way Grubbs 
drops ringing, crackling chords 
smack on top of his softly sung sylla- 
bles in numbers like “Whirlweek’; it 
makes his words indistinguishable 
while reinforcing his apparent con- 
viction that words and sound provide 
a higher meaning together than ei- 
ther could alone. So in a sense these 
songs are about unity. Which is why 
a feedback drone can function hand- 
ily in place of a pedaled root note in 
the one-chord blues “Pink Rambler.” 
And why Grubbs's lace doilies of 
arpeggiated melody, picked out 
mostly in guitar tones that are clean, 
warm, and barely electric, can work 
comfortably against splashes of 
drums, trumpet, or cymbals played 
gently like a gong.

Out, continues the Cash Money tra 
dition with everything you'd expect 
from the franchise: jittery, staccato 
beats courtesy of in-house producer 
Mannie Fresh; guest spots by the 
Hot Boys and the Big Tymers; lots of 
bling-blingin’, dope-slingin’, street 
hustlin’, and big pimpin’ rhymes. “On 
the Grind” is Wayne's ode to the craft 
of drug dealing, and he boasts, “| 
distribute keys to the kings/O-Zs to 
the fiends/And ecstasy and weed to 
the teens anything you like and | 
have ‘em/From crack to viagra/vi- 
codins and valiums.” Shit, even 
pushers have to diversify. 

Wayne flips up the subject matter 
too, dedicating the softcore funk cut 
“Everything” to his deceased pops 
and lamenting the stresses of adult 
life on “Grown Man.” Not as unusual 
or as confounding, as Juvenille’s 
mile-a-minute delivery, Wayne's 
pinched, nasally rasp rips casually 
through Mannie Fresh’'s lo-fi Casio- 
tone creations. But as usual, it’s 
Mannie’s restless and rigorous 
groove-science that steals the show.

(Universal). On their debut release 
this young Cuban vocal quartet de- 
liver a marriage of Cuban pop and 
hip-hop that sounds at least as fresh 
and exciting as anything currently 
happening in either of its root gen- 
res. Orishas are deities of the African 
Yoruba religion, which survives in 
Cuba despite the Communist gov- 
ernment's reluctance to condone it 
The celebration of Cuba's African 
side — made explicit in rich percus- 
sion passages — is about as contro- 
versial as this Havana-based band 
can afford to get, but the music itself 
is plenty revolutionary. Roldan’s clas- 
sic sonero vocals are part of a con- 
tinuum that spans attitude-drenched 
rap and the harmonized call-and-re- 
sponse arranging that has animated 
Cuban pop for more than a century 
Although plainly hip-hop, songs like 
“Represent” and “Orishas Llego” 
match anything Cuba has produced 
for tunefulness and musicality 
“1.9.9.9” unfolds in close to pure 
Afro-Cuban rhythm, but even the 
more familiar hip-hop grooves in 
these 15 dynamic tracks exude a 
distinctively Cuban undertow and 
sensuality.

WAVES (1996). Danish film- 
maker Lars von Trier’s ardent, 
overwhelming, emotionally ex- 
hausting exploration of the de- 
mentia and triumph of love 
was the best film of 1996. Set 
in the 1970s on one of Scot- 
land’s bleak North Sea Is- 
lands, it’s the story of a child- 
like young woman (Emily Wat- 
son in a staggering, Best Ac- 
tress-nominated performance) 
who, at her tormented, para- 
lyzed husband's request 
agrees to make love to other 
men and tell him about it in an 
effort to re-create their intense 
passion.

E. Elias Mer- 
hige’s take on the making of 
F.W. Murnau’s prototypical 
vampire movie Nosferatu owes 
much to Willem Dafoe’s 
chimerically creepy perfor- 
mance as Max Schreck, the 
obscure German actor who 
played the unforgettable 
bloodsucker in Murnau’s film, 
and who, in this ingenious if 
gimmicky premise from Mer- 
hige and first-time screenwriter 
Steven Katz, really is a vam- 
pire. The film’s Murnau (John 
Malkovich) conceals the truth 
from the rest of the company 
as they labor on location in a 
spooky Czech hamlet, and he 
doesn’t have much trouble 
maintaining the ruse, even as 
members of fhe crew drop like 
flies from the difficult star's 
nocturnal feedings. The hitch 
is that Murnau’s 1922 master- 
piece is a cinematic mirror of 
its audience’s deepest dreads 
and desires, reflecting the 
Weimar period’s unconscious 
impulses and prefiguring the 
Nazi nightmare to come, 
whereas Shadow reflects only 
itself, with Schreck a demonic 
incarnation of the medium that 
cheats death by drawing on 
images of life. It’s not a new in- 
sight, and it’s not stated elo- 
quently through the fulmina- 
tions of Malkovich's Murnau, 
but Merhige’s camera does 
piece together a fair poetry of 
images.

Caught up in the mix 
are a trio of bungling thugs 
plus Brad Pitt (spouting gibber- 
ish as One Punch Mickey 
O'Neil), the unbeatable Gypsy 
boxer, and an under-the-gun 
boxing promoter by the name 
of Turkish (Jason Statham) 
who serves as a lightning rod 
for all of the film’s action. Like
